GENERAL REPORT ON THE PRISONS IN IRELAND. 

Unsatisfactory as -were the statements contained in our last Report, it is now xwENtx-EisHTB 
our painful duty to show that no alleviation has taken place in the state of things Repost. 
there recorded. As we have subsequently shown, the number of criminal cases at 
assizes and quarter sessions ending the past year was 4i1,989j while that of 1848 
was 38,522, and the majority of the gaols, over-crowded with malefactors and 
vagrants, affords a spectacle from which the most sanguine enthusiast on the 
subject of prison discipline might well recoil. In some of the northern counties 
the pressure has been lessened, but in others in the south and west, and more 
especially Clare, Kerry, Tipperary, and Limerick, the numbers have fearfully 
increased during the past year, as will appear by the following table : —

The number of prisoners in the g-aols on the Slat December, 1849, was 10,967, 
and of these 1,345 were convicts under sentence of transportation. 

The influence of the late famine in producing- this lamentable increase of 
crime is shown in the following table, which exhibits the daily average of prisoners 
in the county gaols during the seven years preceding 1847, the time at which the 
effects of the famine first became apparent ; also during that and the two follow- 
ing years. The counties are arranged according to the proportionate increase 
in each, and it will thus be seen at a glance which have been the greatest 
sufferers:—

It must Dot however be inferred from tliis that the increase of crime in each 
place indicates the extent of the distress felt there; shoals of vagrants have 
been attracted from the pauperised districts to more favoured localities in the 
hope of obtaining relief. Of this the Report on the gaol at Wexford offers a 
striking example, by which it appears that two-thirds of the prisoners confined 
there did not belong to that countv. 

An increased supply of food, and the great exertions made to cultivate the 
land, may oppose some check to this tendency to crime ; but in the meantime 
the evil thus produced is so enormous, as to threaten the total demoralization of 
the lower orders; showing itself in the abolition of all distinction between right 
and wrong, and generating a habit of committing crimes either for the sake 
of obtaining hoard and lodging in a gaol, where comfort with a moderate 
degree of labour tend to make the loss of liberty of comparatively little conse- 
quence; or else for the remoter advantages of superior diet in the convict 
prisonj^and the ultimate benefit of gratuitous emigration. That these motives 
are suttciently powerful to induce not only those who are suffering from actual 
hunger to violate the law, but others whose circumstances are not such as to 
furnish them with a similar excuse, will be seen in the following statement com- 
niunicated by the governor of the county of Clare gaol at Ennis •—

T. C. TTiis moQ was committed for shoep-stealiug, and sentenced to be imprisoned for IS months. e^.t. 

He was ordered to be diechai-ged befoi-e his time by tie Lord Lieutenant, at the time when fever bi-oke Cases f>f Convicts who 

out in the gaol. Immediately on going out, ho went end stole sheep, and wo.s back again in tlie gaol connnitteil Crime for 

the same mght; ho was brought to trial for the offence, and riio bills were ignored through some the piiqsise of being 

legal technieaii^, and he was discharged. He then went to the first field in which ho saw a sheep, fwl. 

eoiarnitted a si mi l a r offence, and actually drove the sheep through the town wliero the Assistant 

Barrister was sitting ; he was then imprisoned for 12 mouths more. Lhis man told me he had no object 

in view but to be fed ; that ho was satisfied to undergo the punishment of a gaol for his feeding, until 

the times got better. I then asked him why he did not go to the poorhouse ; lie answered, that it was 

all chance whether he could get anj-thing there or not ; and that, under any circumstances, he would 

not get it for a couple of rlays. 

J . M., comicted for larceny, and sentenced to 12 months' iiaprisonment ; he liad been in the work- 
house^ for some time, and was then placed on the out<loor reliefi and had no place to sleep ; so he 
committed this crime for tiro purpose of coming into gaol, to be fed and lodged. This man had been 
m gaol twice before, and he told me it was for the purpose of being fed. He saj-a he will try to get 
into the poorhouse when he gets out ; and if ho does not, ho must do something to conic back heiv ; 
hut ha would not like to be transporter! — all he wanted tvas to be fed. 

J. C., sentenced to 10 mouths' rmprrsonraent for pig-stealing. He made an applieatiou at the wovk- 
hou.se, and would not be admitted, as he did not iicloug to the unioir ; he then stole the pigs, in order 
to be sent to gaol, that he rni^ht be fed. He was foimeiiy coniictcd for lareen}’, which ho says ho also 
committed for tire piurpose of being sent to giioi and fed. 

J . C., sentoitcod to 12 moutlis’ imprisonment for stealing turnips, says, that he committed tills crime 
knoiving that if he succeeded he would have the turnips to eat, or if detected, tliat he would be sent 
to gaol, and there fed. He was charged with lai-oeny before, wliich he also committed for the same 
purpose. 

W. M., convicted for pig-stealing, and sentenced to 12 months’ imprisonmeut. This man stole the 
pigs for the purpose of being fed ; he says that when he is discharged, in the course of two or tlu-ee 
weeks, he must commit some eiime, tliat he may be sent back to gard again, or otbenvise starve, if not 
taken into the poorhouse. 

Having received many similar representations from governors of other gaols, 
and more particularly with reference to the superiority of the gaol dietary over 
that used in the workhouses in inducing the paupers eitlier, in the first place, 
to choose a lodging in prison, or, after being received into the workhouse, to 
commit some outrage for the express purpose of being sent to gaol — we con- 
sidered it our duty to prepare a new and lower scale of dietary, which, having 
been sanctioned by the Court of Queen’s Bench, in conformity with section 85 
of the Act 7 Geo. IV., c. 74'i was, in the month of October, brought into 
general use ; and though we cannot feel justified, from the accounts we have re- 
ceived, in asserting that the measure has had any considerable effect in deterring 
paupers from the gaols, still it is satisfactory to know that the opinions of the 
different medical officers wari’ant us in affirming that no injury to the health of 
the prisoners has resulted from this alteration.

Breakfast: — 8 oz. of meal made into stirabout, with 1 pint of new-milk or 
buttermilk. 

Dinner : — 1 lb. of gocHi bread, and 1 pint of new-milk. 

The bread to be composed either, 1st, of seconds flour j 2nd, whole wheaten 
meal ; 3rd, one-half seconds flour, and one-half Indian meal. 

The stirabout may consist of, 1st, 8 oz. of oatmeal ; 2nd, 4 oz. oatmeal and 
4 oz. of Indian meal ; 3rd, 0 oz. of either oat or Indian meal and 2 oz. of rice. 

In no case is a dietary to consist of two meals of stirabout. At the discre- 
tion of the Boards of Superintendence 4-^ pounds of potatoes may be substi- 
tuted for either of the abovementioned quantities of bread or stirabout.

Prisoners included in class 1, if convicted for not less than two months, may, 
in cold weather, and if employed in exhausting labour (should it be certified as 
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proper by the medical officer), receive for breakfast 9i oz. of meal, and for din- 
— ■ ner, 1 lb. of bread, or an equivalent portion of potatoes. 

The meal may be Indian meal, oatmeal, or rye meal. Rice may be used in- 
stead, but only in conjunction with meal, and then in the proportion of 2 oz. of 
rice to 6 of meal. Instead of new-milk, buttermilk may be used, in the pro- 
portion of half a pint of new-milk to one pint of buttermilk. 

The bread to consist of either of the followings substances; — 1st, seconds 
flour; 2nd, half seconds flour and half Indian meal; 3rd, whole wheatmeal ; 
4th, rye ; 5th, rye and barley meal. Provided that if rye, or rye and barley 
meal be used, the equivalent shall be l6 oz. of rye, or rye and barley bread, for 
14 oz. of wheaten or Indian meal ; and so in proportion for the other 
quantities. 

Potatoes may be substituted for the stirabout or bread in each meal in the 
following proportions : —

It would not become us to make any remarks upon the policy of the Va<rrant 
Act, but we must observe, that while there does not seem to be any perceptible 
diminution m the number of mendicants since the passing of that measure, its 
influence m adding to the difficulties under rthioh the gaols are now suffering, 
by hiling them with paupers, is indisputable. Squalid, naked, and diseased, these 
nuseraUe beings, who are often discharged in the morning only to be readmitted 
at night, interfere most seriously with the discipline and management of these 
establishments. Besides the space they occupy and the filth they create, they are 
generally so short a time in prison that it is hardly worth while to supply them 
with a gaol dress ; and all advantage to be derived from instruction in schooling 
01 handicraft is totally out of the question. In some of the Dublin police-office? 
beggars are committed for twenty-four hours only, in which case they receive no

cell at night — a practice which, formerly constituting the 
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exception} now forms tlie g’eneral rule, and to all appearance this malady in our Tmtktt-eicrtk 
prison system bids fair to assume a chronic character. In some cases seven 
men, in many five, are thus congreg-ated at night in one small cell, and (in direct 
contravention of the Prisons Act) two or more frequently sleep in the same bed. 

Now, we cannot but think that all the evils of contamination are as likely to arise 
from this source as from that fusion of masses, which was formerly accustomed to 
excite so muck horror ; and we may safely leave it to be supposed what must be' 
the result of one comparatively innocent person being locked up for twelve 
hours in close contact in a cell with two or three others, perhaps of the worst 
character, and with no supervision whatever (for it is only in comparatively few 
gaols that it is thought necessary to send a patrol round after “locking up”) 
unless any great and unusual noise should disturb the slumbers of the turnkey, 
who sometimes, but not always, sleeps in an adjoining room. 

We are much inclined to suggest, as a temporary remedy, that either large 
dormitories should be erected, or (to avoid the expense attending this) that fit- 
tings should be placed in the day-rooms, by which means cots or hammocks might 
be slung at night, so as to accommodate twenty or thirty individuals in each 
room, under the careful surveillance of an officer placed in the same apartment, 
who might be relieved at stated hours. The occupation of the cells would then 
be limited to the single person they were originally intended to hold. While 
making this suggestion we would, however, carefully guard ourselves against 
being supposed to advise its adoption except as a temporary expedient, or to ima- 
gine that good prison discipline can rest upon any other basis short of the sepa- 
rate system ; and we have viewed with alarm the attempts that have been made 
to shake the confidence of the government and the public in what we firmly 
believe to be the only course capable of producing a deterring, if not reforma- 
tory effect, without having recourse to measures which, in these days, would be 
considered as savouring of cruelty and barbarism. 

Although we trust that the number confi.ned in gaols has now reached its 
maximum, it may yet be doubted whether any expected diminution will extend 
so far as to restrict the number to the accommodation actually afforded, particu- 
larly now that the difficulty of providing for the convicts under sentence of 
transportation has so much increased. The question therefore arises, how is 
this additional accommodation to be found ? The answer points out two ways : 
either by additions to the county gaols, or by the erection of district bridewells. 

The extreme financial pressure in those counties whose gaols are suffering 
most from repletion, is an obstacle to any available plans of extension, in 
some places, as Dundalk and Kilkenny, exertions have been made, and a new 
gaol built in the former town, while in the latter county a considerable addition 
is now in progress — both on the separate principle. It is impossible, however, 
without some assistance, and a strong recommendation on the part of the 
government, to expect that additional prison room could be obtained in those 
districts where it is most required. 

By the 92nd section of the Prisons Act, 7 Geo. 4, c. 74, a power is given to 
the Lord-Lieutenant to appoint certain Bridewells, to be called District Bride- 
wells, in which persons convicted at the Sessions might pass short terms of 
imprisonment. Only three of these Bridewells have as yet been established; 
two of them are at Parsonstown and Baltinglass; the third is the admirable 
House of Correction at Belfast. As there is no legislative provision for placing 
this class of prison in a proper state as to inspection and management, and hence 
presentments cannot be legally made for the necessary expenses, we have felt 
compelled, on more than one occasion, to report against the erection of any 
more of them, unless measures were taken to provide for their constant main- 
tenance in an efficient condition; and although, in consideration of the present 
state of the large County of Cork, and its single county gaol, we were reluc- 
tantly induced to recommend the establishment of district bridewells in that part 
of the country, we were not sorry to learn that, owing to the refusal of the 
magistrates and cess-payers to entertain the necessary presentments, the matter 
has been postponed, and we trust may not be renewed until some enactment is 
passed by which these places of confinement may be placed on a better footing. 

The evils which we have mentioned as at present attending the gaols, and to 
which we shall again refer, are reproduced in the lowest class of prison — the bride- 
wells which also labour under other disadvantages peculiarly their own. These

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Twesiy-eichtu may be considered as deriving their existence from three sources — insufficient 
h^T. buildings, defective inspection, and the want of medical attendance. 

In many of these places, containing perhaps not half a dozen cells, forty or 
fifty prisoners are sometimes condned during the Sessions. The majority are 
not supplied with water, and there is no proper sewerage : the walls generally 
very insecure. In some there is no separation between the sexes : male and 
female prisoners herd together in the same day-rooms, while the sleeping apart- 
ment of the former forms occasionally an anteroom to that of the latter. 

The Prisons Act throws the charge of inspection of the bridewells upon the 
Protestant clergyman of the parish, and we are glad to bear testimony to the 
punctual and faithful manner in which this duty is generally performed ; but as 
the office is merely voluntary, and without any remuneration, it follows, as a 
matter of course, that it is occasionally not undertaken at all. Arrangements are 
sometimes made under which the bridewells in a county are visited by the Local 
Inspector of the gaol ; but this is merely for the sake of convenience, and not 
authorised by law, and is also liable to interfere with the proceedings of the de 
jure inspector. 

If any sickness should occur in a bridewell there exist uo means of securing, 
medical attendJmce ; this is a point which seems to have been entirely over- 
looked by the legislature ; and many distressing cases have happened in conse- 
quence (as at Loughrea for example),, sometimes leading to fatal results. 

Whatever steps, however, may be taken by the government or the county 
authorities to overcome the difficulties under which the prisons now labour, they 
will, nevertheless, we much fear, be insufficient, in the present state of the law 
on this subject, by a total revision of which alone can a general well-regulated 
system of prison management be carried out, for the amelioration not only of 
the evils already mentioned, but of many others that have often been exposed in 
the Reports of our predecessors. Eight years ago the law relating to prisons 
was considered by the Grand Jury Law Commissioners as susceptible of great 
alteration ; and the events that have since succeeded — famine, disease, vagrancy, 
demoralization, to which we may add the rapid change of occupancy, producing 
a corresponding fluctuation in the class of resident gentry — have brought about 
such changes as render the interposition of the legislature the more necessary, to 
place in the hands of the executive the means of enforcing that which we believe 
to be one of its most important objects — the proper treatment of criminals. 

Should the government think it desirable to introduce into parliament a bill 
for this purpose, we beg to submit some observations as to tlie nature of the 
measure which we should consider best adapted for the occasion. 

The principal defects in the present prison system, and which we believe to 
be irremediable without a change in the law, may be considered under tlie 
three following heads : — 

I. The want of sufficient power in the government — 1. To enforce the 
building of new prisons, or the enlargement of those at present existing., 
2. To provide a proper supply of necessaries for their maintenance. 3. To 
alter or vary the rules by which they are governed, and to compel their due 
observance. 

II. The incapacity of the prison officers. 

III. The defective state of the bridewells, to which having before adverted 
we shall not think it necessary to refer again. 

1. At present the question as to what additional accommodation ought to be 
found for the increased numbers by which the gaols are crowded, is left entirely 
with the grand juries j and it rests with them to determine whether any 
and what plans shall be adopted to meet this necessity. Frequently after many 
months of discussion schemes of enlargement are brought forward, and then, 
owing to the disinclination to vote the required sums, the whole matter falls to 
the ground. 

Again, the funds upon which depend the payment of the officers who manage 
the prisons, and of the contractors who supply them with provisions, being de- 
rived from discretionary presentments, it occasionally happens that as neither 
turnkeys nor contractors receive any payment, the former are induced to neglect 
their duties, and the latter to threaten to abandon their contracts, and leave the 
prisoners suddenly exposed to starvation. 

A power is, indeed, reserved to the Inspectors-General, should they observe 
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a deficiency of clothes or bedding to order a supply, payment for which is made t«-entv-eichth 
compulsory ; but instances hare occurred of these orders being repeatedly given 
without ever being carried into effect. 

With respect to the existing prison regulations, the Act 7 Geo. IV., c. 74, 
contains a multiplicity of rules concerning the government of gaols, the princi- 
pal of which are comprised in the I09th section, which is ordered to be posted 
up in prisons. In addition to the enactment of these provisions, the Act (as if 
with an ominous foreboding) is particular in prescribing means to secure their 
observance. Thus no keeper of a prison, or his turnkeys or assistants, are 
entitled to receive their salary, unless they shall prove to the Satisfaction of the 
Grand Jury that they have complied with the rules ; and every Local Inspector 
is directed to report, on oath, at each assizes, as to the manner in which they 
have been observed. 

The fact is, however, that the rules are constantly overlooked and evaded, and 
sometimes openly transgressed. Hence, in defiance of the law, classification is 
generally neglected, work often prohibited, schooling sometimes absolutely for- 
bidden, occasionally two men are placed in one cell, and frequently in the same 
bed, the dietary is capriciously altered, and proper discipline neglected. For 
instances of this kind we would refer to the Ileports on the separate prisons. 

The government of gaols is shared between the Board of Superintendence and 
the Local Inspector, whose duties are generally confined to regulating the ex- 
penditure. The power of the Inspectors-General extends merely to observing 
and reporting ; and the only sure means of enforcing a due observance of the 
rules is by an application to the Court of Queen’s Bench — a process to which 
recourse could hardly be bad for every breach of a prison rule. 

In addition, however, to the ill effects caused by the non-observance of the 
present rules, it is manifest that a different state of things has rendered many of 
these rules unnecessary or inexpedient, while additional ones are for the same 
reason required. There is a power vested in the Queen’s Bench to sanction bye- 
laws for each gaol ; but a total revision of the present regulations appears almost 
indispensable. 

In England, the rules of the several gaols were formerly authorised to be 
drawn up by the magistrates at the sessions, and afterwards sanctioned by the 
Judges of Assize. At present, by the Act 5 and 6 Wm. IV., c. 38, it Is pro- 
vided that ail rules and regulations for the government of prisons shall be sub- 
raitted to the Secretary of State, who, if he thinks fit, may alter them or make 
additional ones. It is also enacted that the Clerk of the Peace shall transmit, 
yearly, copies of the rules to the Secretary of State, who may alter or add to 
them ; and in default of their being so transmitted, may himself certify^ tohai 
■ rules and regulations he deems necessa'iy, which shall henceforth be binding. 

It can hardly be thought asking too much to require a similar power to be 
vested in the government of this country ; but we would go a step further, and 
confidently affirm that the only effective means of obtaining one great and uni- 
form system of prison management would be, not only to cast upon the govern- 
ment the duty of determining what regulations should be introduced in each 
gaol, but also to arm it with authority for enforcing them, by means of the sum- ' 

mary dismissal of the officers in cases of disobedience. 

II. The next prominent evil which calls for a legislative remedy arises from - 
the incompetency of some of the governors, and numbers of the inferior 
officers of the prisons, to perform their respective duties — an incompetency 
mostly arising from ignorance and inexperience, and sometimes from other 
causes. Some of these functionaries are appointed by the High Sheriff, others 
by the Grand Juries ; and as the keepers of gaols come under the first-mentioned 
class, and the keepers of houses of correction (which generally form an undi- 
vided portion of the same building) under the second, some confusion and 
uncertainty is hereby created, which is increased by the Board of Superinten- 
dence generally claiming the power of nomination in the case of schoolmasters 
and other servants whose appointment is not regulated by the Act. With 
respect, however, to the individuals selected, no qualification is ui any case re- 
quired, and many instances of misbehaviour are continually occurring ; while a 
false spirit of economy cuts down their pay to a stipend which it is difficult to 
got any well-educated person to accept even in these times. However flagrant 
may be their misconduct, no representation of the Local Inspector, of the

Board of Superintendence, or of the Inspectors-General, can be followed "bf 
dismissal, without the consent of the Sheriff or the Grand Jury, as the case mar 
be. 

This incapacity of the officers is often the more felt owing to their insufficient 
number, which, however, also depends upon the will of the Grand Jury. No 
power of apportioning the efficiency of the guard to the number of persons to 
be guarded exists either in the government or the Boards of Superintendence : 
the natural consequence is, that discipline suffers, and escapes and riots are of 
frequent occurrence. 

We are inclined to hope that a very simple and yet effectual remedy may be 
found for all the evils we have mentioned in the measure we are about to sug- 
gest, which, we submit, would give the government only so much power as the 
exigencies of the case rendered absolutely necessary ; while the nomination of 
the gaol officers, as well as the regulation of the expenditure to be supplied by 
the county funds, would still, for the most part, remain vested in the Grand 
Juries, or whatever other bodies might hereafter be provided to perform the 
duties now dischajged by them. We would, therefore, recommend— 

That authority should be given to the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief gover- 
nor of Ireland, to make rules, from time to time, for the government of all 
prisons in Ireland, as to discipline, diet, clothing, establishment salaries, and all 
other purposes. 

That he should also have power to order the establishment, building, or 
enlarging of gaols and bridewells ; and that the sums required for this purpose 
should be advanced to the counties, and repaid by subsequent imperative pre- 
sentments. ^ 

That the Local Inspectors should be appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, and 
all other officers and servants (except in the City of Dublin prisons) by the re- 
spective Grand Juries, provided the nominees were considered competent by the 
Inspectors-General, and that all officers and servants should be liable to be 
removed by the Lord Lieutenant. 

That an estimate of the expenses of each prison for the next ensuing quarter 
or half year should be submitted to the Inspectors-General of Prisons, and any 
deficiencies therein filled up by them. ^ 

That an amount of the expenditure of each prison for the past quarter or half 
year should also be laid before the Inspectors-Genei’al. 

That the duty of the Local Inspectors of the gaols should extend to visitintr 
the respective bridewells, and that Reports of the state of both should be made 
periodically to the Inspectors-General. 

We are led to believe that if an act containing provisions of this kind were 
passed, and security thus obtained for the strict observance of the prison rules, 
(rulM modified, altered, or amended according to circumstances) by the appre- 
hension of imtMt dismissal in case of non-observance, also for the building or 
enlargement of gaols when necessary, and for the maintenance in them of an 
etocient staff of officers, and a regular supply of food, clothing, and other 
requisites, by the imperative levy of sums for these purposes— the whole state of 
prisons m this country may be gradually yet surely ameliorated, and those advan- 
tages obtained for society at large from the reformation of offenders, about which 
every government is so naturally solicitous-

Every exertion has been made by the government to relieve the goals 
of the convicts ; and, during the past year, additional accommodation 
has been provided for 100 in Newgate, while the number confined in Spike 
Island ha-s been augmented to nearly 1,500. Three out of the four wings of 
the new Mountjoy Prison have just been opened, which will provide for about 
‘100. An additional building is now in the course of erection at Spike Island, by 
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which that prison will be made to contain 500 more than the present number ■ 
and when the requisite preparations have been made at the aichmond Bridewell’ 
for the reception of the untried Dublin male prisoners, the remaining- portion 
of Newgate (capable of containing about 100) will then be delivered up to the 
government. It may thus be anticipated, that in a few inontlis (including the 
fourth wing of the Mountjoy Prison) room may be found for 1,100 convicts 
more than exists at the present moment. 

With respect to the Dublin Convict Prisons, wo have again to express our 
satisfaction at the manner in which those at Sinithfield and Newgate have been 
conducted by Mr. Lamb, whose services also, as superintending accountant 
have been invaluable. ” ’ 

At the depot at Richmond the system of work and discipline has been ex- 
tensively earned out by Mr Young, acting as head officer under Mr. M.arques 
he governor of the bridewell We are glad to observe that the sanitary state of 
this depot, which was formerly remarked as so unaccountably inferior to that of 
bmithfield, is now as satisfactory as that of the latter prison 

We regret we cannot report as favorably of Kilniainham as of the other convict 
depots. In order to facilitate the industrial employment, we recommended the 
appointment of two trade iiislnictors, a Tailor and a Shoemaker : but we 
believe the arrangements are not yet completed, by which works might he

I have the honour to lay before you the following report on the sanitaiy state ot 
Smithfield and Newgate Convict Prisons liuiing the year- 18J9. 

The general health of the prisoners that were free from discE^e on committal, has been 
good ; but besides those, there were many committed suffering under scrofula, dysentery, 
and pulmonary consumption. The poverty and other destitution these poor creatures 
endured previous to their committing the crimes that caused their imprisonment, aggra- 
vated the severity of their diseases, and many of them died. . , „ 

Smithfield Prison was visited with the ^olera on the 35th of February; up to the 5th of 
March there were nine cases, three of which proved fatal, in from twelve to eighteen hours 
after the disease set in. No fresh case of true Asiatic cholera occurred this latter date. 
The prison was inspected at this time by the officers of the Board of Health, Sir Philip 
Crampton, and Dr. Corrigan; they wei-e pleased to express their approval of the admi- 
nistration of the medical department. , , , . ■ j ^ 

The Lord Lieutenant’s order that Newgate Prison should be opened at this period tor the 
reception of convicts from Smithfield, was promptly executed, and was attended ^th highly 
benkeial results ; one hundred of the healthy prisoners were iimnediately dratted there,

No change has been made in the Dietary since April, 1847. Owing to the high piice of 
oatmeal, and the difficulty experienced that year in obtaining meal of good qu^ity, a pro- 
position was made to substitute rice for oatmeal, in the proportion ofthree and a-half ounces 
of rice to an equal quantity of oatmeal, to make a quart of stirabout for breakfast. 

The following is the dietary in use: — 

Breakfast. — For one prisoner, three and a-half ounc« of rice and three and a-half ounces 
of oatmea] (to make one quart of stirabout), with three quarters of a pint new-milk. 

Dinner. — For one prisorrer, every day except Sunday : one pound household bread and 
three quarters of a pint of new-milk. Sunday — three quarters of a pound of household 
bread, one pound of beef, half an ounce of rice, and one ounce of vegetables (to make one 
pint of soup in the liquor in which the beef was boiledl. 

Supper. — For one person, half a pound of household bread, and half a pint of new-milk, 
every evening. 

Tills diet has given very general satisfaction among the prisoners. 

The cleanliness and ventilation of the cells- have been particularly attended to, and the 
results have been satisfactory in all respects. 

I beg leave to take this opportunity of publicly expressing my acknowledgments to the 
Governor, Mr. Lamb, for the efficient services he rendered me whenever 1 required his co- 
operation in performing the duties of the sanitary department ; the promptitude and zeal 
he exercised, were attended with the best results ; and the extended experience ha has gained 
on the important subjects of prison management and discipline, especially conduced to the 
beneficial and salutaiy working of the institution. , 

My best acknowledgments are also due to the Deputy-Governor, Mr. Good, and to the 
Governor of Newgate Prison, Mr. Betty, — they are excellent officers.

I have the honour to submit the following report of the cases admitted 
and treated by me in the Hospital of the Richmond Convict Depot. They are, of course, 
exclusive of those under the care of Surgeon Read. 

'Phe general health of the convicts has been in an improved state, and although in the 
commencement of the year several of them were transmitted to this prison in a weak and 
debilitated slate from the effects of fever and dysentery, and the want of proper food pre- 
vious to their committals, I have the pleasure to observe that the mortality during the year 
does not amount to much more than a third of that which occurred in 181-8, and that it 
was principally confined to the cases above alluded to. 

These convicts were sent up chiefly from the county Galway, and presented, for the 
most part, the appearance of men of broken-down constitutions. Several of them how- 
ever slowly recovered, the change apparently operating in their favour. 

As will be seen by tlie following tables, a considerable amount of disease presented itself 
particularly in the beginning of the year, which I attribute in a great degree to the causes 
just mentioned. 

The form of dysentery with which we were visited was of a peculiarly obstinate nature, 
and accompanied by great debility, and in some instances by pulmonary disease. 

^ Of cholera we had but five cases, two of which proved fatal. Each case was seen by me 
immediately after the seizure, and constantly attended to during the subsequent course of 
the disease. 

The cases of dlarrhcea and bronchitis were numerous : the former were often cured by 
the ternporary substitution of boiled bread and milk for stirabout, and the latter were in 
general easily managed.

But few cases of typbus fever presented themselves, one only proving fatal. Of the C'oshct Depok. 
milder forms of continued fever we bad a good many, all of which terminated favourably. 

The extern patients were in general treated for slight complaints, requiring a purgative, 
or some such simple remedy.

Governor’s Report for the year 1849. 

Feh-mru 18. 18o0. 

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to present my report for the year 1849. 

The great increase in numbers of both officers and convicts, have enhanced the labour 
and difficulties of management, but I consider that under all the peculiar circumstances 
(and they are not easily understood), there have been as few irregularities as could reason- 
ably have been expected. 

To compare the numbers for the two last years, they were as follow :

A new hospital has been built for 150, and the old one converted to a prison D for 100. 
A similar prison C has been erected and fitted with hammocks to lodge 432 (double the 
number it was intended for) ; it is overcrowded, and not being enclosed has been unsafe; the 
consequence was, that in October two convicts made their escape by removinfr a small 
window — one of them has been re-laken in Dublin. Colonel J<^b’s suggestion has been 
adopted, and two turnkeys now walk about in it all night. His suggestion has also been 
acted on in A prison by opening passages through it, but the duty of watching it in the 
same way, requiring more turnkeys than can be spared, considering their heavy and 
constant day duties, has not yet been acted on. 

1 consider the general expense of the prison to be extremely moderate, and believe it to 
be lower than any other under the Crown. The prisoners are at hard labour in the open 
air, and the scale of diet is not unreasonable. The cost at present contract prices is 3id. 
per day. 

The wear and tear of clothing is great, from the nature of their labour, and continual 
.exposure to the weather. The prisoners have never had a regular outfit, they have come 
in with worn clothing, or with clothing from the County Gaols of inferior quality, on 
which I observed at length in my report of last year. It has been a great difficulty to keep 
them in tolerable clothing without employing tailors, or incurring expense, much of which, 
with care and pains, ought to be avoidable. 

I beg to refer you to the Section of Employment, which will show you that the industrial 
department has not been neglected, and that there has been nothing like positive idleness.

I be<r leave to forward for your information my annual report for the year 1849, on 
that department of the prison which is under my more immediate superintendence : and in 
doing so, I may say that in the discharge of the very important duties of my situation, I 
have always endeavoured to keep in view the propriety of exercising the strictest economy, 
which the expenditure of the hospital department for the year will, I trust, _ fully show. At 
the same time, I have always made it my constant study to act conscientiously, in doing 
justice to the patients under my care, by supplying them with proper medicines, and affording 

them such medical comforts and necessaries as their several cases required. 

You will perceive that the number of cases treated was 1,043, of these 41 died, which is 
nearly 4 per cent of the cases admitted. 

The diseases most prevalent throughout the year were influenza, skin diseases, dysentery, 
ophthalmia, and scrofula ; and I consider the great number of influenza cases in proportion 
to the' other diseases may be attributed to the sudden changes of the ntmosphere- in the 
winter season, and the excessive rain and damp, that this island, from its position, is subject to. 

Of the influenza cases six ended in disease of the lungs, six in fever, one in pleurisy, and 
one in hydrothorax. 

Of the cases of debility, four ended in disease of the lungs, and three in diarrheea — all 
of whom died. 

Of the dyspepsia cases, one ended in dysentery, and one in hydrothorax, who also died. 

Xhe skin diseases were principally itcii, wliich had been previously contracted in the 
county prisons, more especially among those prisoners who came from Kerry, and the j)oor 
districts of the country ; and the dysentery cases 1 could trace in many instances to previous 
disease, nnd bad and unwholesome food. 

The diseases of the eye are numerous, in proportion to the other cases: of these ophthal- 
mia was most prevalent. This I cannot attribute to any cause; but in my report for the 
year 1848, 1 mentioned that I believed there was some connexion between the ophthalmia 
which prevailed here, namely "strumous ophthalmia" and scrofula, with which there are 
also many persons afflicted, and the majority of whom were ill of the disease on their first 
arrival in this place. I also discovered that many who came into hospital labouring under 
ophthalmia, had produced it by the application of soap or lime to the eyes ; for what pur- 
pose I am unable to discover. 

You will perceive that I have marked one person labouring under disease of the eye to 
havedied; bis disease assumed all the appearance of fungus nceraatode, and he died sud- 
denly of a fit, which I imagine was conmilsions, and which his diseased and' broken-down 
constitution was unable to bear against. 
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There was also a sudJen cleatli in the prison from cpilemy, and two cases of iiisanily, Copier Depots. 
which were reported on and removed to the Cork District Xunatic Asylum. isiaui 

All the other cases were of common occurrence, and require no remark. ‘ "" 

As regards the healthy state of the prison in general, I may be permitted to state that we 
have been most fortunate in having no disease of an epidemic or contagious nature — and 
even vvijile cholera was raging in almost every part of the land, the merciful protection of 
Providence was afforded to us in sparing us Irom such a lamentable and fatal disease, so that 
none of the prisoners or officers ot the prison were attacked by it. 

I also beg leave to say that I consider the healthy state of the prisoners is occasioned in 
a great degree by a good and wholesome dieiaiy, a comfortable way of sleeping, the clean- 
liness which is observed, the plentiful supply ot water, the regular habits which have been 
inculcated in the prison, and the out-door work, which serves as exercise. All these are 
conducive to tlie most beneficial results ; and it reflects great credit on the governor, deputy- 
governor, and all the subordinate officers, who take every opportunity to enforce the 
observance of these important means, on which depends very much the increase or diminu- 
tion of sickness in the prison ; nor can I withhold expressing my approbation of the very 
zealous and efficient manner in which the hospital attendant discharges his duties, and tlie 
cleanliness and regularity in which he keeps the hospital, and all its departments. 

In concluding this report I beg respectfully to tender my thanks to the heads of the 
department for affording me such good hospital accommodation, and for their readiness at 
all times to permit me to adopt whatever measures I considered calculated to promote the 
comfort and recovery of the sick; and to the local-inspector, governor, and deputy-governor 
for their kind co-operation and promptitude at all times in carrying my views into effect.

SenOOLMASTEE's RePORT. Sclicoluinsler's 

' Report. 

During the year ended December 31, 1849, 70,508 convicts intended school. School 
was attended 304 days — thus an average number of 2.32 attended each day. The length of 
attendance was two hours, and each convict attended for these two hours not oftener than 
•t once a week — except a class of boys who attended every day for four hours. These boys 

40 ill number, are taught to read, write, and cypher, and receive religious instruction; 30 
of them have learned to read and write, and 10 who could read and write when they first 
entered school, have learned arithmetic, gengrttphy, and English grammar. 

. Of the gross number who attended school daring the year, 240 have learned to spell and 
read; 140 who could read have learned to write and the first rules of arithmetic; and 120 
have lennied geography, English gi-nmmar, and the higher rules of arithmetic. Many 
were removed for transportation before their progress could be noted, and others have come 
in so lately that they are only now beginning to improve.

Tms eaol deficient both in its plan and dimensions, appears to still greater disadvantage, 
owinsT to the enormous tlaily influx of beggars to which all the metropohtau jn-isons are hable, 
and wliich forms one of the greatest obstacles to the proper rcgulution of tlicse establish- 
ments.

None of these were convicts for transportation, who, immediately after sentence, are 
transferred to the Government convict prison, which occupies a large portion of this build- 
ing The remainder contains fifty-three single cells on the male side, and twenty-eight on 
the female side. Those in the old part are small, but a considerable addition to tbebuilding 
was made about six years since, which now constitutes the principal part of the female 
department, too'ether with eight cells on the ground floor for the males. In the old cells the 
windows are not glazed, and this circumstance has been animadverted upon in previous 
reports. Sufficient ventilation is, in my opinion, one of the first requisites ; and, considering 
that there are shutters which ore closed at night, that no complaints arc mode, and that the 
health of the prisoners does not seem to be the least affected by this circumstance, I cannot 
see that any great objection exists to allowing this deficiency to remain. At night there is 
necessarily much crowding, and five prisoners arc Irequently obliged to sleep in the same cell. 
As these .are fitted up with a large iron bedstead, two men, consequently, are placed in bed, 
and three on the floor. This is contrary to the regulations of the Prisons Act, and might 
always be avoided by having cots or hammocks instead of bedsteads : the former being 
removed during the day, space is thereby afforded for carrying on work in the cclls^ if it 
should be thought advisable, while the bedsteads being immovable, a Imrbour for dirt is 
formed under them which it is not easy to keep clean. There arc t.vo small day rooms, and 
another occasionally used .ts a cai'penlct’s shop. ^Ihc latter might bo enlarged by throwing 
an adjoining cell into it, and both that and tlic oilier room mlglit be made move airy^ by 
lowering the floors, which at present are some feet above the yards. Improvements might 
also be made in other parts, where, owing to the faulty plan, much space is thrown away. 
There are two pumps, and water is also supplied by a machine from the river ; a forcing pump 
inside conveys this to four cisterns, and thence to the yards. The sewers arc kept clean by 
throwing water daily down the privies. The latter however are badly constructed, and not 
in a very clean state. There ai*e one warm and two cold baths, besides one of the former in 
the female department. The debtors’ department contains sonic good rooms, and is spacious 
com|»ared with other parts of the gaol. The chapel is small and ill-constructed : the place 
assigned to the females ludicrously inadequate. A door which leads into a corridor in the 
convict side of the prison is left open during divine service, and the convicts standing in the 
passage are enabled to hear and see the chaplain. A plan for enlarging the chapel lias been 
under consideration, which might be carried out without much difficulty, by toking in sonie 
of the rooms in the debtors’ depai'tment, from which they might be spared. The kitchen is 
furnished with a steam apparatus which is used for dressing too stirabout, tlie steam being 
both admitted inside the vessel, and circulating in a space round it, There is one solitary 
celi, wliich is yeiy seldom used; bread and water diet being generally found an adequate 
punishment for prison offences, which usually consist of refusals to work, or fighting. The 
prisoners are not always examined by the surgeon on admittance, but they are washed, and 
gaol clothing is given to all who are committed for any lime beyond forty-eight hours. The 
meals are taken in the cells and silence is observed as much as practicable. Classification 
is necessarily imperfect. 

Employment md Schools. 

All the hard labour class are employed in breaking stones. Wool-pickjng is also carried 
on, hut the trade employments were, 1 regretted to find, but few. One of the turnkeys is a 
carpenter ; and if, as vacancies occurred, tradesmen were appointed to these situations, much 
might be learned and done by the prisoners in this respect, although to carry this out, 
it would be absolutely necessary to have some additional working sheds or rooms; as it is, a 
great deal of the gaol clothing is made up and mended, as well as shoes and clogs. The

There is no regularly-appointed schoolmaster, which certainly would be an ac(3uisition, 
but each turnkey gives lessons to his own class. Besides tliese, there is a class of Juveniles 
to which more attention is given. These individuals who arc committed for a fortnight or 
less do not attend school. A weekly lecture is giveu by the Presbyterian, and sometimes by 
the Protestant chaplain.

Female Feim.rtment. 

This department, which seems well managetl by the matron, Mrs. Judge, comprises the 
best part of the gaol. The cells consfructe(I(as before observed) six years ago, were intended 
to be adapted for the separate system, and accordingly flues are carried round them for the 
transmission of warm air. As, however, the warming apparatus has never yet been put up, 
the intention remains unfulfilled, and the cells are not occupied by day. These are large — 
more so than in fact is necessary, considering the purpose for which they were destined. 
I observed that sheets wei’e used in this department, a practice which I should recommend 
being extended to the whole. The laundry is roomy but too low, and adjoining it there is 
a fumigating oven for clothes, but so small and ill adapted, tliat it is hardly ever used. 
There IS a large ironing room, with an apartment fur drying adjoining, which has been 
erected against, and almost on a level with liie top of, the external wall. This has greatly 
affected the security of the prison, and by tins means two convicts lately made their escape. 

The women are divided into two classes — one composed of vagrants and prostitutes, the 
exti’eme youth of which appeared remarlcable. One of the assistant matrons acts as school- 
mistress for half an iiour daily — a small portion of time to be devoted to this purpose. 



'Diets,-!,. Bii-ta,-. 

The new dietary has been in use since it first came out, and no complaints have been 
made of its insufficiency except by some of the females. 

Breakfast — First class, males, two ounces of rice, six ounces of Indian meal, made into 
stirabout, and half a pint of new-milk; second class, females, one and three-fourth ounces of 
rice, five and one-fourth ounces of Indian meal, made into stirabout, and biilf a pint of 
new-milk; third class, children, one ounce of rice, four ounces of Indian meal, made into • 
stirabout, and half a pint of new milk. Dinner — First class, males, fourteen ounces of whole 
wheatmeal bread, and one pint of milk ; second class, females, twelve ounces of whole wheat- 
meal bread, and three-fourths of a pint of milk ; third class, children, ten ounces of whole 
wheauneal bread, and half a pint of milk. Supper — Third class, children, four ounces of 
bread, and one and a half nasgins of milk. 

Tlie provisions are inspected daily by one ot the chaplains, and to ray taste were exceed- 
higly good. The milk is given warm, which perhaps may be a sakitai-y practice. The 
bread is supplied by contract. 

Books and Accotinis. Books ami Accoimts- 

The books are kept by the Deputy-Governor under the constant supervision of the 
Governor, and are sufficient in number for the purpose. The system of checks on issue and 
receipts seems quite satisfactow. The contract for oatmeal appears high, and that for milk 
particularly low. Bread, per lb., ; oatmeal, per cwt., 14«. ; rice, per cwt., I4i!.; Indian 
meal, per cwt., 11«. ; new-milk, per gallon, buttermilk, per gallon, 2<?. ; salt, per

the walls — a number hardly equal to insure safety and vigilance, consequently there is no 
night watch through the corridors.

General Ohservations. Ccna-alOhsemtions. 

Under present circumstances it would be superfluous for me to offer any observations upon 
the state of this gaol, whose existence will probably terminate in a few weeks. I can only 
express a hope, that now that the attention of the Board of Superintendence and Grand 
.Jury is confined to the two remaining gaols, greater care may be bestowed upon them than 
has been the case with respect to the one in question. 

The number of commitments of male prisoners during Ihe past year was 1,1-33, of these 
281 were re-commitments.

This prison may be considered as in a state of transition. The old city gaol of Newgate 
beinc henceforward to remain only as a convict establishment, its place will be supplied by 
the Richmond Bridewell; and, considering the disposition shown by the Board of Super- 
intendence to effect improvements, and the capacity of the Governor to carry them out 
effectually, it is no difficult matter to foresee that it may in time become a gaol really worthy 
of a metropolis. It is to be lamented that its erection did not Lake place either at an earlier 
period, as the imperfect plans then in fashion would now have demanded an entire 
renovation, or else had been deferred to the present day when the science of prison 
architecture appears to have attained a point of perfection which it would be difficult to 
pass. As it is, the faults of the building are not so glaring os in many othei-s of the same 
dale ; while the substitution of wide corridors for day-rooms, thus affording space for work, 
meals, &c., without crowding, is a step in the right direction.

The corridors are warmed with hot watei--pipes; but this is found to produce but little 
effect within the cells; nevertheless, while the doors remain open, work can be carried on in 
them and in several of them looms are placed. I fully concur in the remark made m the 
last report, that it would he advantageous to supewedc this mode of warming by some plan 
better adapted to equalize the temperature and promote ventilation. I am aware, however, of 
the difficulty of effecting this after a building has once been completed. 

The cells, which are fitted up with cots, are necessarily much crowded at night. Five or 
six be"«'-ars are frequently placed in them at a time, but four, or at the utmost five, is the 
usual number in the largest cells. A few are left vacant for places of punishment; those 
originally intended for this puiqmse being too cold to admit of their being used in winter. 

The projected improvements in the reception-ward, mentioned in the last report, are now 
completed, and appear to answer their purpose most admirably. All the prisoners who are 
admitted are here bathed, and have their clothes i>urified in a fumigating oven. These who 
are committed for more than a week are furnished with gaol clothing. 

The defect .adverted to in the last report as interfering with a sufficient supply of water 
remains, I regret to say, miremedied. The qu.aniity raised by means of the treadwheel from 
the canal into a large cistern is quite adequate for all purposes, but the branch-pipes are not of 
shfficicnt bore to allow an abundant flow' to pass tlirougii them. The new water-closets, 
described in the last report, are exceedingly well contrived and clean; and it is purposed to 
construct a sufficient number to supersede the old privies, which are, however, in a better 
state than is the case in most gaols. ,• i 

It was stated last year, that it was in contemplation to remodel the yards, by making them 
radiate from the centre of the building whence a constant supervision might be obtained. 
This work is in progress, as far as regards the west side ; the yards at the east remaining for 
the present in their former state. I cannot altogether consider this as an im- 
provement; where so many are congregated together, the presence of an officer in each 
yard is indispensable ; and the sharp an^es, and narrow spaces produced by the converging 
walls, must seriously interfere with the proper exercises. 

Tlie ceils In the east wing are exceedingly good, and, as has been before observed, might 
be used for the separate system. To render them complete, the better plan would be, to 
build corresponding ranges of cells immediately opposite ; and then, by removing the floors 
of the corridors, and running iron galleries in front of the doors, thus complete a building 
agreeable to the received models, ana containing about 100 cells in which the separate system 
might be fully carried out. Some difficulty would, perhaps, be found in constructing the 
proper apparatus for warming and ventilating, but this could no doubt be overcome. 

I must obsei"ve,ibat at present theprisoners are obliged to wash themselves in the morning 
in the open yards. It is in contemplation to place some troughs for this purpose in each 
corridor, by which the regulations of the Prisons Act will be complied with. 

Discipline. 

The discipline of this prison seems to be in as efficient a state as could be effected, con- 
sidering the drawbacks created by the insufficient means of separation — the ephemeral visits 
of squalid beggars who remain just long enough lo interfere with, and lose the benefit of 
any reformatory training — and the want of due co-operation on the part of the subordinate 
officers, to which I shall presently advert. Idleness is altogether banished, and wliere 
the treadwheel, school, oakum-picking, or stone-breaking do not consume the time, various 
trade employments are pursued with considerable diligence anil success, and silence is pre- 
served as much as possible. Classification (which after all can only be of service when based 
upon the age or previous character of the prisoner) is attended to, and the juveniles kept apart 
from the others. While the practice prevails of placing more than one man in a cell, 
contamination can never be effectually prevented; but a partial remedy may be found by 
making an officer patrol at uncertain hours of the night through the corridors ; and I would 
recommend the adoption of this without delay. It would be necessary, however, to 
have inspection boles cut in the cell doors which do not exist at present.

A new Clerk of the Works has been appointed so lately that sufficient time has not been Ewploymeot 
allowed to test his qualifications; but he appears active and zealous, and as the constant 
superintendence of the Governor is given to the industrial employments, the system will, 
undoubtedly, be carried out gradually to the fullest extent. 

Since the last inspection stalls have been added to the treadwiieel, by means of which the 
men can work without seeing or communicating with each other. Stone-brealdn« is at 
present carried on in the open 3 -ards without any shelter. It would be very advisable to 
erect slieds with separate compartments for this purpose, by which, not only intercourse 
between individuals might be prevented, but this species of labour, which is, I believe, both 
heathy and remunerative, might then be had recourse to at all seasons, and in all weathers. 

_ The convenient and well-regulated laundry (in which the wliole of the linen is washed by 
six prisoners), with its adjoining drying-closets, have been mentioned with approbation in the 
last report. I cannot, however, quite approve of this method of employing male prisoners, 
which IS not altogether suited to their habits and roust Icadto facilities for communication 
which might otherwise be avoided. A particular selection has been made, however, of the 
individuals least likely to be injured in this respect.

The accounts of each prisoner’s work and the articles supplied, are kept in a most accurate 
manner by the class turnkey; and the whole is entered in a general book by Mr. Hamill 
the schoolmaster; whose diligent attention to his otlier avocations does not appear to interfere 
with his devoting the remainder of his time to discharging the duties of storekeeper in a 
most creditable manner. 

The amount of profits for the previous half year (ending Easter terra, 1849) was £82 5s., 
exclusive of £25 9s. 5d. paid to prisoners as their portion of the earnings ; and were the 
various works done by smiths, masons, carpenters, oricklayers, and other artisans, taken 
into account, the amount of profits would be considerably increased. 



The Governor, like many others, does not seem to have much faith in the capacity of 
adults to receive profit by school-instruction; and accordingly, the whole of the means 
provided for this purpose, are directed to the improvement of the boys. These are divided 
into two classes, one of which is taught daily from ten to one, and the other from one to 
three, in a spacious room fitted up for the purpose. Having been present more than once 
on these occasions, I can give satisfactory testimony, both as to the manner in which the 
teacher questioned and explained, and the interest and diligence evinced by the pupils, as 
shown by their answers and decorous behaviour. The following is the report of the 
schoolmaster : —

While such an inclination is manifested by the authorities under which this prison is 
conducted to place it in a most efficient state, it is melancholy to find these exertions 
neutralized by the fact of its not possessing a staff of subordinate officers, capable of 
carrying out the intentions or following the instructions of the Governor in a proper 
manner. Without meaning to cast any general reflection upon the conduct or character of 
the different officials, it must not be concealed that many of them, owing in some cases to 
age and physical infirmity, and in others to having been long accustomed to a system of 
laxity and insubordination, are totally incompetent to perform their duties in a creditable 
manner. These it might be most advisable tn superannute; while others, whose inefficienev 
may arise from more culpable causes, might be duly warnecl that unless a different 
line of conduct is pursued, dismissal would inevitably take place. It is only by having 
that control over subordinates that may command a constant and diligent obedience, that 
any reformatory system can be effectually carried out.

Three large and well-ventilated rooms, holding altogether thirty-seven beds, constitute 
the hospital accommodation for this prison, which would seem hardly sufficient, considering 
the average number of inmates. Tfie general healthiness of the place, however, prevents 
any inconvenience being felt from the circumstances. As it is, were a separate building 
erected, it would be more in conformity with the intentions of the legislature and the prin- 
ciples of prison architecture, and a desirable yard for convalescents might then be obtained. 
The whole of this department is in a perfect state of cleanliness and regularity.

The latter, from being comparatively small, and completely surrounded with buildings, 
affords a place of exercise of a more gloomy character than I should tliink was altogether 
suitable to this class of invalids. The wards, however, appeared comfortable, and great 
care seemed to be bestowed upon them; but a gaol can never be made altogether a fit 
receptacle for these unfortunates.

Staic and Accommodation. 

This prison, which I believe is the only one in the United Kingdom confined exclusiveh' to 
females, and to which all the criminals of that sex who are committed in Dublin, as weU as 
all convicts sentenced to transportation, are now removed, stands in a position different from 
tliat of any other gaol, and for this very reason has been liable to some difficulties in the 
management, which have lately given rise to animadversions upon real or supposed defects, 
which perhaps may be more owing to the original nature of the institution not bavin<r been 
sufficiently attended to, than to any particular neglect on the part of Uie individuals appointed 
to conduct it. 

It was I believe fully understood at the time when the Penitentiary was first established, 
that the entire management of the prisoners should devolve females only; ns, however, 
it is strictly laid down in the Prisons Act, that it shall not bo lawful for any woman to be a 
keeper of a prison, an exception appeared necessary in this instance, which might have been 
legalized by a special Act of Parliament. No such enactment was however ever introduced, 
and the institution was consequendy placed under the charge of a governor, whose duties, 
never completely defined, were always in collision with those of the actual superintendent, 
who was called Head Matron. With this difficulty to contend against, it is in my opinion 
much to Mrs. Rawlins’ credit, who has acted in the latter capacity since the fbundation of 
the prison, that she has been able to accomplish the task committed to her, in harmony with 
those associated with her, and in a manner which has called forth repeated coinniendations 
both from the higher authorities and private individuals. In the course of diia report I shall 
endeavour to point out such defects as appear to me to exist in ilie several departments, and 
shall tlien offer some observations on the means I consider best adapted to rectify them, and 
to place this most interesting prison in a position to meet the intentions of the o'riginat pro- 
jectors. 

The whole building contains 256 cells; part of it however is appropriated as a Govern- 
ment prison for convicts undei' sentence of transportation, who at present occupy .about 50 
cells. No exact separation is in fact made between the two establishments {though under 
distinct autliorilies), but the convicts occupy class rooms and yards distinct from the others. 

There are 45 cells, very spacious, and warmed with hot air, in which the separate system 
of employment is carried out as far as is possible, without fitting them up with a supply of 
water and other conveniences. The class of prisoners placed in them U generally composed 
of the worst and best characters — old offenders and those who have never before been com- 
mitted ; but I should think that where such Uuiiled means exist for obtaining the advonLnge of 
this system, that advantage would be more eflectnal if ajiplied exclusively to those prisoners who 
are awaiting trial for a first offence, who might thus be preserved, as it were, idi initio, IVom 
contamination. Their cells are furnished with heavy iron bedsteads which form the only 
seat during the day time, while the inmate’s working materials, books, &c., are placed beside 
her. It struck me that a stool and small table would not be too great an addition to their 
comfort, and might be supplied at a trifling expense. The women looked exceedingly clean, 
tidy, and well behaved ; their dress and cells in perfect order; and I may add, that this almost 
applies equally to every part of the prison — except perhaps where it could hardly be expected 
to apply, viz. : — the ward appropriated to the beggars — the tcorst feature even in a prison.

The regular routine of duly commences nt day-break in tlie winter and at half-past six 
o’clock, A.M.j in summer, when the Assistant Matrons assemble in the Matron’s office — sign 
their names in the unlocking book as certifying their presence in proper time — receive their 
keys, and proceed to unlock their respective wards. Should any unusual circumstance have 
occurred during the night, their duty is instantly to return and report it to llic Matron. 

Immediately after washing, prayers, &c., the Assistant Matrons see that the prisoners 
proceed to clean their cells and corridors, and if they are not ail so employed, set them to 
work until breakfast time. Exercise in the yard after each meal for half an hour, weather 
permitting — and a short time before being locked up for the night. The regular time for 
instruction in spelling and reading by the Assistant Matrons (irrespective of religious instruc- 
tion by the Chaplains) is from 11 to 1 o’clock, a.m. ; but when work cannot be obtained it 
is continued during the afternoon. The last bell rings in summer at six o’clock, in 

winter at dark — when the Assistant Matrons again assemble in the Matron’s office, give up 
their keys and n return of the number locked in each ward. The evening duty is taken 
alternately by two of the Assistants uniil 9 o’clock, p.ji., after which hour the watchmen go 
round the military walk during the night.

I was informed by Mrs. Rawlins that considerable difficulty was experienced in finding a 
sufficient quantity of work on which the prisoners might be employed, and perhaps any com- 
petition with the industrious classes in their present depressed state, should be avoided as 
much as possible. A capstan mill, such as is used in the county gaols of Cork and Down, 
has been proposed, and would no doubt furnish labour of a somewhat severe kind for 50 or 
GO individuals at a lime. Independent however of the close association that this would be 
likely to produce, I would hardly recommend the extensive adoption of a species of labour 
which is alien from the nature of females, unless they arc peasants of the lowest class. I 
would rather recommend oakum picking which is not liable to the same objection, and 
although not the cleanest of occupations, is exceedingly disliked, and for tliat very reason 
may be preferable to other employments which only form part of the ordinary domestic 
duties. 

Amongst these the laundry stands pre-eminent, and is certainly managed on a scale and in 
a manner which has generally excited the admiration of those who have visited this prison. 

Besides aliu’ge wash-house fitted up with troughs, steam apparatus, &c., and an adjoining 
ironing room, loft, and drying closet, there is another large apartment specially appropriated 
to the rough barrack wasfiing. This is independent of the convicts, for whom a separate 
laundry has lately been built by the Government. The quantity of washing done is neces- 
sarily very great, and this department employs about 'tO women. These are principally 
felons — about 12 from the class of misdemeanants being engaged in the washing for the 
barracks in a separate laundry. Although care is taken in the selection of the individuals 
thus employed, still it must oiten happen that facilities are given for intercourse, which may 
have an injurious effect on those who are least depraved. Another objection to which this 
system is liable is, that every person thus occupiecl has an extra allowance of 6 oz. of bread 
for supper; a practice not only illegal but otherwise reprehensible, inasmuch as it makes a 
distinction in favour of those who are not always the best characters, but whose physical 
powers may be more equal to this labour. I suggested to Mrs. Rawlins, that instead oi 
employing always the same party in this service, relays should be formed, who, working 
on different days, might be vested sufficiently to undergo the task without^ requiring addi- 
tional sustenance ; at the same time that this employment (which it appears is much coveted) 
might be more equally distributed amongst the whole number of inmates. The other em- 
ployments, with the number of females occupied in each, will be found stated above. 

ImtMio:,. telmtion. 

Great care seems to be taken to provide those prisoners who are able to read with religiouE 
books, and since the last report, the Roman Catholic Chaplain (the Rev. Mr. Kirby) has 
resigned his situation, it being felt that it was incompatible -with his other avocations, to 
devote that large portion of time to the prisoners which is now 'expected from a spiritual • 
adviser. His ^ace has been supplied by the Rev. Mr. Lee, who had only been introduced 
to his new scene of duty on the day of my inspection. As this gentleman has undertaken 
this office on the understanding, that the whole of his available exertions shall be given to its 
performance, it is probable that (with the assistance of the Sisters of the Religious Order who 
are in the'babit of attending for this purpose) the Roman Catholic prisoners, who form the

There are a great variety of books and registries, a list of which is given in the last report, 
and I must add^niy testimony to that which is there afforded, ol the exact manner in which 
Se complicated entries and accounts are kent This is effected by the C lerk, under he 
suocriiilmdence of the Govenim .ind assi.led by die slore-keepei;. I he .ccounls ol the 
mofiis of the prisoners’ work including the laundry, have been invariably kept entiiely 
sepKiatr, and exclusively by ilie Head Matron, certainly in a very correct manner, but 
without that system of checks which is now always considered so essential, in stating tins I 
do not mean to cast the slightest reflection on Mrs. Rawlins; on the coiitr.ary, I think she 
deserves credit far the regular manner in which she has discharged this office, and I liave no 
doubt that she would long ago have been ready to adopt any change in the methotl ot 
arccmrjtK that might have neen thought advisable. As 1 believe no such change was ever 
proposed, the blame (if any] appears to real with others mid not with her. 

It cannot however be denied that this system of the division of the book-keeping is a 
vicious one, and that it would be far belter to transfer the whole of the work accounts to 
the public office, with proper means of comparing the actual receipts with the work done, 
and thus relieve Mrs, Rawlins from an irksome occupation which must encroach upon a 
considerable portion of that time which would otherwise be devoted to the important maiters 
connected wilii her more immediate sphere of duty.

I found the hospital in a state of great cleanliness and comfort, and uo attention appeared 
to be spared in this department, either on the part of the medical officers or hospital Matron. 

There are three large wards with thirty-six beds, four large rooms for fever, small pox, and 
other special cases ; two bath-rooms and two water-closets, ntlaciied to the principal stories; 
a surgery store room, kitchen, and two exercising yards. Tlie Matron in charge has her 
apartments in the hospital.

There were no less than 66 lunatics here on the clay of my visit — some of them very violent, 
others apparently harmless idiots. Although forming a melancholy spectacle, the effect of 
which is increased by the reflection, that these poor creatures can never be properly treated 
in a common prison, where their presence and noise must always interfere with that silence 
and discipline which ought to prevail throughout all parts of the establishment, these poor 
women however, I fully believe, meet with as humane and careful attention as it is possible 
to afford in such a place. The Matron appointed to this serviccj who has long filled the 
office in a creditable manner, is nevertheless incapable of managing such a large number, 
and it is I believe, very properly, in contemplation to give her an assistant, whom it would be 
as well to select from amongst those who have had some experience in the asylums erected 
for this purpose.

Gcih'tuI Oh/ienations. General Obserrstioiis, 

I have already stated my opinion of the general state and management of this prison, and 
that the apparent defects are more to be auribmed to the difficulties attending the carrying 
out the original plan, of /wHafe prhnn f/oi-enicd hy female of/icers, than in any 

incnpacity or neglect of duty on the part of the officers. 

I shaU now make some observations on what appears to me the best means of overcoming 
these difficulties and remedying these defects, first remarking, that if any of my suggestions 
appear to be inconsistent with the present state of the law, there will I apprehend be no 
indisposition on the part of Government to the introduction of some legislative enact- 
ment for this purpose. 

1. In the first place I would strongly recommend a system of female surveillance, which 
in my opinion is indispensable. This would in the abstract be best accomplished by a com- 
mittee of ladies — but as I believe this has already been tried and found not to work well, 1 
would suggest that two ladies (one a Protestant, the other a Roman Catholic) should be 
selected, who with the title of Visitors might have the same powers that are vested in the 
Local Inspector, as far as regards the disci^ine, treatment, and secular and religious instruc- 
tion of the prisoners. These should superintend the schools, bo in constant communication 
with the Chaplains and Local Inspector, and report monthly to the Board of Superin- 
tendence. Should there be any difficulty in finding two ladies, properly qualified, to under- 
take this office gratuitously (a contingency which I would hardly contemplate) a moderate 
salary might be given. 

2. The entire management of the prisoners falling under the control of the Head Matron, 
her duties should be strictly confined to this and superintending the officers placed under her ; 
bearing the whole responsibility, and endeavouring to the best of her power to can*y out the 
directions of the Visitors. 

3. The Governor being relieved from all responsibility as to the treatment of the prisoners, 
except so far as was necessary for their safe custod}’, or when called in to assist in cases of 
riotous behaviour, would, in addition to superintending the few male officiaL, have ample 
time to keep all the accounts and act as principal store-keeper, for which he might be 
allowed an assistant. He should take charge of, and be i-espondble for the stores, keeping 
a rcgul.ir account of them ; taking stock at the end of every quarter, and delivering to the 
Store Matron the articles required for daily use and consumption. 

4. An accurate account of all the linen washed should be kept by the Laundry Matron, 
and delivered weekly to the Governor, who should alone receive the payments for that and 
all other work.

“ Sir— O n the day of j’oiu- inspection there were in actual cu-stocly sixty-hro prisoners di.stributed 
tlii-ougli the piiaon, in rooms, halJs, and pauper building, besides 180 out on boil awaiting the de- 
cision'’ of the Insolvent Court on theii- respective cases. The commitments for the last year have 
diminished in consequence of the Act abolLsliing an-est for sums under ten pounds, and to tlie danger 
of incurring costs in suing pai'ties in debt at such a peilod of geneinl insolvency. 

“The discipline of die jii-ison has been maintained without any seveii^’. In iiportion of its economy 
a'useful alteration would tahe place by the substitution in the pauper buil<ling of cocoa-shell mfitti-esses 
for tho present' sti'aw beds; tliis improvement could be at once made with yoni- ooncurrence and tho 
sanction'of his 'Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. 

“ The prisoners confined here cai-iy on an extensive correspondence irith their creditors and others ; 
the\' are most anxious to have a postnffice receiver in the prison, in which tliey might deposit their 
lettei- 3 , witliout being obliged to send them outside by messengei's. who do not deliver tliom irith due 
pmictuality. I should think that an application to the post-office authorities, sanctioned by your 
recommendation, would obtain for them the desired accommodation.

As it is merely used for debtors, the number of whom has been much dimuiished since 
the passing of the late Act, it is at present quite unnecessary as a separate place of confine- 
ment, and might safely be abolished, and the prisoners who would be incarcerated here 
might be transferred to the Four Courts MarshaUea. There had been no inmates here for 
months previous to my visit. The niimher conli ned during the ye« wes twentj-6ye. 
The building contains eight tolerably good rooms with fire places. 1 here is however no 
furniture, and paupers are allowed neither food nor firing. The respectable individual who 
keeps it, but receives no salary, acts also as Marshall to the adjoining Court-house ; in the 
event therefore of its abolition, no compensation would be necessary.

Dietary. 

The new dietary is now in use, and elicited seme complaints, principally from the oonviets 
Breakfast— Eight ounces of oatmeal made into stirabout, and Haifa pint of new-milk, for 
males a<red above ten years. Seven ounces of oatmeal made into stirabout, and half a pint 
f ne.ur*^tillf fnr fpmales above ten years. Dinner — Fourteen ounces of household bread 
and one pint of new-milk for males. Twelve ounces of household bread and three naggms 
of new-milk for females aged as above. There are none confined here under ten years 
It was intended to give potatoes, but as yet no tender had been received under the pure 
of Si/- per stone, which is dearer than bread. I tasted the provisions and found them go od. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

These are kept very neatly and accurately by the Governor ; and there are a variety of 
registries, one of which contains the names of the persons visiting the prisoners. Ihe 
punisliments do not appear very frequent. The contracts are : Bread, per Ib., l^d. 5 oatmeal, 
per cwt, 9 s. 6 d. ; new milk, per gallon, 8 d. ; salt, per stone, 2 ^d. 

Officers. 

Since the last inspection a new Governor has been appointed with half the s^ary of the 
former, now superannuated. The present Governor, Mr. Forbes, brother, I believe, to the 
Governor of the Belfast House of Correction, formerly acted as Deputy-Governor here, 
and seems both thoroughly acquainted with bis duties, and zealous in their pertormance. 
Two extra turnkeys were placed here on account of the preponderance of convicts sentenced 
for transportation, making on the whole ten, which appears far too great a proportion, 
considering the limited number of prisoners. I observed that some of the officers were not 
in unilbrm, which greatly deteriorated from the otherwise neat appearance 01 the place. 

Sospitals. 

The hospital contains two rooms on the basement, so low as to be useless except in cases 
of emergency; two on the first floor for the male patients, and one above for lema es. 
There were only four sick, and the gaol is generally very healthy. 

Xu, ,• Lunatics. 

There were ten male lunatics, occupying a whole ward by themselves, and attended by a 
turnkey.

house there, it is presumed that the House of Correction at that place will then be declared _ 

a county gaol. In that case the prison at Carrtckfergus will be unnecessary for that pur- 

pose, although it may be still expedient to keep a bridewell or some place of confinement. — ’ 

It is unlikely that the town will go to the expense of keeping up a prison for its annual 

quota of eight or ten inmates. Under these circumsiances I have refrained from offering ' 

any remarks upon the defects of this prison, or as to the best means of remedying them. I 

may only express a hope that, in the event of its ahoHcion, the present staff of officers will 

not be deprived of ibeir situations without adequate compensation, and that the services of 

so experienced and intelligent a person as the Governor may not be lost to the county. 

Bridewells. 

Ballymoucy. — This bridewell (in which there was one prisoner) contains on the male side ^ *’ 

three ceils with large iron bedsteads, and another for drunkards. One of these cells looks 
into the females’ yard. The bedding good. On the female side there is one day-room and 
two cells. The yards are flagged, and there is a pump in each. The keeper has the place 
in a very clean state. A visitors’ book was wanted. 

Ballymena. — This bridewell was very clean, and in good order. It contained two male 
prisoners. There are two day-rooms and three cells on each side. One of the latter, in 
the female department, is used for the male drunkards. The yards require gravelling, and 
the door of the female day-room repairing. The books correctly kept. 

Antrim. — This wretched place consists merely of three dismal cells under the court-house, 
and separated only by a grating from the market-house, the frequenters of which might 
converse with the prisoners in their cells. To do the keeper justice, he makes the most of 
the place, but it is totally unfit for its purposes, nnd there should be a proper building 
erected.

The convict sentenced to transportation was a worn-out old man, quite unfit to be sent 
abroad. The proportion of soldiers is iarge, there being no military prison for the disirict. 

There are 320 single cells, and sixteen solitary, and twelve rooms in the hospital. There 
are also twenty airing-yards for male prisoners, and fifteen for females, The cliapel is cal- 
culated to hold 218. 

In anticipation of this prison being decltived the county gaol, considerable additions are 
now in progress. The wing on the extreme left has been extended by the addition of fifty- 
six cells; and on their completion the whole of the females will then be removed from the 
wing on the extreme right to the new one, behind which the laundry has been erected, con- 
tainTng ten separate apartments, each fitted up with a trough, &c. The wing on the extreme 
right when vacated by the women, will be occupied partly by male criminals, and partly by 
debtors. For the accommodation of the latter an addition is making, which will comprise 
three day-rooms with yards attached, and also a day-room and yard for lunatics. The cells 
are fitted up in the usual way, with basins, water-closets, &c. ; and sheets are used for the 
bedding. The external air is admitted by allowing the window sash to open one inch. The 
foul ail” makes its escape at the top of the cell, contrary to the plan adopted at Pentonville 
and the Moumjoy prison in Dublin. No difficulty ever occurs with the ventilating apparatus. 

There is a contrivance, by which the gas may be turned off from any particular cell, which 
is sometimes done by way of punishment. The kitchen is fitted up with a steam apparatus 
for making the stirabout; but the bread is not baked in the prison. The clothes of the 
prisoners on their reception are washed, but not fumigated; and an oven for this purpose 
w one of the few conveniences in which this prison is deficient.

The Board appear very attentive to the interest of the prison, and hold their meetings 
the first Tuesday in every month, and frequently oftener. The accounts are then examined, 
and the payments ordered. 

General Ohservations. GcnBi-eioiaerviiUoiis. 

No expense seems to have been spared in placing this fine establishment in the highest state 
of efficiency; and the general management is apparently conducted in a way to merit appro- 
bation. As the system of separate confinement Is still in its infancy, and, although warmly 
advocated by those who are the principal authorities on prison discipline, still has numerous 
opponents, I was anxious to elicit from the authorities of the prison as much information 
as possible relative to the results of the system. in this case; and I have to regret, that with 
every wish to respond to my inquiries, they were unable-to furnish me with more than 
general remarks upon the subject. 

The system of separate confinement mny be considered in two ways : first, as to the evils 
likely to be produced by it ; secondly, ns to the good effected in the reformation of criminals. 

First — The evils which are by some attributed to t'hesep.iraie system may be divided 
into two classes: 1. The injury caused to the health of the prisoners; 2. The effect 

frequently produced in causing aberration of mind. 

Wiih respect to both of these (if I am not mistaken) the Belfast prison offers a most 
striking contrast to some others, particularly when it is considered that in no one single 
instance has it been found necessary to relax the discipline on medical grounds, and that there 
have been only three cases of pardon For the same reason — all sisters, whose health had been 
completely broken. 

It has usually been supposed that separate confinement can seldom be endured for more 
than a year or eighteen months at the utmost. Here of course there are many who 
are only committed for very short periods ; on the other hand some have remained for two 
yearn. The average is about nine months. Contrary to the general supposition, the boys 
appear to stand it better than those above twenty. 

The general health of the prisoners is very gootk “ A few cases of very many diseases,” 
says Dr. Purdon, “have appeared — but the more prevalent have been cliarrhma and 
dysentery, and other derangements of the stomach and bowels; several of scrofulous affections; 
many syphilitic, and a few trifling injuries from carelessness in sledging stones; always a 
number of fancied ailments, above200 of the number literally with no disease, upwards of one 
hundred with pains. The amount of syphilis is very small in proportion to what might be 
expected. The number of applicanis for advice, &c., from the 1st of January to the 22nd 
of November, has amounted to 1,192, which is rather less than three and a-hnif per day. 

Theavernge of inmates is rather more than 250 ; so the per centage is, as nearly as possible, 

Si in 250, or not li per cent The ratio would be greatly reduced if we deduct the number 
ofcomplainersand'malingerers. Thei-e were six deaths during the year— one of effusion of 
the lungs (k<emostatic pneumo7iia)-, two from phthisis; two diseases of the brain (one ot 
which was sent in almost insensible, being supposed to be drunk), and one of upoplexy— a 
young woman who had been threatened with it some years before. We Imd no means 
leavnfng anything of the previous history of any except the ocher patient of diseased brain, 
who was a soldier of extremely bad character.” 

It must be recollected that in this prison there is no exclusion of any on account ot weak- 
ness of constitution. All are admitted; and chose with a predisposition to consumpnon 
or scrofula, meet with the same treatment as the others. With r^pect to the effects 
on the mind, the statement of Dr. Purdon is conclusive : he says, “One very outrageous 
lunatic was sent in, and a few cases of delirium tremens, which were cured. There has been 
no case of insanity arising in the prison since its opening.” It appears by this pretty cit'aily - 
proved, that there is nothing in the discipline of the prison that is the least injurious to the 
mental or bodily health of its inmates. We now come to consider whether the effecu upon 
the character and disposition are such as to lead us to hope that in many cases a reformation 

^^ere I cannot but again lament the difficulty of obtaining information as to the previous 
character or subsequent conduct of any individuals whose disposition may appear to be 
imnroved durins iheirimprisonment. . , , 

The f'eneral character of those admitted, both with respect to moralsand education, is very 
indifferent. “They are generally very ignorant,” says Mr. Allen, the Episcopalian chaplain, 

“ and their moral condition very bad.” Mr. Shaw, the Presbyterian chaplain, describes them 

as “ occasionally showing considerable intelligence; but their cduciaion 

the primary elements, reading, writing, &c. ; generally the mind has been altogether unedii-

and appear to be sensible uf their wrong doing — not altogether without religions impressions ;

These were generally for neglect of work, or speaking to, or attempting to speak to, a 
fellow-prisoner. The punishments now are generally confined to those committed for short 
periods who refuse to work. Those who have been in for any time are seldom punished.

The recommitments are almost e.'cclusively of bad characters from the town, as prosti- 
tutes, &c. There are hardly any from the country. Such is the general conduct of the 
prisoners during their sojourn here. As to the manner in which they receive religious and 
moral instruction the Protestant chaplain says, “ 1 have always found them very willing to 
receive both ; I never knew one instance of unwillingness. Many appear grateful — some 
exceedingly so.” Again, the Presbyterian chaplain, “ In this respect I have been most 
agreeably surprised and encouraged. With very few exceptions, the prisoners under my 
care listen most attentively, ant! give every indication of interest in what is going on. To 
my preaching on the Sab&ath they appear to attend with pleasure; and not unfrequently I 
observed both the men and women moved to tears. In the week-day instruction from the 
Bible they seem to take a lively interest. Many of them gave intelligent answers to my 
questions — especially the young; and almost all appear to listen, as though tliey took a 
real interest in the subject we are considering. Some few, however, appear to be altogether 
radifferent.” The Roman Catholic chaplain states, “ that the prisoners’ conduct, as to 
receiving moral and religious instruction, is very good.” 

The i-esult of this aptness to imbibe instruction in leading to reformation is thus spoken 
of by the Episcopalian chaplain : — “ Instances of real reformation, either in or out of the 
gaol, are very difficult to be arrived at. Id gaol, generally speaking, their conduct is good. 
Some apply themselves much to reading in their unoccupied hours, and many make strong 
determinations fur amendment of life ; but this, humanly speaking, is most difficult to do, 
especially with^yaveniVe offenders; for many have no parents, and, when released, they have 
no means of obtaining subsistence. The consequence is, they arc immediately brouglit into 
contact with their former companions; and in a few days several are prisoners again.” On 
the same subject the Presbyterian chaplain expresses himself tlius : — “ So far as 1 can judge, 
there are some few cases in which I have reason to hope that (he quiet reading of the word 
of Gotl, and the religious instruction, both of the Sabbath and the week days, has, by God’s 
grace, produced a very happy change. I wait, however, for tlie proof after dismissal.” To 
this the Roman Catholic chaplain adds, “I have known several instances of apparent 
conversion.” 

As is jn>tly observed by Mr. Shaw, the proof of conversion must be made by the conduct 
alter disraUyal ; and here, unfortunately, there are not the same means of obtaining infor- 
mation, as in the cases of convicts sent out of the country, who are, for a considerable time 
atlerwards, under the eyes of those who are able to watch their behaviour. The inmates of 
this prison are generally absorbed in the mass of the rural population where all traces of 
them ore lost, or else returned to their former associates and haunts in Belfast, where they 
are easily induced to resume their evil courses. It is for this latter class, principally females 
and juveniles, that the want of some asylum is severely felt in which they may take refuge, 
mstead of being thrown destitute upon the svovld, and, as it were, forced into their former 
habits. The institution of some such establishment is earnestly advocated by all the officers 
above mentioned. 

From the foregoing testimony, I think it may safely be concluded, that while the results 
0 confinement in this prison, as to the religious and moral cbai’acter of individuals, are not 
as satislactory as we could wish, still they are far from discouraging, while the absence of all 
injurious effect either on the mind or body, is a strong proof in favour of the separate system, 
« well as the judicious manner in which it is here conducted.

Of these forty were under sentence of transportation. This prison consists of the old 
gaol, With the addition behind of a large ward, with three tiers of cells. The former part 
contains, for the males, nine cells, each fitted up with two iron bedsteads, and made to hold 
three inmates, and two sleeping-rooms, with six bedsteads in each. These cells are tolerably 
^od, and might be improved by removing the bedsteads, and having cots in their place. 
The new part of the prison contains sixty-one cells, warmed and otherwise adapted for 
separate confinement; and as there are twelve separate airing yards, and ten separate sheds 
for stone-breaking, the system is very nearly carried out to iis full extent. The prisoners 
connned m this part are usually boys, those under sentence of imprisonment, and convicts 
sentenced to transportation who evince a refractory disposition. When these prisoners are 
at any time congregated silence is strictly enforced. Tlie men in the old pan of the prison 
take their meals in a general dining-room, and are obliged to keep silence at these times, as 
well as when at work. Two turakeys sleep in the new part; and a watch palroles at night 
through the galleries. There is a bath in the building, and two others in the hospital. The 
entrance into the chapel is from the middle gallery. This room is well arranged on the 
separate plan, and there are seventy-eight seats in it, which is about sufficient for the present 
number. If necessary an addition might easily be made by appropriating to this purpose a 
passage which runs round the sides, and is quite unnecessary. The heating apparatus of the 
whole building consumes about four or five bushels of coals daily ; and the temperature felt 
to me very agreeable, while I did not detect the same heavy smell from the asphalt floors, 
that Ihave elsewhere found very annoying. There is an abundant supply of water; and 
the privies in the old part (with the exception of two) are kept clean by a constiintfiow 
through them. The prisoners, when received, are examined by the surgeon on his next 
visit, bathed, and some of them (but I should think the minority) supplied with gaol clothing. 
They wash in the open yards. The area of the old cliapel is now filled by four rooms at 
present unoccupied, but intended for poor debtors. These are fitted up with large wooden 
bedste.icis, similar to those used in workhouses, a plan I cannot approve. By using cots, 
which may be slung in any place, the prison rule is complied with, which limits one man 
to each bed. Sheets are used in the separate cells j and might be also in the others with 
advantage. 



Enij)loj/ment and Schook. 

There is a tread-wheel which holds sixteen. The other occupations are principally stone- 
breaking and oakum picking. There isalso some tailoring and shoemaking, and other trade- 
work; and all the gaol clothing and shoes are made here. The men were employed as

One turnkey Is a tailor and another a shoemaker, and a third has a general superin- 
tendence over the works. 1 should recommend weaving being introduced, when the material 
for the clothing and sheets might be manufactured. This trade is quickly learned, and 
looms might be placed in the cells. The schoolmaster has long been unequal to his duties; 
but is tound useful as storekeeper. One of the turnkeys acts at present as schoolmaster, 
assisted by another, and superintended by the Governor, who takes a laudable interest in 
this department. He informs me that some of the adults have made great progress. Each 
prisoner has nearly two hours’ instruction daily. 



Female Vcfirtment. r.«a, 

The accommodation here consists of two day-rooms and twelve cells — all in the old part. 

The women are classed by day as tried and untried ; but at night they are arranged accord- 
ing to character. There are five punishment cells not much used. The linen is washed here 
in a day-room containing a boiler — troughs being brought in when wanted. The drying 
is carried on in the yard or day-rooms. A proper laundry, with a drying closet, is a great 
desideratum. There is a regular school-room, and the matron and her assistant devote an 
hour and a half doily to teaching the women to read. There is a registry ; but through some 
inadvertence, the progress that 1 was assured was made by some individuals had not been 
marked. The women, besides sewing, washing, &c., are employed in picking oakum. This 
department was clean, and the inmates apparenily in good order.

1 he accommodation consists of eighty-tbree single cells, two larger cells containing from four 
to fa-ve bed.®, and thirteen other rooms generally furnished with four bedsteads; bnt in the 
lemale depaitniem the bedding, m some instances, is obliged to be laid on die floor. The 
prison IS dry, but the drainage indifferent, and the soil is obliged to be occasionally removed 
tii^ the pnvies. iUe water is derived from a spring about Imlf a mile distant, and is quite 
sufficient for all purposes; ,t is wrried to the top of the building, and thence to each ?ard, 
where the prisoners wash. There is in the hospital an adromibiy-contrived warm bath, 
winch can also be used as a shower bath; this, liowever, is confined to the use of thepaticut®. 
When the prisoners arrive diey are stripped and washed, but not examined by die surgeon; 
mey are alidad in gaol clothing, their own garments being fumigated by a proper apparatus. 
Ihe meals are taken m the day-rooms. The ciassificatioii is necessarily very imperfect; the 
silent syst^, however, appears lobe enforced witli greater striciness than in most gaols in 
Ireland, ihe uiuried prisoners are marked by a star of red cloth on the arm ; tliose re- 
committed by a yellow band round the cap; and other classes have also distinguished badges. 
All the turnkeys, except the head one, take it in turn to keep watch at night, and patrol 
through the whole ot tlie male department. There are five ceils built for the express pur- 
pose of carp'ing out sentences of solitary confinement. They have each a fireplace, a privy, 
and a small yard : they are not much used. There is a good cook-room, with a steam appa- 
ratus for potatoes, which is not adapted for the stirabout. The number of recommittals dur- 
ing the past year, were — males, forty-three; females, nineteen. 



Einjdoijment and Sekooh. Eroiiloj-mcut aiul 

The principal employment I found to be stone and bone breaking (the latter only in the 
winter), nnd manufacturing potatoes into starch when supplied by individuals for the purpose. 

It is to be regretted that trades are not carried on to a greater extent. Tiiere is one tailor, 
who, assisted by three boys (smart young lads), mends all the gaol clothing. The difficulty 
in finding tradesmen amongst prisoners from a population almost exclusively agricultural 
forms some excuse for the absence of instruction in these cinployinents ; but it -would be ad- 
visable henceforth, in the case of vacancies amongst the turnkey's, to appoint no one who was 
not a competent master of some trade. 

There is a schoolmaster, who was appointed about four months ago, and gives an hour’s 
insUTiction every day to each ward in the respective dny-rooius. By this means all the pri- 
soners receive some elementary schooling, and occasionally make considerable progress. I 
was glad to observe a small library of schoolbooks and others placed in each day-room. 



Female Eeimrlmcmt. Female Depimnieat. 

This is the old male prison, and far too confined, particularly for tlie large number of 
women (thirty-one) at present there; as before observed, some are obliged to sleep on the 
floor.^ The inmates ore divided into three classes, according to character — one composed 
principally of prostitutes, tlie number of which has, owing to some cause, become greatly iu- 
creased lately. There is a laundry, wliere all tlie prison linen is washed, and a drying closet. 

One of the rooms is used ns an hospitoi, in which were four individuals, but no bad case. 

I observed that the bedding is folded in a manner so elaborate as to be likely to hasten its 
wearing out. 

The women sentenced to hard labour are here employed in stone-breaking; sixindividuals 
were so occupied when I was there, and I would recommend to the Board to select some 
labour more fitted for the sex.

This, as observed in the last Eeport, is the great defect of the gaol. There are ouly [om 
rooms altogether, and two of them very small; luckily, however, the number of pstioits is 
senerally in proportion to the accommodation— there were only four when I was thei e. I 
I fully expecMtUhat at the next presentment sessions a snffioient sum will be voted to defay 
the expense of a new building, the site of which lias been already fixed upon. The modicmes 
are all supplied from Dublin, and compounded by a salaried apothecary. 

l,unatics. 

There is, as before mentioned, a large number of these ui^ortunate people, ^yho however 
<rlve little trouble, being for the most part harmless idiots. The moles are all in one ward, 
aitetided by a steady prisoner, and by a turnkey who, for this purpose, has been instructed 
in a lunatic asylum. 

'Board of Superintendence.

General Ohservutions. 

I found this gaol in a state of cleanliness, order, and discipline. The efforts of the Local 
Inspector, in attempting classification and promoting school mstruenon, .'.re F«'se- 

worthyj and were a proper system of trade works added to them, I hardly know how the 
management could be improved. ^ , •. p 

I must, however. strenSonsly urge upon the Granfi Jury the propriety of coming to some 
speedy decision respecting the new hospital, as every day shows that in these tunes the most 

healthy localities are not exempt from the ravages ot epidemic disorders. 

As this county is not very wealthy, the disregard to e.xpense shown in such comparatively 
small matters as the turnkeys’ uniform, See., appeared to me higluy commendable. 

Bridewells. 

Donegal . — The pump here is out of order, and the water bad; ibnt used is obtained from 
a well near the building. There is one sleeping-room with a fireplace for females; and one 
day-room, two cells, and one sleeping-room with three beds for males. The yards are so 
small as to become totally useless. The place appeared well kept. It is situated under the 
court-house. ■» i i 

Qlenties . — This bridewell is new, and also situate under the court-house, and the plan so 
full of defects that it is extraordinary it should ever have been approved. There are two 
day-rooms, but the keeper (whose accommodation is quite insufficient) has appropriated one to 
his own use; and there are three cells, the windows of which look into the high road, ami 
the prisoners continually converse with passers-by. There is a pump, but the water is not fit 
for use. There is one large yard surrounded with such a low wall as to be_ entirely useless. 
There are no drains from the privies. The keeper’s book correct ; but no visitors’ book. 

Deiterhenmj . — There are here one day-room and two large cells for each -«ex, and uiiother 
cell used for refractory prisoners. The yard for males wants gravelling- There is a goo( 
supply of water from a pump. The bedding is very good, and slieets used. The keepers 
room is troubled with a smoky chimney. The bridewell appears very well inan.'igcd by the 
keeper, who was formerly a turnkey in the county gaol. 

Buncrana . — This bridcwall is also very well kept by an ex-turnkey of the county gaol, bn 
the same defects exists as at Glenties, the cell windows looking into the street. This the 
keeper has attempted to remedy by placing locks on the sashes, but this in summer must 
prevent ventilation. The keeper is obliged also here, as at Glenties, to occupy the day-room 
for females. The yard appropriated to the males is partly in grass. There is a very insuf- 
ficient supply of water, that used being rain-water obtained from the roof of the court-house 
above.

cells. All the prisoners have gaol clothing ; when received they are invariably examined by 
tlie surgeon, and bathed if necessary— tbeu- own clothes being purified. This is a fine 
building and in a state of perfect cleanliness and order. TbeGoveruoi’s house and the chapel 
are in the centre, and ll^re are radiating yards and blocks of buildings on the old plan. The 
yaicls are all iiagged. The water is introduced from a distant source, and distributed front 
a large cistern through the yards and privies; unfortunately, however, from the imperfect 
consti-uction of the sewers, this flow of water is not sufficient to keep them thoroucrhlv 
cleansed. There are twenty-seven workshops, many not used, and twenty-six sheds for 
stone-breaking, A pkee is constructed in each yard in which the prisoners can wash ibem- 
plves under cover. The same defect exists here as in most gaols, of having no nio-ht watch 
in tlie passages. The kitchen is roomy, and contains a steam apparatus by whic^the stir- 
about is prepared. 

Employment ami Schools, E 

There is a treadwhee! at present not used, but there is a capstan-mill, constructed after 
the model of that at Cork county gaol, which employs forty men. This will grind forty 
stone 111 the houi’, and supplies India meal for the gaol, and wheat meal for the public. The 
turnkeys are generally tradesmen, and give instruction in their various lines, and in conse- 
quence trade-work is carried on to a very laudable extent. A great deal of matting is made 
of cocoa-nut fibre, for which there is a considerable demand. AH the gaol clothin* is made 
up^ here, and the greater part of the component materials manufactured. *

There is a schoolmaster (who is also purveyor) who instructs all the male prisoners fol* 
two hours in the chapel, with the exception of those employed on the capstan-mill, who are 
at school on the alternate days. A school registry is kept, which gives a tolerably favourable 
idea of the progress made in some cases. 

Female Eepartnient. 

This contains sixty cells, and four day-rooms, including the debtors’ ward. The criminals Depavlm..nt, 
are in three classes, according to character; there are then four classes in all, two of which 
are respectively under the charge of one matron ; this strikes me as injudicious, by dividing 
the resi>onsibility. There is a good laundry, with a large drying-closet that is so badly con- 
structed as to be hardly of nuy use. The women appeared neat and in good order, and the 
department clean and well regulated. 

Uiitm-y. 

■ The new dietary has been adopted, not without some complaint on tbe part of the prisoners. 

Males. — Breakfast — Eight ounces of oatmeal or Indian meal made into stirabout, with 
one pint of buttermilk. Dinner — Fourteen ounces of bread with one pint of new-milk. 

Females. — Creaklast — Seven ounces of oatmeal or Indian meal made into stirabout, with 
one pint of biutcrmillc.

Potatoes were still too dear to allow of tbeir being used. The bread js excellent, but it 
is in contemplation to give giidclle-bread, which can be prepared in the prison, and which the 
medical officer assureef me he considered more wholesome than baker s bread tor persons in 
ordinary health. The provisions are regularly inspected by the chaplains. 1 he milk is 
certainly very poor. Complaints were made ot the quality of the stirabout, which seems 
affected by using new meal.

The Governor has not long held his present situation. The Deputy-Governor appears a 
verv active and intelligent officer. 1 was led to suppose that a uniform would shortly be 
provffied for the turnkeys, by which their appearance, as well as that of the establishment, 
will be greatly improved. 1 may observe that the salaries of the chaplains seem hardly 
commensurate with the extent of the duties they have to perform.

Hospitals. 

There is one hospital for each sex, in separate parts of the premises; each contains five 
rooms, not very large. This prison is remarknbly healthy. There were only five male and 
four female patients“in hospital, principally affected by syphilitic complaints, which are the 
most prevalent here. Tliere were eight deaths in the beginning of the year— the remains of 
the effects of the famine. 



Li/iiatics. 

There were twelve lunatics, all males, and very inoffensive. They were in a ward by 
themselves, under the charge of a turnkey, assisted by two steady prisoners. 

Board of Siqyerintendencc. 

The Board meet on the first Tuesday in each month, and then examine the accounts. 
The attendance of members is generally very good. The payments are made half-yearly — 
before each assizes. 

General Observations. 

I liave only one observation to add to the foregoing respecting this prison, which appears 
conducted in a very satisfactory manner. Considering its large size, and the quantity of 
room that is wasted, I think it might be possible, by some management and additions, to 
arrange so that each individual should have his own cell and workshop or stone-breaking 
shed, by which as near an approach might be made to the separate system as can be done, 
without having the cells fittea up for that purpose. 

The- number of commitments during the past year were — males, 683; females, 359; 
te-commituients — males, 187 ; females, 122. 



Bridewells. 

Newry . — This is a roomy building, but so ill-contrivcd, with so many defects, and in such 
bad repair, as to require a complete renovation. There were eleven female prisoners, and 
one male, confined there at my visit. The accommodation is, down stairs, two day-rooms 
for each sex, and a cell for drunkards. Above — tw'O sleeping-rooms on each side, capable 
of containiog six or eight beds. The windows of the front rooms will allow communication 
witli the street. The roof was out of repair. A large part of the ceiling had fallen down on 
the previous night, and the privies are almost demolished. The yards are in grass, or used 
as a kitchen gai'den. To do the keeper justice, he appeared a very intelligent man, making 
the most of the place, and keeping his books and accounts very accurately.

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As the old part of the gaol contains thirty-six cells and the new part sixty-six, it must be 
evident that the crowding here is much less than in less favoured places. Nevertheless, as 
long as it is found necessary to place three individuals in a cell, so long will it be impossible 
to cm-ry out a proper system of reformatory discipline. This gaol is dry, and the drainage 
good. Water for drinking is obtained from a well ; and there is also a* copious supply ftr 
other purposes from the hike, which is pumped up by the labour of six or eight men into 
two^cisterns, whence the prds, corridors, and water-closets receive contributions. 

The prisoners take their meals in their cells. They are classified, as far as is practicable, 
according to the authorized form, and silence is also enforced as much as can be done. The 
surgeon examines all tile prisoners on their entrance, wlien they are bathed in cold water, 
but uoforiuoately do not all receive prison dresses, which, however, I understand is likely 
to be the case in future. There is only an external watch during the night; but two turn- 
keys sleep on each floor, and occasiondly walk by the doors of ihe cells. 

As observed in the last Report, there is no chapel, the services being held in an old day- 
room, or rather large passage which leads to the new building. This portion, which was 
erected about four years ago, consists of a long transverse corridor, with three tiers of cells 
and two galleries. There are two water-closets on either end of each floor. The cells are • 
sufficiently large to be used, for the separate system, and warmed with hot air. They are 
furnished with wooden bedsteads, the place of which would be preferably filled by cots. In 
this part of the gaol iron troughs for washing in are fixed in tlie corridors; in the old build- 
ing die open yards are used fur this purpose. There is a small hand-mill which grinds all 
the wheat flour used in the prison. The doors of the cells in the old part ought to be per- 
forated, as well for ventilation as inspection. The number of recommittals last year was

Besides other rooms, four cells originally tenanted by pauper debtors are now used as adiouR^ 
workshops, and considerable activity prevails in trade occupations. The materials of the 
gaol clothing are manufactured here, and the clothes and shoes made. One turnkey is a 
shoemaker, and another, who has a tolerable knowledge of carpenter work, is enabled to 
superintend the brush-making, &c., assisted by the Governor, who, much to bis credit, gives 
his personal superintendence to these labours.

The amount received for prison labour, &c., carried to the credit of the county, is 
^229 3«. 5j</. The schoolmaster appears to be almost incapacitated by age and ill health 
for ajiy dutj'. Nevertheless, with the assistance of his grandson and the turnkeys, he is 
able to give about four hours’ instruction daily to all the prisoners. 



Female Dejyartmant. 

This is sadly deficient in space, and it has been found necessary to take into it one of the 
divisions out of the male department of the old gaol. Altogether, there are twenty cells 
and two rooms with beds, one of which is also taken from the new buOding. Again, the 
day- room, which is used as a laundry, and where the women wash in tubs, is in another part 
of the premises ; hence, it is impossible to secure any thing like regularity. In spile of these 
drawbacks, die matron seems to m.mage better than could have been expected. I regretted- 
to learn that the children only had the advantage of receiving school instruction.

The newly-authorized dietary had not yet been adopted. The present one — 

Breakfast — Eight ounces of meal, and one pint of buttermilk. Dinner — Ten ounces of 
meal, two ounces of rice, and oite pint of sweet-milk. 

Bread diet ordered by the doctor — one pound each meal, with one pint of sweet-milk. 

The bread is baked in the gaol of whole wheat flour. The milk did not appear to me 
sufficiently good.

The books and accounts are very correctly and regularly kept by the Governor, and all 
the entries appear to be made with nn exactness that guards against any error or waste. 

The contracts are — Oatmeal, per 120lbs., 12v. Qd . ; new-milit, per gallon, 4d. ; buttermilk, 
per gallon, \^d. The bread, which is baked in the gaol, averages about Irf. per pound.

If a proper chapel were erected, and a compact building erected for the female department, 
with laundry, drying-room, and other appurtenances, I think this prison would be sufliciently 
extensive, unless the present unfortunate tendency to crime should continue to the same 
extent that it has during the last two years ; were these improvements effeciod, 1 think that, 
considering the attention and care evinced by the Local Inspector and Governor, and the 
laudable zeal of the latter with respect to the system of works, this gaol would bear compa- 
rison with almost any other in the kingdom.

State and Accommodation. 

This "aol is fortunate in containing no more inmates than it is properly able to accommodate . 
The number on the day of my visit was eighty-eight less than it was at the time of the last 
inspection. Of these, twenty-seven were convicts, under sentence of transportation ; some 
of whom had been there a considerable time, and bore the detention with such extreme im- 
patience as to cause no little anxiety to the gaol autliorities.

As there are 140 single cells in the male department, this number can be accommodated 
witliout resorting to tire practice (now unfortunately all but universal) of placing more than 
one man in a cdl; and, as the meals are taken there, and as there are thirty-seven separate 
working sheds, or rather work-rooms with doors, for stoue-hreaking, such an approach is 
made to the separate system, as almost to supersede the necessity of classification. At the 
intervals, moreover, when the men are congregated, silence is endeavoured to he maintained. 
The prisoners, when admitted, are all examined, but not by the surgeon unless this is thought 
requisite. They are all given gaol clothing, tlieir own habiliments being generally fumigated ; 
and a proper apparatus for the purpose would be an advantage. A very proper practice exists, 
too often neglected, of making a watch go hourly through all the prison, including the corridors, 
during the night. The prison is dry and well ventilated; the sewerage good, and 
supplies of water obtained both from the city reservoir and a well on the premises. This, 
ho^’ever, is not sufficient to flush the drains; and tlie privies are maintained in a state of 
cleanliness by the unusual expedient of placing soil boxes underneath, which are removed 
and emptied every morning. Thei'e is a warm and shower-bath in the hospital, and cold 
baths in the yards, which, lioweverj are not much used. The prisoners wiish in the working 
sheds before-mentioned, which are fitted with basins and towels on rollere for this purpose. 
The cells are furnished with bedsteads, and well ventilated; but they ought to have inspection 
holes cut in the doors. The kitchen is dark and low, and incommoded by the escape of steam. 
Tliere are four boilers, only two of wliicli are used. The chapel is roomy and well 
arranged. 

’Employment and Schools. 

Tlie principal employments are stone and bone breaking ; and tlrere is a carpenteris shop, 
where tlie business of a wlieelwright is also carried on. The gaol clothing js principally 
made up by the females. It has been suggested by my predecessors that many of the day- 
rooms, now unoccupied, might be turned to account in furthering the system of works ; and 
I would recommend Captain Johnson’s suggestion being adopted — of having each of the 
spare rooms divided by partition walls into three workshops, with doors opening into the 
coiTidors and windows above them. The one in which the fireplace came might be used for 
the looms. A gi'eat deal of useful labour might in this manner be .carried on, and the 
separate principle be maintained.

n addition to the other meals ; end that the disallowance of this acted ns a very efficient 
punishment. Now, putting aside the illegality of adopting an unauthorized dicta'ry, I can 
hardly approve of a system of punishment fbnndetl upon the absence of indulgence. Surely 
the proper principle is, not to give more food to prisoners than is actually sufficient to keep 
them in health. This ought to bc the rule ; and if any indulgence is to be allowed for good 
ought to be done in a way so as not to interfere with this rule. 

Ihe provisions are regujariy inspected by the chaplains. A lactometer is kept, by which 
the e.\act quality of the milk is observed, registered, and thus made known to tlic Board.

There nre n great variety of registries and other books, all very accurately kept by 
the clerk, Mr. Miller.

I cannot forbear recalling the attention of the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence 
to the representations made by my predecessors in office, os to the inadequacy of the 
Governor s salary, taking into consideration liis long and valuable services ; and I venture to 
express a confideuihope ihat he may soon enjoy a remuneration more proportioned to his 
deserts.

These are in a large building, containing for each sex three airy wards, only two of which 
however are in use. The prison in fact has been, and is now, fortunately, in a very healthy 
state. There were only five patients in the hospital— all females. 



Xj'UHatics. Lunatics. 

The female lunatics are very noisy, but not otherwise troublesome. The moles are kept 
in a ward by themselves with a prisoner to look after them. 

Board of Superintendence. Board of Superin- 

The meetings of the Board of Superintendence are held once in every month, and the 
attendance of members is generally good. The accounts are looked over on these occasions, 
and orders given for the payment of the bills. 

General OheervatioJie, GeneralOiiseiratioEs, 

This prison appears admirably regulated; and I am much mistaken if the Local Inspector, 

Dr. Skipton, does not devote the best of his time and energies to its welfare. Tlie Governor 
also appe.araiii noway behind the- other in his exertions to place everything in the best 
order. The only defect is the small amount of tradolabour, for this might be carried out to 
almost any extent, owing to unusual facilities given by the superabundance of rooms. 

The number of rc-comraitments during the past year was — males, eighteen; females, 
twenty-three, not a very great proportion.

There are S8 convicts sentenced to transportation, and allhough these characters (many 
of whom have been confined here for several months) must necessarily interfere with the disci- 
pline of the prison, and particularly with the system ofworks, yet they do not appear to give 
the same annoyance that is experienced in other places. There are 63 single cells and IS 
rooms with beds; and three men .arc generally plticed in a cell, which contains a large wooden 
bedstead, while the third sleeps in a cot slung crosswise. By discarding these bedsteads 
altogeilier and adopting cots or bammock.s instead of them, four might as easily be accommo- 
dated in a cel! as three are at present, while the objectionable practice of placing more than 
one in the same bed might be avoided. There are six solitary' cells with sti'aw in them. 
Three of these are occasionally used as sleeping cells. The classification is somewhat imper- 
fect, but the triecyirisonevs are kept by themselves. Silence is enforced at the works, but 
not in general. The prisoners have their meals in the day-rooms. On reception they are 
inspected by the surgeon and washed, and their clothes taken from them but not fumigated. 
All the tried prisoners are supplied with gaol clothing, and some of the untried. There is 
a bath in each yard in which the prisoners wash of a morning, and in which they are bathed 
about once a month. One of the turnkeys goes rounds within the corridors at night, a prac- 
tice which ought always to be followed. 

The prison .appears dry. The sewers I was given to understand are cleaned out once a 
year. Thereis a well within the walls from which water is raised by the tre.ad-mill, and 
all the yards supplied with it, while the overflow runs through the privies, and in addition, 
a couple of bucketfuls are thrown down them every morning. In flict great care appears to 
be taken to enforce cleanliness both with respect to the building and its inmates. 



Einplcijmeat and 



Einjiloyinent and Schools. 

The gaol clothing and bedding is all made up here, as well as the materials manufactured. 
The tread-wheel is in compartments and only employed at present for pumping water. It 
u intended, however, to attach to it maclilnery by which it miiy be used for grinding corn, 
in addition to the present hand-mill, which employs 38 men, and produces suificient flour 
for the prison consumption; but a ready sale is found for an extra quantity, about .iSO 
having been received since the mill was put up 12 months ago. 

T he men are instructed in shoemaking by a prisoner, and in other trades by the turnkeys.

The . weaving- room is over the_ school-room, heated by pipes and containing 13 looms, 
t l^re IS tilso a large work-shed with separate compartments which at present is not used". 
_ 1 he school-room is large and convenient. The clerk (who also superintends the weaving) 
IS appointed schoolmaster, and every prisoner receives about an hour’s daily instruction in 
turn. A registry of progress is kept. 
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Female Dejiartment. 

This department contained 58 women and two infants. The classes were formed according 
to character. I here are three day-rooms and six sleeping-rooms, and one occupied hy the 
female turnkey. They are all much too low, but the windows are large and the ventilation 
consequently sufficient. As mentioned in the last Report, the laundry is very small and a 
drying-room is much wanted. Amongst other deficiencies in this port, there are no washing 
troughs ^nd the pipes are out of order. The employments of the females are given above. 

Some instruction in spelling .nnd reading is given occasionally to the young girls by the 
matron and female turnkey.

Although the prison was in a comparatively healthy state, there being only ten sick in the 
hospital; yet the accommodation afibrtled by the building being only two day-rooms and 
four sleeping rooms, would be scarcely sufficient in case ot the prevalence of any epidemic. 

It is proposed to place patients either in the adjoining debtor’s ward, or in the work-cells 
formerly mentioned. In my opinion the additional rooni would be much more conveniently 
obtained by erecting fever sheds in the hospital yard. 

The surgeon, Dr. West, appears very attentive, and most anxious in the performance of 
his duties. 



Lunatice. Lunatics. 

There were only three lunatics here. None of them showed any symptoms of violence, 
and are mixed with the rest of the prisoners. 

Board of Superintendence. qj- 

The Board ought properly to assemble on the last Saturday in each month, but the tmloiw. 
meetings are not very regular. The accounts are looked over and checked previous to each 
assizes. The minor officers receive their salaries monthly, the other expenses are paid liall- 
yenrly — the presentments being made in advance. 

General Oheervationn. 

It is satisfactory to observe in the prison the great attention paid to cleanliness, as well as 
to the employments of the men in trades and profitable labour. The Local Inspector .and 
Governor appear perfectly to understand their dudes and to be ready to introduce auy 
improvement that it may be in their power to effect.

I must add, that on the following morning twenty more prisoners were committed from 
the sessions. The accommodation afforded is 35 single cells, 4 solitary (at present fitted up 
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y«srfi DrsTcrcr. with three cots each), and 12 rooms with beds. There are large iron bedsteads in the cells

pri-ionsi with the express letter of tbe Prisons Act, and which might be entirely avoided by slinging 

— a sufficient number of cots or hammocks in each cell. I observed that sheets are used in

' '■ The situation of thisprison is very low, and there being no fall of ground the sewerao-e is 

in consequence, very defective, It is necessary to open and clean o\tt the sewers and%ess- 
pools once or twice in the year. There is a well, from which water is raised by means of 
the freadwlieel into a cistern, and from thence distribiUed to the different yards. Classifica- 
lion cannot be carried out to any extent, but silence is enforced during work. One of the 
turnkeys very properly goes round at dilierent hours during the night. Meals are taken 
in the day-rooms. Most of the prisoners iiave ^aol clothing; and it having been determined 
that every individual shall in future be clothed, a large supply was then preparing— all the 
garments being made up in the prison. The prisoners, after admittance, are examined bv 
the surgeon on his next visit, and washed ; their clothes taken from them and placed In store 
but not fumigated, as they ought to be. There are two warm baths, both in the hospital’ 
but not used unless ordered by the surgeon. There are likewise some large stone baths let 
into tlieground in the yards, for the purpose of cold bathing, but these are loo laivre and 
inconvenient to be of any service. The men are without shelter during their rnomimr 
ablutions. ° " 

There is but llltlcioom here for can-jing on trades, but something is nevertheless attciUDled

General Ohscreations. 

-^ter the preceding statement it may appear unnecessary to observe, that I found this 
gaol la a most satisfactory state as respects its management. The defects of the biiildinrr it 
may be thought hardly worth while to remedy. As mentioned in the last Report, a new 
gaol IS now in progress, on the sep.irate plan, and I visited it with much interest, all the 
flails being explained to me by the architect who was good enough to accompany me. 

1 he situation is commanding, and the building advanced to the second storv. There are 

two tiers of cells on each side of the same nmnher of radiating wings, malting altogether 
about ICO cells, but the plan is calculated to admit of a considerable extension. A middle 
wing might be added, capable of containing 160 cells. When it is remembered that the 
present g.inl at this moment bolds no less than 160 individuals, it seems absurd to prepare 
luture accommodation for only 100. I would most strongly recommend the Board to 
determine at once to proceed according to the extended plan. The separate system may 
by sorne be considered experimental, but it is an experiment that deserves a fair trial; and 
to nnd, on opening a prison built on thisprincipal, that it was necessary to begin by placing 
three individuals in a cell, would be equivalent to its abandonment, and a large sum woul3 
have been expended to no purpose. 

BruleicaU. 

Ardee — This bridewell; part of which is contained in the old castle now used as the court- 
house, was clean and well kept. It consists of one day-room on each siilc, and four cells for 
males and for women. There is a good supply of water, and the drainage is properly 
managed. There is a defect, however, arising from the insecurity of the walls, which £ 
understand is about to be remedied.

_On rrferring to the last report it will be found that the number at that lime was fortv- 
iime. Ihere are sixteen single cells and four rooms with beds, consequently it is generallv 
necessary to place tlirce individuals in a cell. The prison is dry and airy, but the draina4 
IS imperfect, and it is found necessary to empty the sewers nnd privies about every two 
months. It would be easy to keep them cleansed by forcinga stream ofwaterdaily thvoiio-h 
tliem; but m this respect there is a sad deficiency. The pump bein^r out of order it “is 
impossible to raise anyilung from the only well on the promises; and all the water nt 
present used m the prison is brought from a distance and paid for. Classification is 
attempted according to the terms of the act, us far .as there is room to accomplish it. Silence 
IS not enforced, nor is there any watch after locking-up. The prisoners take their meals in 
Uie day-rooms. All arc clothed in prison dresses exceptlhosc committedfor short terms. On 
reception they are examined by the surgedn, and those that may require it ai-e washed, but 
their clothes are not fumigated. 

The kitchen is snuill but convenient. There is a steam apparatus which maybe used either 
for stirabout or potatoe.s. At present, a bread diet only being in use, it is not required. 

There is only one warm bath which is placed in the hospital, aud not made use of except 
when ordered medicinally. Tlic prisoners wash in the yni'iJs. 

According to a bad arrangement, the sleeping-room of the misdemeanants is in the debtors’ 
ward ; and ihe s'ame day-room and yard are used by both of these classes. 

Most of the cells are furnished with large wooden bechicads, which it would be desirable 
to remove and supply their place with hammocks. I observed that many of the windows 
were broken. 



’Employment and. Schools. 

The employment of the male prisoners is merely.nominal, and confined to stone-brenkino'- 
There is no regular school instruction; but something is occasionally attempted by the 
turnkeys. 



Female Department. 

This department is very defective. There are three rooms on the ground floor ; one used 
as a sieeping-room, another as n day-room and laundry (without however the usual con- 
veniences for the latter), and the third os an hospital. There are ho cells. It isdn eontem-

Until 

lately brown bread and bnttermilk were used, but an alteration was made in consequence of 
an apprehension of cholera. 

The provisions are regularly inspected. 

'Boolis and Accounts. 

The books do not appear kept with tliat degree of correctness which ought to be observed; 
but the system of cliecW seems sufficient. The Governor had not yet commenced keeping 
a journal. The punishments were infrequent, and principally confined to the convicts.

Indian meal, per cwt., 11. ld. \ new-milk, per gallon, ld.\ buttermilk, per gallon, 2cf.;

Hospital. 

This consists of one large and airy room. There were no sick here, and the prison 
appe.ors very healthy. T'bere bad been one death in the course of the month from fever, 
which I was told was the only event of the kind which had occurred for several years. 

Ijnnatics. 

There was only one lunatic, a male. He seemed very inoffensive, and was capable of 
working as a weaver. 

Board of Svf>erintendence. 

The Board meets once a month, when the books are looked over. The accounts are 
checked before, and the payments made immediately after, each assizes. 

I found this little gaol very clean, and the officers apparently desirous to keep it in a 
proper state; but that there are faults iu its management, the absence of trade-labour and 
school instruction amply testify. 

I have already spoken of the imperfect condition of the female department, and the pro- 
posed means ofimproving it, which I trust may be speedily carried out. 

I observed that an improvement had been effected in the untidy condition of the area 
immediately within the external wall, as noticed in the last report.

To provide space for this assemblage of human beings, the prison contains 188 single cells 
and 10 rooms with beds; but nevertheless such is the cleanliness and regularity enforced, 
that hardly any symptoms of this over-crowding are perceptible. In striking contrast 
however to this, is the miserably ragged, and in fact almost nude state of the greater part 
of the prisoners, none qf whom are provided with prison dresses, so that I felt myself reluc- 
tantly compelled (notwithstanding the deplorable financial state of the county) to give an 
order both for clothing and bedding. 

The drainage of this gaol is defective, there being no main sewer from the privies, and 
the quantity of water is insufficient ; it is obtained irom a well, and thence pumped up by 
rneans of the treadwbeel. It is to be regretted that a communication is not opened with 
the lake close at hand, by which an unlimited supply might be derived, and the sewers kept 
thoroughly cleansed. In spite of th«e drawbacks the place was perfectly sweet, and the 
rooms are kept well ventilated, the Governor having caused two panes of glass to be taken 
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i-om each window. Classification according to the form mentioned in the Act is attempted 
to be earned out, and an extra class is formed of juveniles. The meals are taken in the 
day-rooms. I lie prisoners on reception are examined (but not as they ought to be by the 
surgeon), and then washed. No covered places are provided for their washing of a morninc, 
tins being performed by means of buckets in the open yards. ° 

The kitchen is rather too low: it contains a steam apparatus which cooks the stirabout in 
three iron vessels, by wliich process both trouble and expense are saved.

J.he men are employed (besides the treadwheel) in whitewashing, painting, cleansing Schools, 
sewers, labouring in the garden of the prison, and the usual prison duties. They likewise 
wash (heir own linen. It is much to be regretted that no trade employment is carried on : 
but the want of funds militates against ail improvement in this unfortunate district. 

One of the turnkeys gives elementary instruction for four hours daily, to about sixty 
boys rrom the age of ten to fourteen. No school registry is kept. 

Female -DymHmmt. 

1 here were seven chudren in this department, which appears well managed j the women 
are divided into three classes according to character. They were employed in sewin^, 
knitting, making and mending prison clothing, nursing, and prison duties. They likewire 
wash their own linen and the prison bedding. 

There are three day-rooms, one of which, containing troughs, is used as a laundry, and 
seems sufficient for this purpose were a proper drying closet added to it. 

The matron was formerly in the habit of giving school instruction in a room, which being 
now taken up for an hospital this practice is abandoned. ' I should think that the day-rooms, 
which are not small, would afford ample space for this purpose. , 

The place appropriated to the females in the chapel is not screened off from the other part 
as it should be. 

Fieturj,. 

Breakfast — Eight ounces of oatmeal made into stirabout, and one pint of buttermilk. 

Dinner — One pound of white bread, and one pint of new-milk. 

Theprovisionsare inspected weekly by the chaplains. The bread is supplied by contract, 
and very good. 

Boob! atid Aeeomle. 

The books are correctly kept by the Governor and two clerks, and the checks are suffi- 
cient 10 prevent any mismanagement. It struck me, however, that the system of accounts 
was too cumbrous, and might be simplified. The number of books, too, appears quite 
unnecessary.

The turnkeys wear no uniform, and (as observed in the last Report) their appearance would 
be much improved by their doing so. They all sleep in the gate-house. In order to take 
proper charge of the prison in its present state, there ought to be six more at least appointed. 

Hosffltal. Hospital. 

This is a good building, appropriated entirely to the males, and containitig four rooms. 

These however being found insufficient, a fever shed has been erected sufficient to bold 
tweiuv-iwo beds. The number of sick of both sexes vvas tiiirtj’-six, a small proportion consi- 
dering the present diseased state of the pauper population. This favourable condition of the 
prison I attribute in a great degree to its cleanliness and perfect vemilatiou.

There were only two lunatics, both females, and not separated from the other prisoners. 



Board of Sujmrijitendence. 

The Board of Superintendence meets monthly, and there is generally a good attendance 
of members. Tlie accounts are looked over at each meeting. I regret to say that no pay- 
metits have been made for the last twelve months, and it is apprehended that the contractors 
will ill consequence abandon tlieir contracts. One of them has already given notice to this 
ellect. . . 

Since the last inspection the Board has sustained a great loss, in one of its most able ana 
benevolent members, Colonel Vuughan Jackson, whose life was sacrificed in the peiformnnce 
of lus duty as Poor Law Inspector. I may perhaps bo allowed to pay this tribute to the 
uieiiiory of one whom I well knew, and whose great worth was appreciated throughout the 
whole of this part of Ireland.

crievously afflicts tins country is alleviated, and the pauper population no longer driven to 
the gaol for want of food and shelter, means may be found of employing its reduced number 
of inmates in the performance of profitable labour, and the acquisition of moral and useful 
knowled<Te. At present the beautiful architecture and neat state of the building only make 
the wreiSied appearance of its inmates more revolting.* 

"Bridewells. 

Ballinrole . — There were here four male prisoners and one female. The accommodation, 
clown stairs one day-room and two cells for males, and in the first floor one day-room and 
one cell for females. Blankets and beds were wanting and the pump oat of repair. There 
ore no sewers from the privies. The place much out of repair altogether, but tolerably well 
kept. The keeper has only one apartment. 

"Westfiort . — Tliere was no person here, and when that is the case the keeper lives in 
his house at the other side of the street. There are two day-rooms and three cells for males, 
and three for females. No bedding except some mattresses. The drainage good, but no 
supply of water. The place clean and the books correct. 

Stoineford . — Here there are two day-rooms and six cells, but no furniture except a few 
blankets and rugs. No pump on the premises, There is no proper sewerage, and no books, 
entries being made on a loose sheet oi paper. The bridewell clean. 

Ballina . — There were here four males arid one female, in two day-rooms and seven cells ; 
but one of these is occupied by the keeper’s children by permission of the magistrates, as is 
also the female day-room as a kitchen. There is no supply of water, and bedding is wanted. 
The place clean. 

Behnullet . — This is a very insecure and inconvenient place, and there are no sewers, nor 
is there a proper supply of water. There were in it two male, and one female, prisoners. 
There is only one sleeping-room for males, and one for females. No blankets. The books 
were not incorrect, but kept in an irregular manner. 

All the bridewells in this county are in a bad state, and require a supply of bedding and 
furniture, as well as of visitors’ books.

This is a diminution from the number stated in the last Report, which was 176 males and 
62 females. There are 102 single celts, of which 60, on the male side, are each occupied by 
one individual only. There are also 18 small rooms with beds. In the latter the bedding 
of some of the occupants is placed on the floor, which might be avoided by using hammocks. 
There are four punishment cells, large, heated, and with a small vard attached to each. 

This gaol is well situated, but has occasionally, I was informed, the appearance of damp, 
from the quality of the limestone of which it is built There is a double supply of water — that 
used for drinking is conducted from a spring outside the walls; the other, for ordinary pur- 
poses, is pumped up from a well under the mill-house, and distributed through the yards by 
pipes. Water is daily emptied down the privies, which open into cesspools, the waste being 
Mrried offby a main sewer into the river. The meals are taken by the prisoners in their cells. 
"Kiey are classified according to the terms of the Act. A watch goes round to each cell three 
times during the night. All the prisoners are made to wash their own linen. They are ex- 
amined on reception by the surgeon, bathed, and clothed; their own clothes being fumigated, 
in cases where it is thought necessary. Silence is enforced as much as is practicable. 

There are two baths — one in the hospital, the other in the reccpiion-ward. In fine 
weather the men wash themselves in the yards, and at other limes in the vaults in the area 
below the centre building. _ Proper places ought always be provided for this purpose. 

The orient kitchen (which was at first intended for the scullery) is small and smokes; the 
original kitchen is fitted up with a steam-cooking apparatus, now disused. 

I find that in this prison the custom prevails of allowing prisoners, under sentence, the 
option of dieting themselves. 

The number of commitments during the past year was 1,144; the re-commitraents, 832. 

Employment andB^hools. 

There is a large double treadwheel, but the men ore principally employed in stone- 
breaking. Trades however are carried on, the gaol clothing being made-up here; and the

There is a regular schoolmaster, who gives lessons in tiie chapel, assisted by a turnkey, for 
one hour twice a day. Registers are kept, but they do not show ihat much progress is made. 

Female Department. Female 

This department seems very well managed, but the discipline is much interfered with by 
the unusual nuruber of lunatics. The females are classed as tried and untried, and are em- 
ployed as above stated. A laundry is much wanted, as has been observed in former Reports ; 
in^ed, during the winter it4s found almost impossible to dry the linen effectually. 

1 he matron, with her assistant, teaches reading every day from four to five. 

The compartment allotted to the females in the chapel ought to be screened off, instead 
or being exposed to view as at present. 

Dietary. D'etat 

Breakfast — S oz., half being oatmeal and half Indian meal, with one pint of buttermilk. ^ 
Dinner — 1 lb of household bread and 1 pint of buttermilk. 

Such is the account given to me, but 1 must add, that this is not rigidly adlieved to, and 
that great complaints were made by the prisoners. The substitution of buttermilk for sweet 
milk is unauthorized ; but the Board of Superintendence appear to have taken into their own 
hands the regulation of the djetary, thinking themselves wari-anted, under the sanction of the 
surgeon, in ^tering it, and giving only half allowance to boys under fifteen. That the present 
scale of dietary may^ be too high I admit, but the Board ought to wait till it is remodelled by 
a competent authority, and not shelter themselves behind the medical officer’s opinion, which 
ought only be acted upon in the case of sickness, or the immediate apprehension of some 
epidemic disorder ; and under no circumstance can be made an excuse for reducing the al- 
lowance below the legal measure. 

The provisions are regularly inspected by the chaplains, and appeared to me very good 

the bread excellent. 



Docks and Accounts. 

These are admirably kept by the deputy-governor, and the system of checks as perfect as 
could be desired. The mode of keeping accounts is much simplified by their being made up 
monthly, as is the case here. A eate-porter’s book is kept, in which every article that enters 
the prison is set down. The number of punishments appear small. The Governor’s journal 
consists only ofa monthly entry of the state of the gaol. 



Books and Accoiuo^. 



Ofct.. 

The Governor, Mr. Smart, I regretted to learn, was In too feeble a stale of health to adniit 
of his attending to his duties. His son has been appointed assistant ; but the principal ma- 
nagement appears to devolve upon Mr. M‘Kee, the deputy-governor and clerk, who seems 
a very experienced and intelligent officer. There is as yet no Local Inspector, as there ought 
to be. The policy of having such an officer may be questioned, but until abolished by 
law, his appointment is certainly necessary. 



Hospital. Hospital, 

This is a fine roomy building, separate from the others, and containing two well ventilated 
rooms on each side. The number of sick, when I was there, comprised twelve males and ten 
females; the former chiefly affected with cutaneous disorders, which seem very prevalent. 

The flooring of some of the rooms is old and about to be repaired. The drugs are provided 
in Dublin and made up here. 

Lunatics. , 

Lunatics. 

There is, as shown before, a large proportion of this unfortunate class. The males, I was 
given to understand, were tolerably quiet, but some of the females are occasionally very 
violent, and one is obliged to be kept constantly in solitary confinement. 

Board of Superintendence. Board of Snperinton- 

The members of the Board ofSuperintendence hold their meetings on the second Thursday 
in every month, and the attendance, I was informed, is generally good. The accounts are 
looked over at each of these meetings, and the payments made, being presented lor in 
advance.

This gaol appeared altogether in a very creditable state of cleanliness and regularity. The 
chapel (which is also used ns a school-room), a large circular hall, forming the centre of the 
whole building, is covered by a dome-shaped roof of cast iron.

Thisincludes twenty-eight convicts, sentenced to transportation. To provide for these, 
there are fifty single cells for men and eighteen for won^n, toother with seven rooms with 
beds in them, not including those in the hospital. Two of these were formerly used as 
workshoDs from which the works have now been removed. Four of the prisoners, who act 
as cooks: sieen in the debtors’ department, being thought by the surgeon to require a warmer 
atmosphere .than that afforded by the cells. These are fitted up with iron bedheads, in 
which two out of the three men generally occupying the cell are placed. It wpuld be far 
preferable to discard the bedstead altogether, and procure a supply of cots similar to those 
used in the convict depots ; by this means the maximum number might be provided for in 
each cell wiih a greater regard to comfort and propriety. There are five cells reserved for 
those sentenced to terms of solitary confinement, which are warmed by air pipes m the ad- 

Thfs prisoris well situated on an eminence above the town, and as the fall of ground is 
considerable the sewerage is proportionably good. There is a well on the premises, from 
which the water is raised by the treadwheel j and in addition to this, there is a large tank 
of rain water, which is pumped up by hand. There Is a warm and shower bath in the gate- 
house, but noplacefor the performance ofthe prisoners’ morning ablutions, except open yards, 
or the workslicds in bad weather. . u j i ' i .u 

The prisoners are examined by the surgeon on their admittance and bathed, but only the 
tried ere allowed gaol clothing, of which there is a good stock, as well as of blankets, which 
have been supplied since the last inspection. The meals are taken in the cells. Uassihcation 
is of course hardly practicable, but silence is strictly enforced, and there are a Musiderable 
number of punishments for the breach of this rule. There is no night watch in the passages, 
but the Governor informed me that he made a practice of going round to all pans ot the 

prison at uncenain hours during the night. 

There is a very good kitchen, with a steam apparatus, which is used tor cooking the 
stirabout. 



witl Emplopnent and Schools. 

The want of trade employment constitutes the gi-eat defect of this (otiierwise) well-regulated 
prison. The reason alleged— namely, the insuficiency of room in its present crowded state— 
seems hardly admissible, as there is undoubtedly sufficient space for the erection of working- 
sheds, in which looms might be placed. The turnkeys _being/or the most part iradesmen, 
would be capable of acting as instructors; as it is, there is a tailor and a shoemaker, who are 
not otherwise employed than in mending and patching. Stone-breaking and the treadwheel 
at present form the principal occupauons. The former is carried on in sheds, with thirty-two 
separate compartments, built against the walls of the airing yards. ^ 

A turnkey acts as schoolmaster, and teaches the boys in an appropriate school-room. 1 he 
other turnkej’S also undertake to give instruction to those adults who may ask it in their 
several classes. From the testimony of the school-register, it seems that considerable pro- 
gress is made by some of the boys. 

Femrie DepBriment Female Deparimctit. 

Owing to the untried not being doihed uniformly, the women here do not present such a 
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neat appearance as is usually the case, but they seem orderly and well managed by the NoRTHDismcT. 

matron, who has them in two classes, according to character. They were employed in 

sewing, knitting, spinning, and washing. They also make up the clothes worn by. the boys, 

There is a good laundry, but no drying room, nor apparently space for the erection of one. '

Dietary. 

The dietary lately adopted is as follows : — Dietar)'. 

Males ; Breakfast — Eight ounces oatmeal, and one pint of buttermilk. Dinner — Fourteen 
ounces brown bread, and one pint sweet-tnilk. Females : Breakfast — Seven ounces oat- 
meal, and one pint buttermilk. Dinner — Twelve ounces brown bread, and three naggins 
sweet-milk. 

The Board wished potatoes to be occasionally used, but as the price was limited to Sd. per 
stone, and no good ones could be procured at this rate, it is unlikely that the dietary can be 
varied in this manner, which would certainly be advisable. 

The bread is supplied by contract, and very good. The new-milk has the cream taken off. 

Books and Accounts. Boolis and Aeconnts. 

The books ore kept by the first turnkey in a very correct manner. There are several 
registries and a great number of pass-books, by which the checks on supply and consumption 
are regulated in a most efficient way, through the care of the Local Inspector, the Rev. H. 

Moffett, who is also the Protestant Chaplain. The number of re-commitments during the last 
year appear to be — males, seventeen ; females, thirty — a remarkable preponderancy on the 
part of the latter.

Hospitals. 

There are two hospitals, one for each sex, in separate parts of the premises. Both seem 
to be very regularly attended by the surgeon, Dr. M‘Dowell, to whose skilful exertions the 
healthy state in which this prison has been preserved must be in a great measure attributed. 
The hospital for males contains three well-ventilated wards and a dining-room for conva- 
lescents. There are two wards in the building appropriated to the females. There were 
altogether fourteen sick, including one case of iever. 

A slipper-bath would be of advantage in this department.

The Board meet every month, and oflenev if required to do so; and are, I am Informed, 
very attentive to the interests of the establishment. The accounts are looked over twice in 
the year, previous to each assizes, and the paymeius made afterwards, the presentments being 
made in advance. 



General Ohservatiom. _ GeneralObsenaiicns. 

I am happy in being able to add my testimony to that of my predecessors, as to the admi- 
rable state of cleanliness, good discipline, and general regularity of this prison, which is to be 
ascribed to the care and exertions of the Local Inspector and the Governor, Mr. Mayne. 

The great and apparently the sole defect is, as before observed, the absence of trade employ- 
ments; and 1 have no doubt, from the inclination manifested by the Board of Superinten- 
dence to do every thing to promote the efficiency of the system pursued in the gaol, that 
means will in time be found to provide work for every individual confined there.

If this prison was considered overcrowded at the last inspection, its present condition 
may be inferred, when it is stated, that the above number exceeds that last reported by no 
less than 107 ! With two exceptions, however (to be afterwards noticed), it appears to be 
tnierably well conducted, owing, no doubt, to the good management of the Governor, Mr. 
Speer, who, although only appointed a few months since, has acquired considerable experi- 
ence from having long acted as deputy-governor of Longford gaol. There are in the prison 
60 single cells and 15 rooms with beds, and as the deficiency of accommodation exists prin- 
cipally in the female department, it is not found necessary to place more than three male 
pnsoners in a cell. Two men, however, occupy one bed, and a great improvement could be 
elrected by removing the cumbrous iron bedsteads and using cots or hammocks instead. The 
prisoners sleep in sheets, which is both an economical and cleanly custom. A lar<re shed, 
lormerly erected for a fever-shed, is now divided into two parts, and used as a day-room and 
dormitory for the juvenile class. The drainage is not perfect, the sewers having to be 
opened occasionally ; water is poured down them daily from buckets. There is one well, 
from which the water is pumped by hand, employing the labour of six men. Formerly there 
were pipes from & cistern which supplied the privies, but these are now out of use, and were 
they repaired it is doubtful whether the present supply of water would be sufficient for this 
purpose. The classification of the prisoners is, as far as practicable, according to the Act • 
but there is a.class of juveniles (with a few adults to keep them in order) who are placed in 
tile shed before mentioned. There are also two classes of convicts, sentenced to transpor- 
Uition; the conduct of these men, I was informed, was good, and they do not appear to 
in.spire the same tear as is felt in some gaols. Silence is ent'orced only durinfr work. The 
piiaoners have their meals in their cells. There is no watch going round at”night within 
the building, nor are there any refractory cells for the males, parts of the passages beiiur 
used for this purpose, for which tliey are hardly calculaied. Tiie pri.soners ate not afi 
cammed on admission, or bathed, there being only one bath, and that in the hospital.

Gaol clothing is only given to those prisoners who are absolutely naked, and the wretched 
appearance of the others struck me as deplorable To remedy this infraction of the law, 
the year before last an order was given by Captain Johnson, which, as mentioned in the last 
Kejwri was not then carried into force, nor has it since : I therefore felt it niv duty to give a 
fresh one for 200 suitsi and as a new Local Inspector has been appointed, ‘l trust that no 
consideration will induce liini to delay m seeing that this supply is propeily provided.

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There fs no regular schoolmaster, nor ha-ve the prisoners any instruction whatever in North DisiErcr. 

reading or writing. This is vejy lamentable. If the Board are unwilling to go to the „ ^ 

expense of a salaried schoolmaster, they might at least insist upon the turnkeys doing some- 
thing towards imparting a little knowledge to their respective classes; but to abandon alto- — ' 

gether the opportunity of educating some of an unenlightened population does indeed seem 
surprising. 



Female Department. 

This is miserably confined, and must, ere long, be enlarged. The new laundry and 
drying-room, mentioned in the last Report as being built out of the profits of the work, are 
now completed. It is difficult to imagine how the washing could have been done previously. 
There were 60 females in this department, divided into two classes, according to character. 
To hold these, there are only one day-room, three small cells, and three sfeeping-rooms ; 
in fact, beds are obliged to be laid in the corridor. The matron is unable to give any school 
instruction ; and considering that she has no assistant, the state of this department was cer- 
tainly creditable to her. 

The place occupied by the females in the chapel is directly exposed to the gaze of the 
male prisoners. This ought not to be allowed, or a curtain placed before it. 



Dietary. 

Breakfast— 8 oz. of oatmeal, and 1 pint of new-mi!k. Dinner — 1 lb. of bread, and 1 pint 
of buttermilk. 

The bread, which was formerly white, has, since tlie first of this month, been changed to 
that made of seconds flour. Of this alteration, complaint was made to me by almost every 
cioss of prisoners, who asserted that the change bad produced bowel complaints. I tasted the 
bread two days old, and it appeared to me sweet and well baked. As, however, caution is 
nece.ssary at this time, when dysentery and cholera are apprehended, I consulted the surgeon, 
who told me that he was convinced that no injurious effects had been produced by the 
quality of the bread.

The prison books are kept by the Governor ; those relating to the works, by the master 
of the works; and the provision books by the clerk. The checks on consumption seem 
sufficient. The small number of punishments recorded in the register evince good manage- 
ment.

There is a master of the works and also a clerk, each receiving a salary of £S0. As the 
amount of work is not large, and the prison books are kept by ine Governor, I should chink 
that one of these officers would be sufficient to perform the duties of both ; and that the 
saving thereby effected might be employed in providing either an assistant matron or school- 
master.

There are two of these buildings — one for each sex. That for the females has adjoining 
it a fever-shed, capable of containing 20 beds. The number of sick was 28, and there was 
no case of fever. The healthy state of the prison, in its crowded condition, says much for 
the attention of the medical officer.

Of these, as appears above, there was one of each sex— quite inoffensive ; the female in 
the hospital, the male mixed with the other prisoners. 

Board of Superintendence. or 

The Board of Superintendence meet on the second Saturday of each month, and a large 
proporlicm of the members usually attend. The accounts are then looked over and checked. 

The payments are made every month. 

The contracts are — Bread, per lb., Id. ; oatmeal, per cwt. 13i. 6d. ; meat, per lb., 5^d. ; 
new-milk, per gidlon, 7d.; buUeruiilk, per gallon, 4d. ; salt, per stone, 3d. 

General Ohservaiions. OanecaiO' 

The clean and orderly stale of tliis prison, notwithstanding its crowds of inmates and the 
large proportion of convicts, is certainly very salisfaciory. But I must observe, that while 
theLocal Inspector and Governor appear anxious to perform their duty, they do^not seem to 
meet with miTcii encouragement from the Board of Superintendence or the Grand Jury. 

To the conduct of the forinei', in withholding all means of school instruction, I have before 
adverted ; and the Giaiid Jury, in refusing to sanction the presentments for gaol clothing, 
only add fresh testimony to the necessity of making an alieraiioii of the law on this subject. 

Briiewdh. 

C(tsikrea.~T'h\6 bridewell appears originally to have consisted of two departments, each 
containing one day-room, two ceils, and a sleeping-room. One-half, however, has now been 
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bi'-rtct. appropriated by tlie keeper, who has no other apartment; and I found sis male and two 
^ — ffimale prisoners, all raised up together in one day-room. Tlie sleeping-room occupied by 

^ the men forms a passage to the only cell used by the women. The whole place smokes, and 

is out of repair. There is no sewer for the privy, nor any supply of water, and the vvin- 

'-j rSR'><-'onm'>a and locks require mending. The place, considering these drawbacks, was clean. 

■ Athhiie . — The bridewell forms the back part of the court-house, and as this was under- 

'roin'T repair, the place was necessarily in some confusion. There was only one prisoner in 
K. ^here are a day-room and two cells for males down stairs, and the same for females on 
the 6rst floor. The w'indow of one of the cells for females looks into a lane; to remedy 
this, the wall ought to be raised. The bedding appeared good, but was not properly folded. 
There is no pump — the water being brought from a distance, for which Id. a week is paid. 
The way to the female yard is through the men’s department, and in it is a pool of stagnant 
water, caused by the defective state of the sewers. The books appeared correct. 

Boyle '. — There were six prisoners in this bridewell, which I found in good order, but the 
yards require gravelling. The accommodation consists of one clay-room, and one large and 
four small cells on each side. There is plenty of good w.-iier. 

StrokeHtoicK. — This bridewell resembles that at Castlerea, having no separation for the 
sexes. There is only one day-room and two small cells and one sleeping-room, all in very 
bad repair, and the place requires whitewashing. The windows are broken. There is no yard 
except that pertaining to the keeper’s apartments. There is no supply of water, which is 
brought from a distance. The bedding good. Notwithstanding the many deficiencies, the 
prison appeared tolerably clean ; but a thorough reconstruction of the building is required. 
A proper visitors’ book ought to be supplied.

Contrary to what generally prevails, this gaol exhibits only the small increase of five over 
the number of inmates recorded in the last Report ; but though so far fortunate, it must still 
be considered in a miserably crowded state as long as it is found necessary to place three in 
a single cell ; and the day-rooms are occupied as dormitories, to the exclusion of trade-works 
and the usual school instruction. The drainage is very perfect. Water is raised by the 
treadmill from the river into a cistern, from which it flows through the main sewers daily, 
and through the others communicating with the privies once a week. The drinking-water is 
supplied by means of pipes, from a source about a mile distant, at an elevation hi^ier than 
the prison, and consequently easily conducted to all parts of the building. 

The prisoner.-, on their entrance, are examined by the medical officer, and bathed, and a 
prison dress is given them — their own clothes being fumigated in an oven and then placed 
in store. _ The baths used for this pui-pose being in the hospital, which is an inconvenient 
locality, it would be highly desirable to have another bath, with a proper reception-room, 
near the entiMiice. 



'I here are 84 ceils and 21 rooms wiih beds. Of the latter, five are day-rooms, including 
the school-room, fitted up with beds fur the purpose. There is also a large store-room over 
the null-house which, on an emergency, might contain 20 beds. The bedding appears good, 
and, very properly, includes sheets— bedsteads, however, are requ.red in some of the wards. 
Much inconvenience Would be spared were cots substituted for the clumsy iron bedsteads, 
which sometimes contain three men. The pri-oners tnke their meals in their cells. Class- 
hcation is attempted and silence enforced with some success. The prisoners wash in buckets 
in the yards. In the kitchen the usual steam apparatus, intended originally for potatoes, is 
now used for cooking the stirab >ut. There are five solitary cells, each wiiii a yard before it, 
and wanned by iron pipes, but I think hnrilly sufficiently ventilated.

There is one alleged lunatic, a very interesting-looking little girl, who has been here for 
some time, and will soon be removed. She is in fact idiotic from epileptic fits.

The Board meet on the firet Monday in every month, when there Is always a sufficient 
attendance. That they take an Interest in the prison was apparent from two of the mem- 
bers being kind enough to accompany me through it. 

General Observations. • OouenU oiserrationa. 

I have nothing to add to the foregoing observations, except to express a hope, that should 
the time arrive when the occupants of this gaol shall be reduced to the average limits, the 
same good management that is now so apparent in all the departments, will enforce a system 
of works by which every inmate may be employed in productive labour, while at the same 
time receiving the benefits of moral instruction.

This includes forty-six males and one female under sentence of transportation. The large 
proportion of female prisoners appears worthy of observation. The whole number shows an 
increase of five over that at the last inspection. 

The accommodation is of course too limited for this crowd. There are sixty single cells ; 
and besides these, three of nine solitary cells that are in the old gaol are used for the 
lunatics. There are sixteen rooms, with beds, in the old gaol, which contain the females, 
debtors, and lunatics. The cells are fitted with fixed iron bedsteads, and when there is more 
than one inmate a cot is added. If the bedsteads were altogether discarded, and cots 
generally adopted, the same numbers might be placed in the cells without resorting lo the 
practice of allowing more than one to sleep in a bed. Sheets are used, which not only in- 
duces cleanliness but saves the bedding from wear. Classification is necessarily imperfect, 
and silence is not attemped to be enforced. The prisoners have their meals in the day- 
rooms and wash in the open yards, except when they make use of washing-sheds which 
are erected in some of the yards. They are examined by the surgeon when admitted, but 
not bathed unless it be thought necessary j they are then clad in gaol clothing, their own 
being washed if required. The prison dresses being fabricated entirel^jr of cotton, seem, as 
has been adverted to in former Reports, hardly warm enough for winter wear, and frieze 
cloth would perhaps be preferable. 1 observed that the utensils were of earthenware instead 
of tin, as is usually the case. This may be more cleanly, but the breakage must be very 
great. 

The prison is dry, and there is agood supply of water from a well and also from the river, 
from each of which sources it is raised by a different pump— one of which is worked by the 
treadwheel, the other by hand. By this means o flow is provided for the yards, but it is 
unfortunate that there are no means of forcing a stream daily through the privies, which 
are in a filihy state. In winter the water from the gutters of the roof in part effect 
this. The kitchen is very good, and furnished with four boilers, which are more than is 
required. 

There are two men to keep watch every night, but these do not enter the corridors, and 
consequently cannot tell what is going on in the cells. 



'Employment and Schools, 

Besides the treadwheel and stone-breaking, some trade employments are carried on ; and 
since the last inspection four small rooms have been constructed, each holding a loom, and 
provided with a fireplace. The prison clothes are made up in it, and the linen wove for the 
shirting and sheeting. There is however still a deficiency of workshops and storage. 

One turnkey is a weaver and another a carpenter, but instruction in other trades is only 
obtained from the prisoners themselves, out of whom a regular succession of tradesmen and 
apprentices is kept up. The employments, when I was there, were.as follows : —

There is a schoolmaster regularly appointed, who is also a turnkey, but does not generally 
do duty as one. He gives each day two hours’ instruction (assisted by the turnkeys) to the 
whole of the adult males, in thetr different classes. The boys have two hours besides. I 
happened lo be present during the lessons, and can testify to the attentive manner in which 
they were received. A school registry is kept, but on examining it I could not find that 
much progi'ess is shown. 
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Female F^artnieni. 

The females are disposed in two classes through the rooms of the old gaol. One class is 
mainly composed of those who are nursing. Owing to the crowded slate of the department 
two additional rooms have been taken from the debtors’ side and added to it. Bedsteads are 
greatly required, much of the bedding having to be placed on the floor. 

All the linen is washed here in a very low laundry, which is not ventilated in a manner to 
carry off the steam. A drying-room also is much required. The matron finds it almost 
impossible to manage such a large department single-handed, and an assistant ought certainly 
to be allowed her. For the same reason the femmes get hardly any schooling, only a short 
time on Sundays being devoted by the matron for this purpose. 



T>ieta.ry. 

The Board of Superintendence had not yet adopted the new dietary, and in the meantime 
the following one was in use, which (it is unnecessary to observe) has never been sanctioned 
by the Court of Queen’s Bench, and is therefore illegal; — 

Breakfast — Eight ounces of meal in stirabout, and one pint of buttermilk. Dinner One 

pound_ of bread, and one pint of sweet-milk. For vagrants, &c. : Breakfast — Six ounces of 
meal in stirabout, and half a pint of buttermilk. Dinner— Six ounces of meal in stir- 
about, and half a pint of buttermilk. Supper — Four ounces of bread, and half a pint of 
new-milk. Infants under two years, eight ounces of bread, and half a pint of sweet-milk daily. 

The bread, which is the best wheat, is of excellent quality. 

BooJss and Accounts. 

The books and accounts are exceedingly well kept by the 
clerk. There is a large variety of books, and the checks or 
very effective but rather elaborate plan. The bills are pa 
the chairman and two of the members of the Board of 
Injector.

The turnkeys appear smart and active men, and wear an exceedingly neat uniform. 

Hospital 

This is hardly sufficient. For the males there are two large rooms and two smaller ones 
inside; and for the females there are two rooms, adjoining which are the apartments for 
female lunatics, consisting of three rooms, two of which are however reserved for fever cases. 

Notwithstanding the great care bestowed by the surgeon, Mr. Thompson, the gaol appears 
to be in an unhealthy state, compared with others. There were twenty-two patients, including 
four cases of fever. 

The medicines are made up in the county infirmary by a salaried apothecary. 

Lunatics. 

Tills gaol is fortunate in possessing only four of this unfortunate class. They ar 
males, and beyond being very noisy, are not otherwise troublesome. They are kept sep 
from the rest, with a special turnkey in charge. 

Board of Superintendence. 

The Board meet the first Thursday in each month, generally with a full attendan 
members. The accounts are then passed and the payments made, as before obse 
There is always a balance in hand. 

General Observations. 

Both the Local Inspector, the Rev. Mr. Rogers, and the Governor, Mr. Campbell, aj 
zealous and experienced officers, and the gaol altogether seems clean and well regu. 

I have little to add to the preceeding observations, by which it will be seen that neitne 
hospital nor the female department are provided with sufficient accommodation even 
posing the average number of prisoners to be again reduced to that of former years. 

The number of re-committals were — males, 112 ; females, 87 . 

Bridewells.

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of the court-house over the bridewell. The drainage is bad, there being no fall, and a cess- 
pool about to he constructed. There is no female yard, which is a great defect The keeper’s 
book was correctly kept, and the place very clean. 

Cloffher . — There was one female prisoner in this bridewell, which contains one day-room 
and one cell, and a sleeping- room up steirs for males, and the same accommodation for 
females. There b plenty of water from a pump. The keeper was absent at Omagh, but 
the place and book appeared well kept. 

J)ttnijannon . — This bridewell contains, in the male department, two day-rooms and eight 
cells 5 there are also two yards. In the female department there are also two yards and two 
day-rooms, and one large sleeping apartment. There is a pump for water. No main sewer 
exists at present, but one is about being made. Sheets are used on the beds, and the whole 
prison was in excellent order. 

There is a matron, and also a turnkey to assist the keeper, as culprits are sent here to 
undergo short terms of imprisonment. As, however, it has not been proclaimed a district 
bridewell, such sentences must be illegal ; and before its erection into a district bridewell 
considerable alterations and additions will be necessary.

This is 95 more than were confined there on the last inspection, and includes 72 male 
and three feiasle convicts, sentenced to transportation. To accommodate all these, the 
prison contains 91 cells and 11 rooms with beds. The greater part of the cells are fur- 
nished with one iron bedstead, and some larger ones with two. It is frequently necessary 
to put five prisoners in the large cells ; this is effected by placing some of the bedding on 
the floor. It would be far preferable were the bedsteads removed, and cots or hammocks 
used throughout the prison. The disposition of so many could then be more conveniently 
arranged, and the very objectionable practice avoided of placing more than one man in each 
The prison ^peared perfectly dry and clean, and I was informed was in good repair. 
The drainage is effective — a stream of water being diverted from the river, and carried 
through the sewers, which are thus kept thoroughly cleansed. The water for <ienera! use 
IS raised from a well by means of the treadwheel, and distributed through the°wards and 
yards._ The prisoners are classed in the manner prescribed in the Act, hut this arrange- 
ment is greatly interfered with, owing to the number of convicts sentenced to transportation, 
whose conduct has been so violent that it has been judged advisable {in the absence of a 
guard, and with an insufficient number of turnkeys) to distribute them amongst the other 
prisoners, some of whom are considered sufficiently trustworthy to check their proceedings. 
Even the class of poor debtors has some of them allotted to it. This of course is a practice 
which presumed necessiiy can alone justify. In this state of things it is in vain to expect 
that any reguUr system could be carried out. Silence was formerly enforced, but this is 
not now attempted. In consequence of complaints respecting the convicts, a policeman 
has been ordered to do duty at mght with the two turnkeys, who go rounds through the 
corridors— a veryjaudable custom, which is too often neglected in this country. The meals 
are always taken in the cells. The prisoners on reception are examined by the surgeon, 
and generally bathed or washed and then clothed in prison dresses, unless they are tolerably 
neat and clean. Their own clothes are washed in cold water and put in storef but not fumi- 
hospital the oiher in the store-room, and seldom 
used, ihe prisoners daily ablutions are made in buckets' in the yards. This, in bad

Profit on prisoners’ work since 1st January, 1849, £31 ISs. Qd. All the gaol clothing 
as well as the materials are made here, likewise the bed-tickens, and sheets, and most of the 
blankets; as also all the iron and tin work required. There are eight workshops, each 
adjoining a day-room, and a large yard for stone-breaking, surrounded with stalls, in which 
the prisoners are able to work separate from each other. IVo of the men are emnloved as 
cooks. ^ 

Since the last inspection one of the turnkeys has been regularly appointed schoolmaster 
by the National Board of Education He takes exclusive chargeof the juvenile class, which 
is taught in two large rooms for three hours daily ; the others are instructed by the turnkeys 
of their respective classes. The schoolmaster keeps a register, but this, being in the form 
prescribed bv the Education Board, does not show the progress made by each scholar. I 

was informed, however, that the improvement of the juveniles was very encouraging many 

who were admitted three months ago unable to spell, now reading the Second Book of the 
Education Board. 



Female Department. Female Departroeot. 

This is located in two distinct buildings with a yard between them, originally constituting 
the old gaol, and is in a somewhat dilapidated state, the bedsteads particularly so. One ot 
these buildings contains two classes in eight large cells and a day-room. Another class ' 

(formed of the best characters) occupies the other house, containing five ceils up stairs. The 
laundry (as observed in the last Report) is loo small, and a drying-room Is much wanted. I 
understand Uiat it is contemplated to raise the upper part, but a reconstruction of the whole 
of this department seems necessary, particularly as some of the cells are now overlooked by 
the railway. 

The women have something more than one hour’s instruction daily from the matron and 
her assistant. 

Dietary. 

Breakfast — 8 oz. of oatmeal in stirabout, with 1 pint of buttermilk, Dinner — 1 lb. of 
good white bread, with 1 pint of new-railk. 

The provisions are regularly inspected by the chaplains. The bread is supplied by con- 
tract, and of good quality. The milk (if unskimmed) not very rich. 

Books and Accounts. BocJis and Accoouts. 

The books are well and correctly kept by the deputy-governor, and the system of checks 
sufficient, except with respect to the bread ; this I was assured would hereafter be remedied. 

The accounts are looked over quarterly by the Board of Superintendence, and payments 
made half-yearly. The contracts iu general for six months, those for milk and fuel for 
twelve months, 

The prices are — Bread, the i lb. loaf, oatmeal, per cwt., 13s. 6d. ; meat, per lb., Srf.; 
new-mifk, per gallon, 5^d. ; buttermilk, per gallon, ; salt, per stone, 6r?.

The necessity of a Presbyterian cliaplain seems hardly obvious, as I understand that it is 
some years since any prisoners of that persuasion were confined here ; nevertheless, J have 
no doubt that this gentleman’s ministrations, which are constantly made, are of great use, 
being well attended. 

The turnkeys all wear uniform and sleep in the prison, and appear to me, without excep- 
tion, active and respectable officers. 

Hospital. Hospital. 

This is a good building, perfectly detached from the others, and divided for the two 
sexes. It contains on each side two sleeping rooms and a day-room. There were only 
12 sick when I was there, two of them cholera cases— one convalescent, the other expected 
to recover. 

There is a salaried apothecary who compounds and supplies all the medicines. 

Lunatics. L\inatics. 

There was only one of this class — a female. 
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Board of Superintendence, 

The Board meet once a month, and frequently oftener if required to do so. There is 
generally a good attendance, the members taking much interest in the affairs of the gaol. 

General Obsercatiom. 

This is a well-constructed prison, and very clean, and properly ventilated. The prisoners 
appeared well disciplined and made no complaints. The works carried on in spue of tlie 
excessive crowdit^, and the apprehension inspired by the convicts, reflect credit on the 
Governor, Mr. 'Ij-rrell, who appears a steady and zealous officer. The conduct of the con- 
victs sentenced to transportation gave much disquiet, and seriously interfered with the dis- 
cipline of the prison. Two were in irons for repeated attempts to escape. I trust that the 
efforts now making will soon enable the Government to rid the prison of these characters, and 
that a regular reformatory system may again be introduced, and carried on under happier 
circumstances. 

Brideieet/. 

iloate. This bridewell is under the superintendence of the governor of the county gaol, 

and in good order. There were there nine prisoners, eight m^es and one female, on the 
day of my visit. It consists of one cell connected with the day-room for the females below, 
and above on the first floor, one day-room and two large and four small cells for males. 
There are also four large rooms under the court-house, which are used in time of sessions. 
There is a good supply of water from a well. The sewerage is defective 5 the privies com- 
municating with cesspools, which are occasionally emptied. The bedding clean, but a new 
supply of blankets wanted. The books correct, and the keeper apparently attentive.

State and Accommodation. 

On the inspection of 1848 there were in custody 141 ; the above return shows a small 
decrease since that period. The accommodation consists of seventy-five cells, three 
solitary ones, and six rooms with beds. There were eighteen convicts confined here at the 
time of my visit ; they were kept separate from the other prisoners. All the clothing, 
except the frieze for jackets, is manufactured in the gaol. The prisoners take their meals 
in the cells, which is an improvement, as formerly they took them in the day-rooms. The 
re-committals for the last year were very few, only seven males and twelve females. The 
total number of commitments amounted to 1595 ; of these SSO were for drunkenness. The 
punishments for thesame ])eriodwere 770. Very few vagrants are now committed to this 
gaol i formerly there were a great number ; one woman was eighteen months in and out, 
having been re-committed ei^teen times during that period. The course now adopted by 
the local magistrates is, to commit vagrants and drunkards for twenty-four hours, and 
during that period they do not get any food in the gaol. 

'Employment and Schools. 

There were seven looms at full and useful employment at the time of my visit; and a 
ood number, of the prisoners were at work making clogs, nails, mats, tailoring, and stone- 
reakin^. The profits of works for the past year was £131 4s. 5d. There is no school- 
master, but the turnkeys instruct the prisoners in classes for three hours daily. 

Female Bepartmenl. 

This department is divided into two classes, under the charge of the matron and her 
assistant. The accommodation is very bad and limited, and renders it impossible to cany

The above return shows an increase of 202 over the number at the last inspeclton, the 
highest number for the year being 767- There were 1. <54 male convicts and only three fenmles ; 
seventy of the former were to be removed to Spike Island on ilie Monday following. There 
are li’S cells six solitary cells, and fourteen rooms used as sleeping apartments. The cells 
have four cots in each. The cots, bedding, blankets, and clothing ore all made in the gaol. 
The beds are laid on the fioors of the sleeping-rooms, which is unavoidable from the crowded 

^^^Cbssi'ficaionh strictly observed. The storage is very good, and a sufficient supply of 
water is raised by the trendwlieel and an engine worked by the prisoners sentenced to hard 
labour. There is also a bakery where all the bread is made for the use of the prisoners ; 
a baker is employed at £95 per annum. A large building in the town, formerly^ the gaol, 
and at a later period used as a police barrack, has been made an auxiliary prison since April 
last, and is under the charge ot the Governor of the gaol. Tlierewere 146 male prisoners 
confined in it (nearly all of them employed at sione-bvcaking) at the time of my inspection. 
It is deplorable to see the very great number of young boys confined in both the prisons, 
nearly all of them for cattle or sheep stealing. There were two little children, one eight and 
the other nine years old (brothers), sentenced to one month’s imprisonment for stealing a 
few beans from a field. Those creatures were sent in a distance of fourteen miles from 
petty sessions, what is to become of them when they are discharged, God knows, I should 
say they were fitter objects for the workhouse than for a gaol. 



Era[*li‘ 5 Tueni ttiul Emj)lo^ntent and Schools, 

The employment is on a good and extensive system. The Governor finds work, of one 
kind or another, for nearly all the prisoners, and a great variety of trades are carried on. 
Weaving, shoemaking, tailoring, matmaking, carpenters and smiths’ w'ork, together with 
stone-breaking, picking oakum, and cutting hemp. Each turnkey keeps a work ledger, 
which shows the employment of every prisoner in bis class. There were forty-eight male 
prisoners discliarged this year, able to earn their bread by trades laught them during their 
confinement in the gaol. The profits of works for tlie year were i;433 16s. \d. A paid 
schoolmaster is employed at ±'S0 a-year, who teaches tlie prisoners iti classes. There were 
sixty-four males and twenty-one females taught to read and write during the year. 



Female Department. 



Female Dc])tirtment. 

This department is well superintended by the matron, who has two assistants. A great 
number ot the prisoners were employed at knitting, carding, spinning, and washing, needle- 
work and prison duties. They all appeared healthy and were well clad. They are divided 
into two classes, according to character. The laundry is well constructed and roomy'; there 
is no drying apparatus, which is much required. 



Dietary. Dietari/. 

Tlie dietary is as follows : — 

Breakfast — Oatmeal and new-milk. Dinner — Rye-meal and seconds flour, and new-inilk. 
It is inspected daily by one of the chaplains, who visit the gaol alternately. I saw the break- 
fasts and dinners prepared, and both were of good quality

General Observations. 



This gaol js well conducted. The Governor, Mr. Giles Darcy (although. a youns man, 
having lately succeeded his father in the office), appears to have all the requisites for con- 
ducting' so important an establishment: active, zealous, and intelligent; he is perfectly ac- 
quaintea with all thedetails of the different employments carriefl on in each department and 
considering the very crowded state of the gaol, the order, cleanliness, and regularity through- 
out all its branches, leave few things to be amended and little to suggest 

Bridewells. ■ ^ 

The bridewells are all under the superintendence of the Governor of the gaol. I found 
them all m a very clean and satisfactory state. 

Tulla — There were five male and two female prisoners in this bridewell. It contains rt^o 
day-rooms, and on the first floor five cells for males and two for females. There were over 
100 pnsoners confined here during the last quarter sessions. The dietary costs fouruence 
per head per day. 

Six-mik-hridt/e. — There were only two male prisoners confined here; there were lU 
during the last quarter sessions. The keeper has been in charge of the bridewell for nearly 
forty years, and during that long period there has not been a single escape. The dietary 
costs threepence per head per day. The prison was remarkably clean, and the books 
correct. 

This bridewell was very clean, and the books correct; there were six male 
prisoners and one female at the time of my visit It is a roomy building, but not well con- 
structed. It is frequently visited by the Local Inspector. The dietary costs fourpence per 
head per day. 

Ennistymon. — There were eight male prisoners and one female in this bridewell at the time 
of my inspection. All the males were committed for absconding with the workhouse clothing. 
The bridewell is frequently visited by the Local Inspector, Archdeacon Whitty. There 
were seventy prisoners confined here ciuringthelast quarter sessions. The dietary costs four- 
pence halfpenny per head per day. The place was dean and the books correct. 

• . Killahe.—'Lh\% is a well-constructed and well-built bridewell. It was remarkably clean at 
the time of my visit; there were six male prisoners and one female.. Tt isfrequently visited 
by the Local In-pecior, the Rev. Mr. Edwards.

Employnient and Schools. 

The turnkey teaches the invenile classes for two hours each day ; the adults are not 
insmeS ffi edncational eSneerns, bnt this is amply made np for by the very ex.ens.ve 
emoWmen. a. various tradea The c.pstan-m.ll employs sixty pepons, and ,5 eonslmcted 
on a principle that can be still further extended. Two of the turnkeys are excellent shoe- 
loakers another is a competent baker ; and various other trades are earned on under Mr. 
Lloyd's supervision, which enables him to supply all the manufactured articles requisite for 
the accommodaiion of this extensive prison. 

Female "Department. 

I found this department well conducted by the matron and her ^sistants. The erection 
of a shed for the female prisoners to work in appears to be a very desirable accommodation, 
and as the kitchen U small, the cooking for the hospital is done, without much inconve- 
nience, in an adjoining room. Nearly all the female prisoners were at their respective 
employments. 

Dietary. 

Breakfast— Six ounces Indian meal and two ounces rice made into stirabout, and one 
pint of new-milk. Dinner— One pound of bread and one pint of new-miik. 

The provisions are regularly inspected. 

"Books and Accounts. 

The books and accounts are kept correctly. I consider the provision contracts very 
reasonable: Indian meal, 7«. 9d. per cwt.; bread, \d. per lb.; and sweet-milk, S^d. per 
gallon.

The accommodation tor the above consists of ninety-two cells and six sleepine apartments* 
i here were 189 prisoners confined in the gaol over the number at the last inspection the 
greatest number for the year being 807, which was on the 22nd of February last. There 
were hliy-three conyicis--all males. Notwithstanding the very crowded state of the iraol 
It was rernarkably dean in all its departments. The supply of water is good ; but the 
sewerage is very bad, and the consequence was, that in some parts of the prison the smell 
was most offensive. The treadwheel was undergoing repair at the time of my visit • when 
in order it forms a most useful adjunct to the establi^mcnt. It turns a mill which grinds a 
sufficient quantity of meal for the use of the prison ; it has a small tuck-mill attached to id 
which Mswers for scouring blankets, frieze, &c., &c. ; and a machine for grinding bones 
also. Ihe mill, with a kiln for drying corn, and the machine for grinding bones, were all 
erected at a cost not exceeding £130. It would be most desirable if other gaols in Ireland 
turned the treadmills to a like account. 



Employment and Schools. Em'ploymcnt acU ' 

The principal employment of the prisoners is in breaking stones. There were fifty-four 
Of them thus occupied when I visited the gaol. Limestone is purchased at 7Jrf. per ton 5 
and after being broken sufficiently small for roads or draining purposes, is sold at Qd. for 
24 cwt., which is something under first cost; but this course is adopt^ rather than have 
the prisoners day idle. There were four looms at work, three shoemakers, nnd three 
tailors. ^ A paid schoolmaster has lately been employed ; sixty-two prisoners were under bis 
instruction at the time of my visit, and they appeared to be well arranged in classes ; the 
master appeared to understand bis business very well ; and the Governor gave him a good 
ch^aracter for attention and ability. Tliose excellent and philanthropic ladies, the Sisters of 
Mercy, frequently visit the prison ; two of them were giving moral instruction to a number 
of convicts during my inspection ; and they appeared to be listened to with the deepest 
attention by the prisoners. . ... - 

Female Department.. Female DeparUneat. 

This part of the prison has been lately divided by a wall across the yard, which admits of 
two classes being formed. The matron seemed to be efficient and anxious to perform her 
duties. There were several of the female prisoners employed in carding, sewing, knitting, 
and needle-work in fourteen small separate sheds. They were all tolerably well clad, and 
appeared healthy. 



Dietary. 

The new dietary has been adopted since the 1 st instant. Potatoes were used twice In the 
week, but have lately been abandoned from the difficulty of getting them sound, and at a 
reasonable price. The present dietary is as follows ; — 

Class 1 . Males. — Breakfast — Eight ounces meal in stirabout, half a pint new-milk. 

Dinner — Fourteen ounces bread, one pint new-milk. 

Class 2 . Females. — Breakfast — Seven ounces meal in stirabout, half a pint new-milk. 

Dinner — Twelve ounces bread, three-quarters of a pint new-milk. 

Class 3. Males and Females under ten years. — Breakfast — Five ounces meal in stirabout, 
half a pint new-milk. Dinner — Ten ounces bread, half a pint hew-milk. Supper — Four 
ounces bread, one naggin and a half new-milk.

General Observations. 

It is most satisfactory to see the exertions made by the Board of Superintendence and the 
Grand Jury, to meet the current expenses of the gaol ; and considering the embarrassed 
stateof the county finances, it is most creditable to them to have the bil s so regulariy 
discharged. The contracts for bread (which is composed of half Indian meal and halt flour) 
are taken at A>d. the four pound loaf, whereas it is 5^. m the to^vn gaol, from inability to 
meet the engagements regularly. The Governor, Mr. Ryan, it is evi^nt, »s ^eden 
man, most fumane and attentive to the prisoners, and the duties ot his office. Indeed, it 
is but iustice to state, that, under verj- trying circumstances, the management ot the prison 
altogether reflects the highest credit on the Hoard of Superintendence and the officers ot 
the establishment. 

Bridewells. 

The bridewells of this county are all under the immediate superintendence of the Local 
Inspector, the Rev. Mr. D’Arcy, whose constant attention to those minor p/‘sons deserves 
the highest praise. I visited them as follows Portumna, October 18th : Woodford, same 
day ; 19lb, tyrecouTL and Baliinasloe ; 22nd, Oughterard and Clifden ; and 25th, Loughrea 
and Gort 1 found them all clean and in good order. There were very few con- 

fined in them at the lime of my inspection. There were no complaints. My colleague; 
visited Tuam bridewell, and reported it to be clean and orderly.

1 shul! not readily forget my first visit to the gaol of Galway. I cannot describe the 
wretched state in which I found its unfortunate inmates. Some of them half naked and 
without shoes, others clad in miserable and filthy rags and tremblihg with cold. Under 
tliese circumstances I felt it my duty to order forty suits of clothing, being empowered to do 
so by the 87th section of the Prisons Act. I left the voucher accordingly with the Local 
Inspector, who appears to be a very humane gentleman, and most anxious to remove the 
evils to which 1 have referred, but unfortunately his powers are very limited. The following 
letter, which I received from this gentleman the day after my visit, will show the embarrassed 
stale of the funds of the gaol. 

James Galwet, Inspector-General. 



GalwAT, October 20, 1849. 

Sir, 

In accordance with your desire that I should fomish you with a memorandum in reference to 
tlie embarrassed state of our gaol, I beg to submit a short statement of the difficulties with which 
the officials of tlie prison have had to contend for a considerable time. 

You ai-e already aware, fi-om your inspection tliis day, that the building was originally intended 
for about fifty prisoners, and that the average number confined in past years never exceeded th^y, 
and yet some six months since the prison presented the deplorable sight of 320 miserable beings 
together within its walls. This state of tbin'gs was bad enough, but when superadded to the embai- 
i-assmcnta arising from want of fiinds to piurchase provisions, bedding, and other necessaries for so 
large and unusual a number, you will at once perceive that we had a duty in^osed upon us of no 
ordinary kind. 

From the irregularity of the collection and payment of the pubhc assessments, the prison has been 
progressively getting into debt for the last four years. The sums presented at the several assizes 
have not been paid in due course, consequently the contractors’ accounts have remained unsettled, 
and they feel natui-ally reluctant to supply the place with food, except at very exorbitant rates, some- 
times nearly double tlie market price. 

This is truly a ruinous system, and if persevered in we shall become literally insolvent. 

The pay of the officers Is also in arrear, and the case of the turnkeys is one of great hardship ; 
they have’^families to support, and are really in a very destitute condition. We cannot expect to 
find zeal or efficiency in men so cii-cumstanced, indeed I only wonder that they perform then- duties 
so well.

The above return shows the increase of 175 over the number at the last inspection, and 
the accommodation consists of only sixty-four single cells, eighteen double ones, and four 
rooms with beds. The single cells are only nine feet lo^ by five and a half broad, and in 
most.of them as many as six persons are put to sleep. The working sheds. and chapels are 
also converted into deeping apartments. There were sixty-three male convicts and one 
female. • JNo ciassification is attempted. Tlie greatest portion of the prisoners were confined' 
for sheep and cattle stealing, and amongst them sixty-six boys under sixteen years of age. 
Many of the prisoners were wretchedly clad, and without shoes ; the Local Inspector, how- 
ever, assured me that a supply should be given to the most destitute, otherwise 1 should 
have felt it my duty to give an order to that effect. The punishments were very few, only 
thirty-two altogether since the 30tb of August last. The number of commitments during 
the last year was 3,137, and recommitment?, 514. 



Emjilo>/iiient and Schools. 

There is very little employment at present carried on in the gaol; in fact, there is no 
room._ Spme apartments in the upper story, not hitheito made use of, were being fitted up, 
which will give additional accommodation lor carrying on useful labour. There is no school, 
nor has there been any for a considerable time back. Until the gaol became so overcrowded, 
the. profits of works were considerable, as will be seen by the following return to the 1st 
November last ; —

■ It was gratifying to find this department remarkably clean and orderly, notwithstanding 
its very limited accommodation. The matron, Miss Riovdan, who has been lately appointed, 
acted as assistant for near six years, and appears to have profited by her experience. It is 
to be regretted that here again there is no school ; but the greater number of the prisoners 
were employed at spinning, knitting, and needle-work. 

Dietarp. 

The dietary was according to regulation, and was as follows : — 

Class 1. — £ight ounces meal and rice, and half a pint of milk, for breakfast ; fourteen 
■onnees bread, or four pounds of potatoes, and one pint of milk, for dinner.

The liospital, even under ordinary circumstances, is altogether too small. At the time of 
my visit there were thirty-five sick, nineteen of whom were in a miserable shed, which 
appeared to me to be damp, cold, and comfortless. The medicines are purchased in Cork, 
and made up in the surgery. Until lately, an apothecary was employed, who charged his 
own prices for medicine; the coftsequence was, that in the half-year ending the 1st 
November, 1847, as appeared by the hospital account, the charge (and which was paid) 
amounted to the enormous sura of £232 14s. 9d. ; whereas, for the half-year ending the 
1st November last, the cost of medicine for nearly double the number of prisoners was 
£68 17s. Qd. 



TjUnatics. Lunatics. 

There were eight male and six female lunatics ; they were kept separate from the other 
prisoners. I have applied to the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums with a view to their removal 
from the gaol. The constant attention required for the care of this unfortunate class is a 
serious addition to the duties of the Governor and Matron; it would, therefore, be most 
desirable that they should be transmitted to their proper asylums whenever it is at all 
practicable.

The Board have no fixed days of meeting. They are summoned occasionally by the 
Local Inspector ; and I was informed that the attendance is not by any means regular.

General Ohs&rvationa. Genewl Observadons. 

Under the circumstances of its being so overcrowded, and the want of accommodation, I 
am bound to state that I found this gaol remarkably clean and regular throughout all its 
branches. The Local Inspector, the Rev. Mr. Denny, has been appointed only since May 
last; he appears to me to be most indefatigable and attentive. The Governor, Mr. Crean 
(who acted as deputy for many years), was appointed at the same time; he is a steady quiet 
man, and seems most anxious to perform his duties to the best of his abilities. Both these 
officers, it is evident, pay particular attention to the financial department; last year the 
gaol was £84 4s. ?id. in debt, and up to the 1st November lost the credit was .£145 Os. 3rf. 

The Grand Jury at the last assizes presented a sum of £2,600 for the erection of an hos- 

S 1 and other additions to the gaol, but no contractor was found to undertake the work as 
down by the plans and specifications of the county surveyor. It is intended to apply at 
the next presentment sessions for a sum sufficient to build an hospital only ; the Local 
Inspector assured me that there was no doubt of its piassing and being sanctioned by the 
Grand Jury. It is also intended to erect a capstan mill, which will grind corn and raise 
water for the use of the gaol, and at the same time afford considerable employment for those 
sentenced to hard labour. I would direct the attention of the Board of Superintendence to 
the cost of dietary in the bridewells : it appears to me to be altogether too high — the charge 
being from brl. to Id. per head per day ; whereas in the county gaol it is 2d. for males, and 
l4d. for females. At Glin, only three miles from Tarbert, the cost is 4d. ; at Bruff, Groom,

The aecommodotion consists of sixty-two single, and four solitary cells, and eleven rooms 
with beds. There -were twenty-eight male and five female convicts. Eighteen of the cells 
are used for separate confinement, which are appropriated to the use of the junior prisoners. 
All the prisoners are supplied with gaol clothing. A great portion of them, tried and un- 
tried, were committed for cattle and sheep stealing. The linen is all washed^ in the gaol. 
There is no treadwheel. There were only twenty-three entries in the punishment book 
since the 1st of January last. There were no complaints. 

Emjploynient and Schools. 

Useful employment is carried on but to a very limited extent in this gaol. There was none 
at the time of my inspection but stone-breaking and picking oakum. The former was going 
on to some extent, and gives but a trifling profit. The contractor for the road which passes 
through the town delivers the stones, and after being broken by the prisoners, draws them 
a<rain, at Zd. per ton. The male prisonei's are instructed for three hours each day by a paid 
schoolmaster, who is non-resident 5 his salary is £20 a-year. The following is his report 
from the 1st of January last:— _ 

Taught to read, 76 ; taught to write, 45 ; spelling, bU. 

The schoolmaster also assists in keeping the books and accounts of the gaol. 

Female Department. 

The females are divided into two classes, under the superintendence of the matron and 
her assistant ; a few of them were employed in knitting, and a few others sewing. They 
all receive school instruction daily for three hours, divided into classes. The laundry is 
very small, and there is no drying loft. The cells and day-rooms of this department were 
particularly clean and well ventilated. 

Dietary. 

The dietaiy was of good quality, and strictly according to the late order, viz. ; — ^ 

Breakfast. — Males—eight ounces meal in stirabout, and half a pint of new-milk. For 
females — seven ounces of meal in stirabout, and half a pint of new-milk. 

Dinner. — Males — fourteen ounces brown bread, and one pint of new-milk. Females. — 
twelve ounces brown bread, and three-quarters pint of new-milk._ 

Children under ten years. — Breakfast — five ounces meal in stirabout, and half a pint of 
new-milk. Dinner — ten ounces brown bread, and half a pint new-milk. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb. IJtZ . ; oatmeal, per cwt. 12«. 6rf.; meat, per lb. 5d. ; new-milk, 
per gal. 6Jcf. ; salt, per stone, S^d. 

Books and Accounts. 

The books and accounts appeared all to be correct. The provision book is filled in from 
pass-books by the schoolmaster, which is a check upon the general dietary account.

I found this prison clean and orderly in all its departments, and the whole building in a 
most excellent state of repair. It is to be regretted that some useful or profitable employ- 
ment is not adopted, which, under good management, would soon cause a great saving to the 
lands of the establishment. Unfortunately, none of the turnkeys are tradesmen. Ail the 
clothing IS contracted for; a great saving might he effected by having it manufactured in 
the gaol. I regret to add that it was reported to me that the Roman Catholic chaplain has 
not inspected the food for the last twelve months, a duty which the Protestant chaplain alone 
performs. This neglect has been the subject of remark at the two former inspections.

On the day of my visit it will he seen there were 232 prisoners confined in the gaol, 
being eight less than at the last inspection. The accommodation consists of forty-eight 
single cells, four solitary cells, and nine rooms with beds. From the number confined in the 
workhouse (which has been converted into a prison some years since) the gaol did not 
appear to he overcrowded to any great inconvenience. There were eighteen male con- 
victs — they were not separated from the other prisoners. There is no classification. Gaol 
clothing is given to the prisoners, except those confined for short periods. The punishments 
were few. The gaol was clean and in good order. 



Employment and Schooh. Employment and 

There is very little useful employment carried on in this prison ; there was only one Sdwols. 
weaver, one blacksmith, and two sawyers at work at the time of my visit Stones are 
purchased at 8c^. per ton, and after being broken are sold to road contractors. The tread- 
wheel is adapted to no useful purpose. There is a schoolmaster employed at a salary of 
£28 per annum ; he instructs the prisoners daily for two hours ; he also keeps the accounts. 



Female department. Female Department 

This department (which is in the workhouse) appears to be well conducted, and a number 
of the women were employed at needle-work, spuming, and knitting. The matron gives 
daily instraction in reading and writing. The prisoners all appeared healthy, and their 
clothing was very good. 

EietOJry. Dicliay. 

Males: Breakfast — Eight ounces of meal, two-third.sconsistingof Indian meal and one-third 
of oatmeal, and half a pint of new-milk. Dinner — Fourteen ounces of brown bread, and 
one pint of new-milk. Females : — Breakfast — Seven ounces meal, two-thirds consisting of 
Indian meal and one-third of oatmeal, and half a pint of new-milk. Dinner— Twelve ounces 
of brown bread and three-quarters of a pint of milk. 

The food is regularly inspected by the chaplains. The bread, meal, and milk were of 
excellent quality.

The accounts are kept by the clerk, and they appeared to be all regular. The Governor 
keeps a check-book on the issue of food ; I compared it for different periods with the 
dietary account and pass-books, and they all agreed.

Gcnei'al Observa- General Olservations. 

It is to he regretted that a system of useful employment is not more generally adopted in 
this gaol. It is lamentable to see such a number of the male prisonere without having any 
thing whatever to do. It is to be hoped, however, when the extension to the gaol, now m 
progress of building, is completed, that useful labour may be carried on; and from the 
apparent anxiety of Colonel Jones, the Local Inspector, and the Governor, Mr. Robbins, to 
use their best endeavours to overcome the difficulties with which they have at present to 
contend, I feel convinced that when the opportunity arrives, those officers ■will en’ect much 
in carrying out useful and remunerative employment, without which it is hopeless to ^ta- 
blish either salutary or moi^ai discipline in the gaol. I beg to direct the attention of the 
Board of Superintendence to the great difference that exists with regard to the cost of 
dietary in the bridewells; besides not being according to regulation, it appears to be 
altogether too high at Thomastown and Urlingford, as will be seen on reference to the 
reports as follows : — 

BridewsUs. Bridewells. 

Thomastown.— Taere were six male prisoners confined here at the time of my visit; 
there were 133 altogether since the 1st of October last. The dietary consisted of over & 
pound of bread for breakfast and a pint of new-milk ; the same for dinner. Average 
cost for each prisoner per day, 6^. The bridewell was clean and the books correct. It is 
regularly visited by the Local Inspector, the Rev. Mr. Irwin. 

This bridewell was very clean and orderly at the time of my inspection. It is 
frequently visited by the local magistrates, who regulate the dietary, the cost of which is 
only 2^d. for each prisoner per day. There were eighty-three prisoners confined here since 
the 1st of October last. It is regularly visited by the Local Inspector, the Rev. Mr. 
Stevenson. 



XJrlingford . — There were no prisoners here at the time of my inspectioir, four having 
been transmitted to the county gaol the day previous to my visit. The cost of dietary is 
6rf. per day for each prisoner. At the Thurles bridewell, only six miles from Urlingford, 
it is 3id. The place was clean and orderly. It is regularly visited by the Local Inspector, 
the Rev. Mr, Judge.

This wretohsl oU pnson is tlis ondei-gromd portion of the court-house; its state and 
want of accommodation may be easily described, inasmuch as there is no attempt at classifi- 
cation, no school, no chapel, no hospital, no laundry, or trade employment. There ai-e six 
sleeping-ceils, one solitary cell, and ten rooms with beds. Gaol clothinw is given to some of 
the prisoners, and I regretted to see that many of them stood much m need of it The 
Local Inspector, Mr. Pnm, however promised, that the early attention of the Board should 
be called to the matter, and I consequently did not give any order to furnish clothing 
through the collector of excise, which otherwise I should have felt it my duty to do. The 
bedding and blankets are good, and the proper quantity was furnbhed to the cells and 
sleeping-rooms. 

Emj)loi/ment and Schools. EmploymeBt ana 

Stone-breaking is the only employment, and this is carried on to some extent. The 
Corporation of the city supply stones, also hammers and shovels ; when the stones are 
broken they are drawn and put out on the streets. As before stated there is no school.

Ihis part of the gad is as well managed as circumstances will admit of; the rooms are 
even more dark and gloomy than the remainder of the prison. 

Dietaiy. 

The dietary is as follows : — 

Breakfast — Nine ounces Indian meal and three-quarters ofa pint of new-milk. Dinner- 
Nine ounces oatenmeal and three-quarters of a pint of new-milk; Sunday, one pound of 
bread and one pint of new-miik. 

The above is not exactly according to order, but it appears to be sufficient. The prisoners 
looked healthy, and there were no complaints. The food is regularly inspected by the 
chaplains. The bread and meal produced to me were both of excdlent quality.

The books and accounts appeared to be regular; the Local Inspector keeps a check- 
book on the dietary. I compared it with the accounts at different dates, and they were 
correct in every particular.

Whea/is puFchased; dried on a kiln (the fire of which also heate the overt) ; it is ground m 
a haud-mJl worked by the prisoners; a baker is employed at 12s. per week ; and the cost 
of the bread including all expenses, is something less than 1 W. per pou^ ; it is of excellent 
miX Them axe 4r day-rooms for males, and two for females. Tliere are two baths 
5nd two laundriK ; there is also a good water engine, worked by the prisoners sentenced 
to hard labour. 

Em}iloyment and Schools. 

A Great deal appears to have been done towards finding employment for the prisoners. 
It w^ satisfactory to see so many of them at work in weaving, tailonng, smith-work shoe- 
making, stone-breaking, and working the water-engine. There an immense heap o^ 
stones in the outer yard that was broken by the prisoners (probaWy 700 o/ 
these are sold to load contractom, as low as 8d. per ton. , All the clothing. for the pnsonem, 
blankets, bedding, &c., is manufactured in the gaol; turnkeys act as instructors. There 
is a paid schoolmaster, who teaches daily by classes. The matron and her assistant teach 
school in the female department.

The matron and her assistant seem to be both clever and efficient in the discharge 
duUes. The principal occupation of the females is in carding and spuinmg wool and 
The work-rooms are altogether too small to admit of many being employed ; lorty Jemaie^ 
were at work in spinning and carding, iy turns, for it was impossible they all_ wort 
at the same time m a room which is only twenty-one feet by fourteen. The laundry is also 
much too confined. It is intended to erect sheds in both the yards of the temaie depart- 
ment, which will give some additional accommodation for employment. 



The new dietary has been adopted since the first of the month, and is as follows 
For Males — Four ounces of Indian meal and four ounces of oatmeal made into stirabout, 
and half a pint of new-milk, for breakfast. Fourteen ounces of bread, and one pint o 
buttermilk, or four pounds of potatoes and one pint of buttermilk, for dinner. No pnsoneis

For Females — ^Three and a half ounces of Indian meal and three and a halt ounces ot 
oatmeal niade into stirabout, and half a pint of new-milk, for breakfast.

. . . . General Observations. GcnemlObsen-atious. 

This prison, notwithstanding its crowded state, was remarkably clean and well ventilated ; 
the cells, day-rooms, bedding, blankets, 8cc., all show care and attention on the part of the 
governor, matron, and other officers of the establishment. There were no complaints. It 
IS, however, much to be regretted, that the convicts should he allowed, under any circum- 
stances, to mix with the other prisoners. In one class I found fifteen convicts, seven tried 
and eleven untried prisoners ; and in the school-class the convicts also formed part of it. 

This is all most objectionable and irregular ; and I trust that the Board of Superintendence 
will see the necessity of putting a stop to it in future. I should recommend that the old 
wooden bedsteads, which now. occupy one of the day-rooms; should be removed, and ham- 
mocks substituted ; the latter are cleaner and more convenient, as will be seen in the other 
rooms used as sleeping apartments. 

Bridewell. BrideweU. 

' Barsonstown . — This is a district bridewell ; the accommodation consists of two day-rooms, 
with good yards attached to them, and nine cells. There were seventeen male, and four 
female prisoners. My visit was at half-past ten o’clock, and it was only then that the 
breakfasts were being prepared. The lower cells were very dirty; the bedding veiy bad, 
and not folded. Several windows were broken in the cells and day-rooms. TEe yard for 
males was in a most filthy and offensive state, it being made use of instead of the privies 
by the prisoners ; there is no sewerage whatever. There were 1,668 prisoners confined in 
this bridewell from the 1st of January to the 29th September last, the average being about 
thirty. No clergyman ever visits the bridewell, nor are prayers of any kind ever read to 
the prisoners ; neither is there any employment — yet this is oai,lbd a District Bridewell, 
and the keeper’s salary is £40 per annum. There was no in the committal or 
registry book since the 29th September ; and, on my asking tb 

the keeper said he kept it on a sheet of paper, and entered it lu luo ww*.. «.» — 

I asked to see this paper ; but after an absence of five minutes, he returned and said he 
could not find it. There was no entry in the provision or daily state book since the 30th 
September ; one pass-book was produced, in which there was an entry for oatmeal delivered

The turnkeys give occasional instruction, superintended by the clerk, who is paid as a teacher 
in addition to his salary for keeping the books. 

Female Deyartmnt. 

The female department appears to be well conducted by the matron and her assistant, but 
here again the crowded state of the gaol prevents general ernployment being earned on. 
Fortv-Tour cells have been added to this part of the prison lately, but were not quite ready 
for bans occupied at toe time of my visit. There were only a f'evv of toe ’ 

viz., five spinning, five carding, and fifteen at needle-work. The linen is all washed in the 
gaol, which occupies a number of the females two or three days in the w'eek.

General Oiservations. GenertdObs 

_ Tliere is no Local Inspector to this gaol, which, as a general rule, I should say, is objec- 
tionable. I am bound however to state, that notwithstanding the very crowded state of the 
pi ison, it was clean and orderlj' in all its departments. It is deplorable to see so many of 
pris^ers without any employment whatever. The chapel is altogether too small ; the 
Roman Catholic Chaplain officiates twice every Sunday, yet a number of the prisoners, for 
want of room, are unable to attend divine service. A new timber building, intended for an 
hospital, has lately been erected, and I should say, very badly adapted for that purpose; it 
is much too low and confined to admit of good air or ventilation. The physician to the 
prison was present at the time of my visit, and stated that in his opinion the building was alto- 
gether. as to its construction and situation, unfit for an hospital. The Governor complained 
of great inconvenience from the number of visitors that are allowed to see their friends day 
after day. I would suggest to the Board of Superintendence the necessity of putting a limit 
to this indulgence, and having certain houi-s told off for the purpose; even during iny 
inspection, I could see from the number at the gates waiting for admission, that it must inter- 
fere at times with the regular business of the Governor ana turnkeys. A riot took place in 
the convict department on the 10th of September last, but it was immediately suppressed, 
and the ringleaders puuished. 

Bridewells. Brideweila. 



Biitffi. — There were five prisoners confined here at the time of my inspection, twelve having 
been that morning transmitted to the county gaol. There were altogether 104' since the 1st 
October last. The dietary is according to ihe late order, and supplied by contract. The 
average cost for each prisoner is W. per day. The bridewell is regularly visited by the 
Locallnspector, the Rev. Godfrey Massey. The books were correct, and the place clean. 

Groom. — There were no prisoners here. The place was remarkably clean, but there is no 
sewer whatever; one is much required. The Local Inspector, the Rev. Edmund Croker, 
pays frequent visits. 

Ratlikcalc. — I found this bridewell in a disorderly state — the yard for males filthy, and 
most offensive; the bedding very bad, and not half the proper quantity of bedclothes. The 
keeper said be had frequently asked for a supply, and was told by the governor of the 
county gaol that he could not get any more. There were nineteen male and twelve female 
prisoners ; two had been confined here for near six weeks, seven for five weeks, and six for 
over four weeks, which is altogether contrary to law. The day-room is about fourteen feet 
square and very low, and at times there arc over fifty prisoners confined in this wretched 
place. There were 137 confined here since the 1 st October last. Several of the prisoners 
complained of the quality of the food, and there did not appear to me to be any satisfactory 
check on the d etary account. The bridewell i» frequently visited by the Local Inspector, 
the Rt'V, Mr. Boucher. Tlie keeper appeared 10 be a swaggering, careless sort of person, 
and to know little of his business.

Contraiy to what unhappily generally prevails, this return shows a less number by eighty- 
hree than were cocfined^at the time of the last inspection— the greatest number for 
fear heitiff 237 males and seventy-five females. There were no convict. There are wventy- 
iree cell?, ten solitary ceUs, and twenty-one rooms with beds. A well-constructed ^s 
atelV’been erected, Which gives seven apartments, fitted up conveniently with hammocks, 
md affords sleeping accommodation for fifty-six males ; outside th^e rooms, and under the 
same roof, are open sheds, which answer lor stone-breakmg or other employment m wet 
weather. A great number of the windows required glazing ; and m some of the passages 
the windows were altogether without glass or even shutters. The gaol is amply supplied 
with water by a company, for wliich £10 10«. per annum is paid. Gaol clothing is but 
scantily supplied, and a number of the prisoners were wuthout shoes. Each pnsonei, on 
admission, is cleansed with warm water and soap ; and they use a warm bath_ once in the 
month. From the 1st of January to the 30th of October there were 2,110 prisoners com- 
mitted to the gaol for further examination.

There is little useful employment carried on in the gaol. There were seven shoeniakers

General Observations. Geuera! Ofasei-vadons. 

This is a wretched, ill-constructed old gaol. The day-rooms all miserably small ; many 
of the cells little better than dungeons, and very badly ventilated ; yet, strange to say, it is 
generally considered healthy ; this must be alliibuted to the constant care and attention of 
the Local Inspector and medical officers, and the extreme cleanliness of the prison in all its 
departments. It is to be regretted tliat the powers of the Local Inspector are so much 
restricted — Doctor Gibson appears to be a most zealous and efficient officer. An application 
was made at the last presentment sessions for a sum of £1,900 to build an addition, and 
otherwise improve the gaol, which was not even entertained by the magistrates and asso- 
ciated cesspayers. It would be most desirable if the Board of Superintendence could im- 
press upon the Grand Jury the necessity of granting, at all events, a sufficient sum to pro- 
vide clothing for the prisoner, and to enlarge the hospital, so as to have the male and 
female departments separate.

The turnkeys all sleep in the gaoL They do not wear uniform, and trifling as lhis_ may 
seem, it detracts much from that appearance of order and discipline which should be visible 
in every department of a gaol. Turnkey Case, who was in charge of the kitchen and stole, 
seemed to be a particular^ intelligent, smart officer, and the mtmner he keeps Ins books is 
most creditable to him. He receives a docket every night (which is made out from the lock- 
up book at the gate) of the quantity of food required for the following day; this docket is 
filed, and acts os a check on his account. 1 sent for the file and compared a number or the 
dockets with Case’s book, and they both agreed ; I afterwards compared the book with the 
regular dietary account kept by the clerk, and found it correct. 

Hospitals. 

The hospital accommodation is very good, and the matron appears to be most careful and 
attentive to her duties. The rooms are large, well ventilated, and were exceedingly clean. 
There were only seven cases in both hospittus at the lime of my visit; an extremely small 
number, considering the very crowded state of the gaol. There was no case of cholera in 
the prison at the lime ii was prevalent in the locality during the last summer. 

Lunatics. 

There were two male and two female lunatics — all quite harmless.

Bon-u-in-Ossory .' — There were four prisoners confined In this bridewell at the time of my 
Visit, owe 0 / tlmnfor eighteen days; there wereeighty-lhree altogether since the 1st of October 
last. I ne dietary consisted of potatoes and Bread alternatSj-, and the averace cost for 
each prisoner per day, 5d. The keeper purchases the food daily, and pays cash for it ■ this 
is _a bad arrangement, for there is no check on the accounts. The bridewell is regularlv 
visited by the Local Inspector, the Rev. Mr. Harpur. There is no visitors’ bookf The 
registry was correct. 1 he chimneys smoke very much, it was so great that I could scarcely 
see the prisoners ; the place, however, was Very clean. ^ 

Stradbally.—’TYiere were no prisoners here at the time of my inspection, five having been 
sent the day pj^vious to the county gaol. There were only twenty-nine confined here 
since the 1st of October. The dietary consists of one pound of bread and one pint ofnew- 
milk for breakfast, and the same for dinner, which is not according to order. Average cost 
lor each prisoner per day, Qd. The female part of the bridewell consists of one room only, 
with two beds in it. This department is very improperly converted to his own use by the 
keeper ; there was a press, a table, chairs, a churn, and milk tubs, &c., in it at the time of 
my visit. The bridewell is regularly visited by the Local Inspector, the Rev. Mr. Handcock. 

1 he place was clean, and the books correct. 

Ahheyleix. — This bridewell was very clean and orderly, and the books correct. There 
were three male prisoners. Dietary — One pound of bread and one pint of new-milk for 
breakfast; same fur dinner. Average cost, 6d.. There were fifty-nine prisoners confined 
here since the 1st of October, and 170 for the quarter ending 29th September last. 
Regularly visited by the Local Inspector, the Hon. and Rev. Mr. Wingfield.

State and Accommoda- 



The above shows an increase of seventy over thenumber atthelast inspection — the greatest 
number for the year being 780, and the average 570. There were fifty-three male convicts, 
and one female, at the time of my visit. There are 192 cells — six of the largest being 
converted into store-rooms. It is in contemplation, I understand, to build a store, when 
the cells will, of course, be again used as skeping apartments. A very well-constructed 
building has lately been erected, at a cost of ^540, which comprises a bakery, a kiln for 
drying corn, and a mill — all of which give considerable employment. The bread for the 
use of the gaolis made here, and at a cost of a fraction under |d. per pound, which is a savinf 
of about i;48 monthly to the funds of the establishment. Thebread was of excellent quality. 
Gaol clothing is generally furnished to the prisoners ; and with few exceptions they were 
well clad. All the clothing, bedding, blankets, &c., for the use of the prisoners, is manufac- 
tured in the gaol.

Fmnale Department- 

This department is conducted with care and attention by the matron and her assistant. 
All the inltes were employed at the time of my visit. They receive schooUnstruction for 
two hours daily. The laundry is well managed ; and washing for the public is earned on to 
a considerable^ extent. The linen appeared to me to be pariicularly well made up. The 
price charged too are very moderate, viz.— shins, 2s. per dozen ; lable linen, sheeting, &c., 
is • and small articles, 6d. On Sundays, after divine serwie, the females are taught iheir 
catechisms, and receive moral instruction for two hours. They all appeared to be healthy, 
quiet, and orderly. 

Dietary. 

The dietary was of good quality — the average cost of each prisoner being a fraction under 

^^^reakfaL. For males — six ounces Indian meal, and two ounces rice, with half a pint of 

new-milk. For females — five ounces Indian meal, two ounces rice, with Haifa pint of new- 
milk. Every second morning the breakfast is made of half oatmeal and Indian meal. 

j)inner.— Males receive fourteen ounces ofbread, and onepint of skimmed niilk- hemales 
receive twelve ounces of bread, and one pint of skimmed milk.

The turnkeys sleep in their different departments. They wear a neat uniform. They are 
each allowed £5 per annum extra, for instructing the prisoners in the different trades 
carried on in the prison. All the subordinate officers receive an allowance daily of two 
pounds of bread, and two pints of new-milk. 

Hospitals. 

There are two hospitals which are much too confined ; an addition is now building, which 
will give sufficient accommodation for males and females. There were thirty-two in hospital 
at the time of my visit : no very serious cases. Fever was very prevalent during last summer. 
There were ninety-three deaths since the 1st of January last, and only twenty-four in 1848. 
There was only one case of cholera in the gaol, which was in May last. 

Lunatics. 

There were two lunatics, both females ; they were quite harmless-

A committee of ma- 
gistmtes were nominated at the last assizes to inspect and regulate the accounts, dietary, &c., 
of this l^idewell, and it is to be regretted that they have not once met since their appoint- 
tnent. .Bridewells require constant superintendence, or they are apt to fall off in that roo'u- 
larity and cleanliness so necessary to the management of these minor prisons. ° 

Nei^cr/.— This is a wretched building; little better than a dungeon. Itconsisls of two 
““ *hree male prisoners at the time of my visit; one of them 

was 111 m bed ; and although there were two bedsteads in the cell, there was only one bed and 
bedding lor the three prisoners. The prisoners get stirabout for breakfast, with one pint of 
new-miil^ the allowance of the former was more than double what is specified by the late 
order. The keeper could not tell the average cost of dietary; and there eppearetl to roe to 
be no check whatever on the accounts. 

Rosersfl. (November 15).— There were four males, and oue female confined here. There 
were 102 altogether since the SOtb September last. Nearly all the windows in the cells and 
day-rooms were broken. The bedding was very bad, and the proper quantity of bedclothes 
was not furnished to some of the cells. The dietary consisted of one pound of bread and 
onepint of new-miik for breakfast, and one pound of bread and onepint of skimmcd-milk 
for dinner. Average cost, 6d. per day for each- prisoner ; at least 2d. too high, besides the 
dietary not being according to the late order. The committee of m.agistrates nominated by 
the Grand Jury have not met since their appointment. The bridewell is regularly visited by 
the Local Inspector, the Rev. 3VIr. Roe. There is no visitors’ book, but the registry was 
correct, and the place clean. 

Borrisokane. (November IS). — There were two male prisoners, and one female in this 
bridewell. There were 140 confined in this small prison for the quarter ending the 25tli 
November last. The dietary was one pound of bread and one pint of new-milk for breakfast; 
the same for dinner. Average cost, Sd. per day. The bridewell is constantly visited by the 
Local Inspector, the Rev. Mr. Walker; but here again the committee of magistrates have 
not met since their appointment. The prison was very clean, and the registry correct.

The 
prison is divided into two departments, viz. — the Shei'iff’s gaol, for untried prisoners and 
debtors ; and the house of correction, for all tried criminals.

The m-isoners take their meals in their cells. Gaol clothing is furnished to those only 
who req^Hire it. Some of the prisoners bad no shoes, and others very bad ones, the Go- 
vernor told me they should bo supplied without tie ay, as there were ten shoemakers then at 
wc k in the prison An addition to the gaol has lately been bmit, wh.ch gives aecommo- 
da“ion to 116 prisoners in sleeping rooms ; these apartments are remarkably clean and well 
vSted. There were IS9 prisoners above the number at the ast inspection— the highest 
number for the year being 832, which was on the 26th of April last. 

Emjiloyment and Schools. 

I found a great number of the prisoners at work at various trades. Shoemaking, tailoring, 
weavinn, carpenter and smith's work; others sawing, end cnttinn „p timber for fuel, and 
stone-breakinm Some of the male prisoners are employed at washing and scouring barrack 
bedding, which gives some proht to the credit of the accounts. The prisoners are langht 
the different trades by the turnkeys, of whom there are fifteen. There is no regular 
schoolmaster; the turnkeys instruct the prisoners from ten to eleven oclock every 
morning in reading and spelling— it would be desirable, that the junior prisoners, at all 
events should be more regularly instructed (and there arc many of them) by a person 
employed for that purpose only. The profit of works for the year, ending July 80, amounted 
to i;298 5s. 

Female Department. 

This part of the prison is admirably conducted by Mrs. Cleary, the matron, who is 
assisted by her two daughters. The inmates were actively employed in washing, mangling, 
spinning, carding, knitting, and plain work. The laundry, in particular, is admirably Con- 
ducted. As a proof oF Mrs. Cleary’s tact and good management, I was told by the Governor 
that the woman I saw ironing clothes was formerly a prisoner in the gaol ; shortly a*ter her 
liberation she returned and begged the matron to take her back ; her request was complied 
with, and she is now allowed 2s. per week— the matron gave her the highest character tor 
regolarity, quietness, and industry. The laundry is used for washing for the public, and 
produces a good return ; it is on a very good plan, and well supplied, by mean,s of pipes and 
cocks, with hot and cold water. 

Dietary. 

The food (of which I tasted the different kinds) was all of good quality. It was as 

Eight ounces of oatmeal, and one pint of new-milk, for breakfast. One pound of house- 
hold bread, one ounce of vice, and one naggin of new-milk, for dinner. 

The contracts are, bread, the 4 lb. ioat, oatmeal, 10s. per cwt. ; new milk, per 

gallon, Bd. I skimmed milk, per gallon, id. ; rice, per cwt., 14s. Gd. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

The hooks and accounts are neatly kept, and appeared to me to be accurate; and the 
checks and pass books regular.

The first case of 
cholera occurred on the 26th April; since then, there were altogether eightv cases and 
lorty deaths. ® 

There were only seventeen patients in the hospital at the time of my visit. 

Lunatio$. 

There were five lunatics, all males, and perfectly harmless. I should say that none of 
them were cases for a prison; they were all together, and confined in a space railed in from 
one or the passages.

General Ohservatiom. 

I have little to add under this head ; the only suggestion I have to make is with regard 
to the yard of the female hospital, it is confined and damp ; it might be much improved, 
and at little expense, by taking down part of the high wall in front and substituting an iron 
railing. The Governor, Mr. Straban, is most active and intelligent; and the Local Inspector, 
the Rev. James Morton, most humane and attentive. Indeed the general slate of the prison 
is such, that it shows great diligence and efficiency on the part of the Board of Superin- 
tendence and the officers of the establishment. 

Bridewells. 2 

Tipjierary.-^\ found this bridewell in rather a disorderly state, the day-rooms and ceils 
were by no means clean, and the bedding not folded. There were fourteen male prisoners ; 
no females. The cost of dietary 4fd. per head per day; there was no difference made 
between the dietary of males and females, which is contrary to the late order. The last 
visit paid by the Local Inspector was on ihe 25th July. There were no rules or orders 
bung up in the prison. 

Cahir. — This bridewell was clean and orderly at the time of my visit. There were four 
male and five female prisoners. An addition is in progress of building, which, when com- 
pleted, will give quite sufficient accommodation for a prison of this class. The dietary con- 
bisted of 1 lb. of bread, and 1 pint of new-milic, for breakfast; lib. of bread, and 1 pint of 
skimmed milk, for dinner ; cost for each prisoner, 4rf. per day. The bridewell has not been 
visited for the last twelve months by the Local Inspector. 

Cloglteen {visited November 2nd,^ — The keeper of this bridewell had been confined to his 
bed for a week previous to the day of my inspection, and the prisoners were in charge of his 
wife. There were eleven males and two females ; and under the circumstances, I found 
the place clean, and the books were correct. Two of the prisoners had been confined 
in the bridewell for eight weeks, four for six weeks, and two for three weeks. The 94rih 
section of the 7ih of Geo. IV., chap. 74, enacts that no prisoner shall be detained in any 
bridewell longer than tliree days from the day of committal, unless two justices of the peace 
of the county shall think proper by order in writing to direct that such prisoner be longer 
detained for the purpose of examination, and then only for the time mentioned in such 
order ; but that all such prisoners shall be diligently transmitted to the county gaol or dis- 
trict bridewell, as the case may be; no such order was made with regard to the above- 
mentioned prisoners. The dietary consisted of one pound of bread and one pint of new 
milk fur breakfast, and the same fur dinner. My impression is, that most of the prisoners 
confined in this bridewell at the time of my visit would have regretted being liberated. 
They were sitting very comfortably round a good fire, were well fed, and had nothing to do. 
The bridewell is frequently visiieJ by the Local Inspector, the Rev. Wm. Fraser, generally 
twice in each week, as appears by the visitors’ book. 

CarricJ\-onSuir, — There were eleven prisoners confined tn this bridewell at the time of 
my inspection; ten males and one female. The prisoners are regularly transmitted to the 
county gaol. Dietary — one pound of bread and one pint of new-milk for breakfast ; one 
pound of bread and one pint of skimmed milk for dinner; average cost, ^d. each per day. 
Males iukI females get the same quamiiy of food, which is not according to the late order. 
The bridewell is regularly visited by the Local Inspector, the Rov. Mr. Foot. Prison clean 
— books clear. 

Cashel. — There w'ere ten male prisoners confined here, and one female, at the time of 
my visit; during the last quarter sessions there were over 200. The new dietary had been 
adopted, and for males consisted of eight ounces meal in stirabout, and half a pint of new- 
milk for breakfast, fouriecu ounces bread and one pint of skimmed milk for dinner ; females, 
seven ounces meal and half a pint of ircw milk for breakfast, twelve ounces bread and a pint 
skimmed milk for dinner; average cost, per head per day. The prisoners are regularly 
transmitted to the county gaol. The pump was out of order, and the water hta to be pvo-

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cured from the lown at expense and inconvenience. The bridewell is frequently visited by 
the Local Inspector, the Rev. Newport White. _ It was clean, and the books correct.^ 

Neie Bimhujhum.--ThQT^ were only three prisoners confined in this gaol at the time of 
mv inspection^ there were sixty-three altogether since_ the 30th September _ last They 
are transmitted regularly to the county gaol. The bndewell is regularly visited by the 
Local Inspector, the Rev. Edwin Ormsby. The average cost of dietary is per day for 
each prisoner, and consists of stirabout for breakfast and one pint of new-uiilk, one pound 
bread and one pint new-milk for dinner, which is not according to the order of the 
Board of Superintendence. The prison was clean, and the books correct. , , . 

I visited the county gaol on the 4^th of November, and found it clean and orderly in all 
its departments. There were 518 prisoners (sixty-five convicts and twenty-five military 
prisoners included). There were only twelve in hospital, eight males and four ^females— all 
licht cases The Board of Superintendence were sitting at the time of my visit, and the 
chairman informed me that an order had been given to the Governor to send a turnkey to 
lake chaviie of Clogheen bridewell. An order was also made by the Board to alter the 
dietary in°the bridewells, so as to assimilate it as much as possible to that given in the 
county gaol, and in no case to exceed 3^f/. per day for each prisoner. At the suggestion of 
the medical officer, Dr. Sheil, it was directed that part of the wall of the female hospital 
should be taken down, and iron railing substituted, which will give more air and admit of 
better veniilation to the building.

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CousTY OP Waterford Gaol — Visited 15th and 16th August, 1849. 

State and Accommodation. 

I FOUN D this prison clean and in good order. There is an increase of 83 over the number at 
the last inspection, when there were as many as eight individuals obliged to sleep in the same 
cell. The numbers now are reduced to three or four, the old drying-loft and reception room 
being converted into sleeping apartments, which gives accommodaiion to near 50 : the apart- 
ment at present wants ventilation. There are 432 prisoners now in the gaol, which was 
originally intended to accommodate 83. There are 61 male and 1 1 female convicts. As far 
as It is practicable conversation between the prisoners is prevented; but it is almost impos- 
sible to do so, when there are generally from 130 to 150 in the same yard. Great improve- 
ments may be effected in the prison when the old court-houses, as is proposed, are added to 
the establishmeni. It would be desirable to have pipes added to the water tubs to carry off 
the water after washing to the sewer outside. The windows of the hospital for males look into 
the yard of the female hospital, which is most objectionable. The matron complained of the 
prisoners holding conversation with each other. This might be easily prevented by the 
erection of louvers outside the windows. 

There is not a sufficient quantity of bedsteads for the prisoners ; several mattresses are laid 
on the flags, which are at limes damp, and of course uiiwliolesoine to sleep on. 

Emploi/ment and Schools. 

The trend'vlicel is daily at work : it would be a great advantage if it was turned to some 
use, such as raising water or grinding corn fur the use of the establishment, and which might 
be effected at no great expense. The looms, with one exception, are at work. The contract 
for bai'rack washing continues, and gives a satisfactory return. 

One of the turnkeys acts as schoolmaster ; he selects two or three of the best-conducted 
prisoners to act a> monitors and assist him. 1 should say ihat it would be advisable to have 
a regular schoolmaster, more particularly for the instruction of the junior prisoners. The 
turnlceys have quite enough to do in attending to their own immediate business. 



Female Departmeut. Female Department. 

There are 75 female prisoners and only 17 cells. The room formerly used as a drying-room 
is now converted into a sleeping apartment, and takes 30 from the cells. The prisoners are 
in two classes, accurdiiig to character, which is as mticli as is practicable for want of sufficient 
accommodaiion. The matron acts as schoolmistress for two luiurs every evening. About 
35 female prboners are employed in washing, mangling, and making clothing. Most of the 
others might be set to work if there was room, but it is quite impossible to carry out general 
employment when the prison is so. crowded as it is at present. 

Uktary. Dietary. 

ITie dietary continues the same as at die last inspeciion. and mixing rice with Indian meal 
renders it a palatable and wholesome food. The brea<! is excellent. There are contracts 
for bread and milk — the former, \\d. per pound ; new-miik, 6|f/., and sour milk, Z\d. per 
gallon. ”1 he dietary is as follows: — 

Breakfiisc — 6 uz. of Indian meal and 2 oz. of rice moiie into siiraboui, with one pint new- 
milk. Dinner — 1 lb. ot bread (seconds flour), and 1 pint skimmed milk. 



Books and Accounts. Books and Accounts, 

The books ami accounts are neatly and regularly kept. Mr. O’Neill, one of die turn- 
keys, is dieaccouniaiM, which occupies nearly his whole time.

This prison is efficiently managed. ' The Governor, Mr. Triphook, a^ears to be most 
attentive, active, and intelligent ; and considering the crowded state of the Gaol, and want of 
accommodation, it is clean and orderly in nil its departments ; it is an ill-constructed building, 
but if the old court-houses are added to it and jutliciously arranged, great changes may be 
made for the better. 

it is deplorable to see the very young prisoners, that are confined for the most trifling 
petty larcenies, left to associate with the more hardened offenders. I was particularly struck 
with the appearance of one little creature, not Eion r years old, who is undergoing a sentence 
of one month’s imprisonment and hard labour for stealing gra'^s; this child when I visited 
the yard was staoding between two naen, each near six reel high, committed for riot and 
assault, and sentenced to two years’ hnprisonmeut. Until some steps are taken with a view 
to abetter arrangement for the classification of prisoners, little progress can be made towards 
the moral discipline of the gaol. There were no complaints. 



Bwgarvan.—hxi addition has been made to this bridewell lately which was much required; 
it consists of three very good well-ventilated cells on the ground floor, and the same above. 
The old building is very badly constructed. The day-room is only 13 feet square, and not 
8 feet high.; in this there were U prisoners, and at times there have been as many as_30; 
it is little better than a dungeon. There is no day-room for female prisoners, and at times 
there are from 25 to 30 confined in a passage about 8 feet square. The bedding is bad, and 
the regular number of bkinkcts are not furnished to some of the cells. The dietary is good, 
and consists of 1 lb. of bread, and one pint of sweet milk for breakfast ; and 1 lb. of bread, 
and 1 pint of skimmed milk for dinner. It would be desirable to have a pump in the y^d ; 
and the sewerage, which is very bad, might at little expense be greatly improved. The 
books were correct. The prison was clean and orderly. There were no complainis. 

LUmore —I found this bridewell clean, but it is a shocking place in which to have any human 
being incarcerated. The male jirisoners are all confined in one cell with their beds in it ; and 
the apartment is not 14 feet square ; at times they have had as many as 40 prisoners m this 
wretched place. The bedding wa* bail, but had the proper quantity of bed-clothes. Ihe 
master buys bread and milk for the prisoners, and pays cash fir it: tins is a bad arrange- 
ment, for there is no check. There are no books kept but the registry, which was correct. 
There were only 7 male and 3 female prisoners at the time of my inspection. There were 
no complaints. I was glad to hear th.nt there is some prospect of the bridewell being altered, 
and an addition built; it is very neces'.^ary indee<l,f(>r it is at pre.sent a merelock-up house. 

I found by the returns lodged at the Crown Office, Waterford, that the average cost of 
diet for each prisoner per day, lor the quarter ending the Slst March last, was for the 
Lismore Bridewell, 6-E, and for Diingarvaii, 5^ Tgot the average taken For the same 
period at the county gaol, and found it to be 
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Since the above was forwarded to Dublin and put in type, I attended a meeting of the 
Board of Supermtendence at Waterford on the 5th inst., when it was ordered that 25 new 
bedsteads should be provided ; that windows should be opened in the old drying loft, now 
used as a sleeping apartment ; that pipes and cocks be provided for the wash-house, and that 
louvers be put to the tvindows of the hospital for males. 

A resolution was also passed, directing the governor of the county gaol to visit the bride- 
wells at least once in every three months, and report accordingly to the Board.

The gaol is a very old building, but in very good repair; and I found it clean and orderly 
in all its departments. Before the passing of the Act for the abolition of arrest for debts 
under ^10, there were usually from fifteen to twentv prisoners confined in the Marshalsea ; 
there were but two at the time of my inspection. Four of the cells of this part of the gaol 
are appropriated for sleeping apartments for untried prisoners. Some of the bedding is Bad, 
but the regulated quantity of bed-clothes was supplied to all the cells, which were remarkably 
clean and well ventilated. 



"Employment and Schools. 

There is no employment in the gaol but cleansing the prison, and those at work on the 
treadmill in the house of correction. Two boys appeared to be amusing themselves with 
hammers and a few broken stones in one of the yards, buc it could not be called employ- 
ment. Tliere is no schoolmaster in either prison, but tbe prisoners are occasionally taught 
reading by tbe turnkeys in tbe bouse of correction. 



Female "Department. 

There were thirty-six female prisoners in the house of correction, all industriously 
employed in washing and spinning. The washing is carried on in the yards in fine weather ; 
and the clothes dried in the open air ; there is no drying-loft ; and in winter the clothes are 
hung up in the sheds to dry. A laundry is much required, and might be easily constructed, 
at little expense; there is abundance of room; there is rot even a boiler; this, at all 
events, might be supplied. The matron, who appears to be a respectable woman, is 
asasted occasionally by her daughter. I should say that a paid assistant is necessary; 
this was recommended a year ago by the Inspector-General, the late Sir Nicholas Fitzsimon. 



Dietary. 

The dietary (of which I have tasted the bread and milk) w’as excellent; it is as follow* : — 
ounces of Indian meal, two ounces of rice, and one pint of tiew-milk, tor breakfast. 
One pound of bread .and one pint of skimmed milk for dinner. 

Books and Accounts. 

The books at both establishments are kept by the Governors, and the checks appeared to 
me to be well regulated and correct. The accounts are frequeiulj' looked over by the Local 
ln«pecior (the Rev. Richard Hobson), who receives a cheque for the amount of each, from 
tlie Board of Superintendence, and tlie bills are discharged accordingly.

This return shows an increase of twenty-four over the number at the last inspection. 
The accommodation consists of ninety-nine single cells, four solitary cells, and twenty rooms 
with beds. A new building has lately been erected which was intended for an auxiliary 
hospital ; it is, however, expected that it will not be required as such ; it is intended to make 
use of it for the purpose of carrying on useful works in the gaol, and for which it is well 
adapted; it consists of four large rooms, well vemilnted and lighted. This addition was 
erected at a cost of ^G180, which is a small sum indeed for so commodious a building ; the 
stones being quarried, most of the carpenter and smiths’ work, and all the labour, done by 
prisoners. There were Uiirty-four male convicts; they are kept separate from the other 
prisoners. Two-thirds of the prisoners confined in this gaol at the lime of my visit did not 
belong to the county of Wexford; and ofthisnamber nearly all were committed for stealing 
potatoes turnips, and for other petty larcenies. The number of commitments during the 
past year was :—2,138 males, and 667_femnles. Re-commitments males, 138, females 100. 
The punishments were few, and the crimes of no serious character.

Useful employment is carried on as far as it is practicable, but from the crowded state of the Schools, 
irao! it is at present rather on a limited scale; there were, however, a good number of the 
Prisoners employed in tailoring, carpenter and smiths’ work, shoemaking, weaving, quar- 
rving, and stone-breaking. There is a quarry on the premises; 845 tons were broken this 
last year and sold at 1«. per ton. There is an excellent shed winch has lately been built, m 
which sixty-four of the prisoners were employed breaking stones at the time ot my visit. A 
schoolmaster is employed at ^30 per annum; _ the prisoners fwho appear to be well arranged 
in classes) are instructed for seven hours daily in summer, and six in winter. 



Female Department. Fomale Department. 

This department was much crowded at the time of my visit; the accommodation is very 
limited, and the cells dark and gloomy ; they trere, however, clean and as well ventilated as 
it was possible under the circumstances. The laundry is very small, and there IS no place 
whatever but the yard for drying the clothes after being washed. Several ol the prisoners 
wore employed in spinning, knitting, and sewing! there were fourteen very young children: 
and seventeen of the female prisoners, sentenced to hard labour, were employed at stone- 
breatinw. All the inmates in this department looked healthy, and their clotlraig was very 
good. They get two hours’ instruction daily in reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
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Dietary. 

The 'provisions are regularly inspected by the chaplains; the bread, milk, and meal, 
produced to me were all of excellent quality. Tlie average cost of dietary for each prisoner 
per day is B^cl , ; it is as follows : — 

Breakfast — Eight ounces Indian meal for men, and seven ounces of ditto for women ; one 
pint of buttermilk each. 

Dinner — Fourteen ounces brown bread for men, twelve ditto for women; one pint of new- 
milk each.

Ihe accommodalion consists of seventy-eight cells, and eight rooms with beds. Forty of 
cells are constructed for separate confinement, which, however, has not yet been adopted 
Tb R male convicts ; they ore not kept separate from the other priso^rs! 

The bedding is excellent in quality, and very clean. There is gaol clothing for all the 
prisoners; and I was glad to see that none of them were without shoes, which it is to be 
regretted is not the case m some other prisons that I have visited lately. Classification is 
rarriea out as tar as it is practicable; the male prisoners take their meals in their cells, 
the temnles in the day-rooms. The number of commitments during the last year was 735, 
sixty ot which were for drunkenness, re-commitments 149, and gaol punishments SlI. 



Eniployment and Schooh. EmplojmGat and 

Employment is carried on to some extent. All the bedding and clothing is made np in 
the gaoU ihe male prisonei-s make quantities of fishing nets, and several are taught 
^oemoking. There is a treadwheel, but it is not made to answer any useful purpose, 
ihe lollowing is a list of the employments carried on in the prison :

There is no schoolmaster, but each turnkey gives instruction to hia class daily for two 
hours. The registries of progress are well kept, and show that in many instances consi- 
derable progress has been made. 



Female Department. Female Depai'lment. 

This department is well conducted by the matron and her assistant. The prisoners are 
divided into two classes, according to character. The day-rooms are small and inconvenient. 

Two of Amott’s ventilators have been lately put up in those rooms, which I understand 
answer the purpose of carrying off the foul air admirably. A number of the prisoners 
were employed in spinning hemp, knitting and making up prison dresses. They receive 
school instruction lor two hours daily. The laundry is very small and confined. There 
is no drying-room ; and the day-rooms, which are always crowded, are the only places 
that can be used for this purpose. The prisoners all appeared remarkably healthy, and 
their clothing was clean and good. 



Dietary. DUtaii'. 

The dietary is as follows: — 

Breakfast : Males — Eight ounces meal in stirabout, and half a pint of tiew-milk. Fe- 
males— Seven ounces meal in stirabout, and half a pint of new-milk. 

Dinner : Males — Fourteen ounces bread, and one pint of new-milk. Females — Twelve 
ounces bread, and three quarters of a pint of new-milk. 

The provisions are regularly inspected by the chaplains. The bread, milk, and meat 
produced to me were all of excellent quality.

The hospital is small, but very clean and well ventilated. There is no apothecary.^ The 
medicines are supplied from Dublin, and made up in the gaol. The cost of medicine for 
ibe last year amounted to the small sum of £13 16s. lOrf. 

Lunatics. 

It will be seen by the Governor’s return, that there were four male and ten female- luna- 
tics at the lime of my visit. They were all harmless, and were mixed with the other 
prisoners, by whom they appeared to be treated with great kindness,

General Oh.wvations. 

On my inspection I was accompanied by the Local Inspector, the Governor, and the 
Surgeon. I found the whole ostnblishmeiit very clean and well regulated, and there were 
no complaints. One of the prisoners (who foul been remanded fi>r lurthev examination) 
escaped on the 24lh of last month, but was retaken the following day. Without entering 
into any regular investigation of the matter, I mu«t say, from ml I could learn, and my 
own observations on the spot, that there did not appear to me to be any neglect of duty 
on the part of the officers of the establishment when the occurrence took place. 



Bridewells, 

Baltinglass . — This is a district bridewell, and is renclerctl available for carrying out .sen- 
tences of imprisonment. There are five day-rooms and eight cells for moles, and five for 
females. There is a small treadwheel, which, with net-muking, is tlio only employment 
for the prisoners. There were only five males and one female confined here at the time of 
my visit. The provisions are supplied by contract. The dietary is not according to order; 
it ia above the regulation, and consists of ten ounces of oatmeal made into stirabout for 
breakfast, and one pint of skimmed milk. For dinner, one pound of white bread and one 
pint of new-milk. Males and females the same. 

The Keeper’s salary is £50 per annum; Surgeon, £30; Turnkey, £3.5,and Zs. OfAper 
week for rations; Matron, £30, and Local Inspector £10 per annum. The bridewell was 
clean, tind the books appeared correct. 

Tina.hehj . — There were only two male prisoners here at the time of my visit. There 
were eighty-one confined during the quarter ending the 31st December last. The accom- 
modation consists of two cells and one day-room on each side, and for the whole there were 
only two bedsteads, some loose straw, three old blankets, and two rugs, and at times there 
are from eighteen to twenty-four prisoners confined here. Dietary, one pound of bread and 
one pint of new-milk for breakfast, the same for dinner. The charge is sixpence per day 
for each prisoner; which is at least one-third too high. At the Calliin bridewell in the 
County of Kilkenny, the cost per head is twraence half-penny, and for the bridewells in the 
south riding of Tipperary, threepence. Provisions are full as cheap at Tinahcly as at 
these places.
